TfiE election i^T Canipbclt to the Rectorship of Gla^ 
gow was aot only gratifviog to himself, but of loatiiig 
iuipurtaucc to the tJuivcreit}*, Bj ihis iicU Iiii* j'<JUJig 
coiiBtitucms garo full oxprossion to their confidence io Ms 
txoal for liUTAturc, and his \o\v for that aucient scat of tho 
[use?, of which ho was himself a chief oniaitieiiL 
A presentimenl of this "sunburst of popular fevoiu*/' as 
he ileBcriheH it. had more than once crosecd his loiad ; but 
he had formed no idea that it could have hccn so 5oou, 
or (*o happilv Terified. Me knew tliau as a Poct^ he had 
a lai^ share of popularity among the students of tho 
Uuivorsity ; but, until tlie announcement arrix'cd, ho had 
formed no adeijiiata r-onr<^ption of its wamith and uiia- 
aimity. The rival candidat^?^ wore men of ackuowlodged 
m^t. find liigh atanding in the country; and when he 
measured liis own public deserts with theirs, he appears, 
on the evidence of his letters, to have made up his mind 
for defeat The result, however, was a most flattering 
testimony in lua favour. — In his new position, he felt aUke 
the honour, and tJie rc«pong]bility ; ancl, from the flrgt day

of accepting the oflice, he devoted himself to the faithful 
dischfirge of ita duUea The success with which these 
were carried out, will appoar in the ensuing chapter, 

Tho corrcspoiidoiico to vrhich the election gave riflo, 
though more copious than UAual, does not possess much 
intorei*t for the general readier- It is marked ^Titll the 
party spirit which too often, in those days, charactcriscil 
popular uiovcments. dist«rl)ed the peace of families, juul 
alicnatod fofit frienda. This spirit has happily subsided : 
and, although (aniiliaily remembered by hiR auni^'ing 
friends, it will not be expected that wc shouhl i-evivc those 
political fouds, which Cainphell himself had wished to l>e 
forgotten. The history of his Rectorship and that of his 
literary life, is given wnth so much clearness iu his private 
letters, tliat I shall hope to consult the rcader^s wishes by 
laying before him, such passes from the ori^al papers, 
aa mixy convey a distinct notion of tho acta of the now 
Lord Rector, iu wliat hu considered the " crowning honour 
of his life." 

The resistance offered to his election by the ProfeflsorBt^ 
was "based on political distniiiit ;'' and altltou^h com-^H 
pktely finistratf^d by the Mna,nirioim votes of liis young 1 
constituents, the mere fact of their opposition was not so I 
readily forgotten, Iu tmmetlijite refereuec to the course 
adopted by his colleagues, Campbell thus writes to Mr. 
KichajHlson ; — 

" SirMOUR Sthkt, Wist. Losdon^ Ntmm!m- 20, ISSfl. 
" . , , You have probably hoard that I am 
elected Rector of G. C, by the sttulcnts, against the 
united wishes of all the Professors— pcrhajw ^filler and 
Jardine only oxccptod, and who, I think, bad reason to be 
ashamed to vote against me. Private inteUi^nce has 
reached me that the animus against me among the regenh 
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is perticuUrly vehement. Now I know net how fer this 
spirit may yet he carried. I ara ill — very ill, and write 
ta sharp pain. I have not boeti villiout pain, moro or 
less, for wceka ; aiitl I am totally incouipeteut to take the 
journey with safety. But, sooner than allow myself to be 
OQSted for not appearing in the legal time, I will set off in 
the mail if I shotild arrive (lead I , , Write to Mr. Hill* 
and get notine from him of two things ; — Hew soon must I, 
in law, appear on the spot ? and vnH the principal Regents 
grant mo the same indulgence, aa to time, which they 
gnmted to Mr. Brougham, and Sir James Mackintosh ? 
I have alrea<iy rerjuested my firiend Gray to wait on the 
Kev. Principal, expLiin the sUto of my health, and reciiWBt 
the indulgence ; so that Mr. Hill has only to second the 
application by his personal interest. 

" You may see fi-om my handwriting in what a state 
my arm i». I cannot ai)ply to oixr common friend ' 
for advice or adsistance ; and 1 know not where Mackin- 
tosh ii, T. 0."

From a voluminouB correspondence on this Bubjoct, I 
collect a few particular. The majority of the Profcssoi's 
baviug agreed to support I^Ir. Canning, ono of the rival 
aindidatca, employed all their influence to secure his 
election. The " Nations/' however, mustered very strong 
in support of Campl»ell ; he was extolled as tlie heau-ideal 
of a patrict) a poet, a British clasfdc^ — above all, as one of 
qItcs — a sou of the ^ame Alma Mater; the only 
aan living who could fill the ollice with dignity, and 
rwtore tlie "invaded rights" of hi« Conatitwetits I It is 
arousing, at tJiLs day^ to pcnise the dever and often caustic 
arguments by which hiit claims were vindicated " against all 
comors.'* The enthusiafim called forth on the occaaon wn« 
shared by most of the young talent in the Univcrjsity ;

and, though tinctured with much amiable extravagance, 
the speeches, in praise, or in defence of Campbell, were 
often eloquent, and in every instance triumphant. Every 
hour the tide flowed more strongly in his favour ; every 
meeting brought new volunteers to his standard — " hoist- 
ing counter placards, and shouting their Jo-peEans over the 
College Green/' One of the ardent leaders, when called 
upon to record his vote, threw himself into a theatrical 
attitude, and, at the top of his voice, thundered out 
" Campbell I " His example waa followed by nearly the 
whole body ; and " this show of hearts," as the Rector 
observed, "made his election a flattering distinction — a 
sunburst in hia experience of life — for he loved the 
College of Glasgow, as the home and birth-place of 
intellect"

^'Dec^ 1st. — I had notice from Glasgow several days 
ago that I may go and be installed in my Rectorship* 
whenever I please ; so, I think, I shall delay until I can 
steam it in April.

In a letter from the late Rev. Dr. Finlayson to a 
brother minister, we find some further particulars of the 
election : — 



** The function of Rector WAa originally that of Judffe in senooa matten 
of Academic discipline. Quoirols hetween atudcnta, sxtd between profesaors 
and students, could be settled only in the Rcctor^H Court — This is the case 
atill. Any severe sentence — such as rustication or eTtpQlsion could be pro- 
noQnced only by the Rector — who is styled Lord Magnificus in the old 
charters. — The Rector is also a visitor and auditor of acconnts, and in that 
capacity has a negative control over the College funds as well as a right of 
interference — not very well defined, — in the general management of the 
University. — NoU ^ a Gmduate qfGlagffOto Colkge,

In the mT^autimo. Cauipbell found abiuidant occu]>ation 
in preparing to mtd Im youug consiilucnfe in Glasgow, 
To a friend, inquiring wliat progress he had made> ho 
replies : — 



" Ai interraU of leisure^ very few and far 
bdtvwD, I am reading; for matter to make out a sketcli of 
Uie History of Learning, in two discourses, which I mean 
to delirer to the Students of Glasgow, How much I wish 
I were at Sydenham, to read this fortheomirg thing to 
yon by jJortiuiLs — to lalk over tlie subjccUs with yv\i ; to 
hare my Scotch prmtunciathHaUsm corrected ! But, 
alas! this \a mere wishing ; it is uncertain whether I may 
be able to get to S. for a single day, before I go to Scot- 
land ; l>ooause the Itoyal OommifiHioners in filasgaw^ whom 
I wish to meet, are yet imcertaiu as io time. Their arrival 
will be announced to tno by the students ; and in three 
days from the time of my receiving the aiuiomiccmont, I 
ahalt be in Glasgow. When this business ia over, 1 really 
lode furwanl lu bo oftciier at this place, of all phices, tlii» 
moat intercsiiug to my miud ; to sit on the cliair where 
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I first rend 'Gertrude' to jou ; to take down the MS. 
volumes whicli joii knm<l : to walk past the wall t€ which 
1 looked lip to M. and you, and told ^^ou tlic news of my 
Highland legacy! T. C," 

Resjjectiiig the puhlic dinnei', \i'ith which it w^ pro- 
poacd to " wotcome the iie^r Lord Rector/' he writes in 
ternis alike honourable to hitn^olfand liiti c<;u8tituetits ;-* 



" By all means, my dear Gray, prevent any poli- 
tuni dinner being offered to me ; for it would be a satire 
upon my political non-consecjiience. and a diseervice M> 
th& caiiso itscir Beaiflea, nobody c^n snapei^ my boing a 
Etaunch rank-and-file Whig ; though anything in tho world 
but a political leader. It is an umiccoasary jc;dou»y of my 
politics to prevent my dining in public with any Tories, 
who may wif>h to meet me, and a eruotty botti to them 
wid nic. A tUnner from my Townsmen, and frienils, will 
be an afiectiDg and overcoming honour to me, A Whig 
dinner ^ould l>e a burlesque, and I could not accept the 
invitation. Take the matter, therefore* into your own 
hands : do not not distress yourself about the co/o/ of this 
or that gi'eat or rich man's being witJi yon or not : it is 
the piwpert of meeting my f^ow-dtizem tliat wanus 
my gratitude for tJie projwsers of this mark of civic 
kihdnefw^ T. G" 



In a letter to \\\^ favourite fii»ter. accepting her 
gcuemius oJll-r uf pcLiuiiarv K**f*iBtance to meet " tlie extra 
expeoBOs of a Lord Ueclor£> outtiu' he msh : — 
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'' I tnist tins will find you, my Joarest sister, 
aud uhlii to enjoy the approaching nioetULg, wliicti 
bo to me^ if I find you in toIi;nibIc hcnlih. a very 
great coosolatioiu I &liall siit out rroiii Leiice ou tlie 7lli 
of Apri] ; andf please Ood, after delivering my inangural 
discourse aa Itoctor of ihe University, I shall be m 
Bdinbnrgh next <lay U) see you. Matilda is to be witli 
ine ; an<i as the month of April approarlies, 1 begin to 
Rympatlii/o wiUi hor apprchn^ueions of the weather being 
yet uasettlcd, and other accidents to which fitctun hoata are 
liable ; so that, if I could aft'ord it, I should like to go by 
Kind. I am at present* however, a good deal embarrassed 
by the anticipation of extra expenfies, to which this 
crowning honour of my life must expose me. I Lave 
been disappointed a good deal in my accounts witli my 
bookseller- The motive tlmt made mo dc^rlinc ftccopLing 
your proffered gin. »lill hold» gued witli me. . . I would 
80 Boon tliink of taking the pillow from under your head, 
as of appropriating to my«ietf any of the spare money 
which you oiight^, for your own tranquillity, to be sure of 
having a1x)ut you at a time when you require every 
poKBsiblc comfort. But if you can give me the loan of tho 
sum you mentioned} only till Mithsummer, I con promi;^ 
you its return for a certainty. 

" I intend to give two lectures to the students, indepen- 
dent of my speech at the installation ; and tlioso I mean 
to print at Glasgow, to distribute gratis to tlie i^ttidenta 
. . . and to M>ll, A3 1 trust I shall, a number of copies 
mart— ihe profits of which will revert to me at Mid* 
fiummer. You would net, 1 know, like to see your 
brother perform the only high part, as co station, which 
lie over played in life, in a so*ao manner ; and will not 
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blame me for aot ^eUing \\\\ lectures to the brave lads 
that elected me. The citizens of Glasgow, also, talk of 
giving mc a public dinner. I hare written to implore 
that it may not be a pditiful one. — Yowr most affectionate

"P.S, — Tliia Loudon Uiiiv<;njity cauBW* me to wrib« 
reams of answers to correspondents," 



Tlie public dinner being objected lo» in coiisefjiienco of 
the mercantile distress still prevalent in the cuuulry, he 
wrote to ilr. Gray as follows : — 

" Unoon, Murch Uth, 1S27. 
" YoH much relieve my niintl. my dear Gray, by 
what you aay of the diiitresa in Glasgow having abated. 
Rumour, with its usual exaggeration, had represented our 
poor citizens as absolulely dying of Lunger. Heaven 
knows, unless it were for the sake of duty, I should 
decline tht? pleasure of lecturing : but of that let us talk 
when I arrive. If my wishing the dinner-day to be stiU 
left unsettled, were likely to give the slightest umbi-ago^ 
by nil means fix it for the 16th ; butt otherwise* I should 
like lo be on the spot befortr the day i^ decided on, 1. 
mean to write to tlie rrincipal, about my installation-dnyj 
very soon. I think of setting <>fr, at the very latest^ this 
day fortnight ; so that, whether by sea or land wo may 
reach you on Tuo^day f*v^ning. If we g^j by Auld 
RockioT wo sliall bolt through it jis la^t as shot out of a 
shovel \ I <Ioubt, however, if wo chall go tliat way after 
all^ Give our kindest regards to your family ; and my 
thanks to our excellent friend, Kirknian Pinlay ; not 
foi^ettiag dear H . T. C;"' 
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" April 2<t. — We have detorniined at last to go by laud, 
and are to sot out on Kridnj' evening next We shall 
therefore bo with you on Monday the 9th of April."

** Glasgow, jlprU 13, 1827. 
" . , . Exciteil as I am by friondftlip Iiore, 
youres can have no rivalship ; nay, I think you would liko 
me tlie better for seeiay how attatrheJ luy fellow -citizens 
show themBoIves to mo. Yo^iterday was the crisis ! 1 
rose this morning at seven, rejoicing that it went off so 
well ; and am going out, in a sweet aumiy morning, to 
stroll about the Launta of my hoyhood. 

*' What a change from lliis day week I wlicn I was really 
setting off hick — vexed tliat I had not got to Hydeiihain, 
and struck to the lieart hy a letter from *****, who lias 
been iuterfci'ing in my conccriia in Ghisgow. Something 
like erysipelas on my ann, which extended [martially to my 
face, and aflfected iny sight, afllictixl nm on my jom-noy ; 
while Matilda, having brought seventy parcels of haggag^, 
kopt me uneasy with the fciir of losing tlicm I I reached 
Glasgow on Monday evening. Four students, who cftxne 
into the coach, twenty miles from Glasgow, relieved me a 
good deal about ****** affau\ They rccoKnised their 
Itector. and said it would be an era in their lires to have 
been the first to shako me by tlio hand. They told me 
that Whigft and Tories had been equally disgufited by * * *'8 
letter in the Glasgow paper, forbidding any Tories to como 
to tlio dinner, at which the Magistrates an<l principal Fro- 
feasors intendetl to he stewards ; I>nt that no one had 
supposed him authorised by nie ; and that it was not tme, 
ftfl ptiblJAhed in the ne^i^pni^ors, that the sindentA would 
suspect me of raftiuy, for tlie ilinner being given to ma as 
a fSicrftrj/ man, and not as a ]x>l]tician. . . . The sum of 
the matter is, that although the dinner ha*i Ijeen frightened 
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Awaj for Uic predent, one mil be given me wbeu the panic 
haa subsided. 

" Tlio next ainioyimcQ was to find, tJiat the Principal and 
Rome of hw Professors prnnounc^ my inteniion of locturiii^ 
to iho Btadents, independently of my inaugwal epeodi> to 
be inconsistent with my Uoctorial dignity. This point I 
gave up in conAidomtion of the grout kindness of my 
reception by the Professors. _ . ." 

" I delivered my inaujC^ural Bpecch yesterday, with com- 
plete success ; ihn enthusia>iin W7is immense. I dined 
aRorvrardu with the Profcssons, in tlio Faculty, with a party 
of forty stniiL^rs, invited on my account* , • ." 

"^ I fiud llie Kcctorahip will be no sinecure, I have sat 
four hours examining accouat£» and hearing oxplanations 
from the Faculty, with Sir John Coiinc!. llic Dean of 
Faculty, my co-examiner and visitor, U> whom the Professors 
arc anxious to rontJcr their accounts. ... T, C." 

In reforcnco to the installation ceremony, the following 
paisaage occurs in a private letltirlrum it cicrgyuiau, then

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imprees of thought ; and was less copious than it would 
have been, if I had bestowed on it the time that was laid 
out ou the Lectures. Yet, altogether, it went off very welh 
It was spoken from notes, an^ not previously written out, 
or got hy hcartf^morc tlmii as to the thoughtd* and 
general cast vf expression. As my o\il genius far the 
time being would hare it> I left my notes at home ; and 
when I found out my mistake, I was ready to drop down 
with apprehension. But. Btrange to tell, at that alarming 
moment, a look and a nnd from the Rev. Dr. Mac G, on the 
bench beside me— the very man who had most violontly 
opposed mj election — recalled by some accidental aseocia- 
tion, the idea whic^h should next follow 1 I got back tlic 
due of association, and went through fainaueiy. T. C." 

The Inawgiiratinn-day waa followed hy a roimd of social 
dinner parties, in which his foUcfw-citizcns united their 
eOurts to dtt liim honour. At these entertainments Camp- 
bell generally found some of his old College friends — one 
of whom lui« sent me the fallowing remiuisccucc : —

" The bov3 are delighted at the proepect of the lectures 
coming out in letters^ in the ' New Monthlr/ when I go 
back to London- I dare hardly show myself in the garden, 
for fear of being cheered, and lest I should seem to covet 
popularity — but, having examined a class, I bolt out as 
quick as thought. 

** The moment it was known that I had formed an 
intention to visit Staffa and lona, after the 1st of May, a 
project was set on foot, and a body of the students 
requested my leave to attend me. I think this will do 
better than another plan which they had formed, — that of 
inviting mc to a public break&sL I reminded them that 
I had the power of life and death over them, and that a 
mob-breakfast would be infra dig. !

On the 21st of May, Campbell waa again ia London, 
and busily engaged in his two-foM duties of Rocuir and 
EditOT, The first of liis series of '* Letters to the studeuts 
of CU^:ov," was now sent to the prcaa, and publiahe<l for 

:ratuitcu9 distrihution among his young cout&tituentSp 
These lettei-s, on the epochs of literature, appeared, though 
lOOt at regular intervals, in '^ The New Monthly" : and oon- 
tbe high impragsions, which he had lefl behind 
htm, of tASt«, eloquence, and clasfiic erudition Uib 
vrelcomo from tltc late scene of hb labours in Scotland^ 
was very emphatically expresseil by his friends in Luudoti^ 
whose kindness and hospitality were redoubled on his 
return to Seymour ijtrect. liut tlie grand object on which 
be had set his mind, and to which, to a certain extent, ho 
bad pledged hirusel^ was to iavcstignte their rights, and 
Becure certain mlvjiiitages to the students of Glasgow of 
,T^htcl^ it waa alleged, ihcy had been, hitliorto, unjustly 

lefwived. The Koyal Couanissionei-s, recently appojuleJ 
for tliis purpose, were shortly to take under examination 
Ibe College of Gla^ow ; and to them all ijiiestions wcro 
i0 be referred for investigation and redress. In this case 
the duly of the Lord Kertor wna to vindicate the claims of 
the students in person : hut owing to delays in the execu- 
tion of ihe plao, his \\^i to Glasgow, hs appears by the 
foUoving note to \\\& sister, was deferred : — 



'Juiif 6/A, — I have had a conversation viHth Lord 
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Aberdeen, First Commissioner for the Visitation of the 
Scotch Universities. His lordship tells me that it will he 
quite unnecessary that I should meet the commissioners 
in Scotland this month, as proposed, for the purpose of 
being heard in defence of the rights of the students, as to 
a quesUon which is to be agitated before them. Lord A.* 
as chief of the commission, has promised to hear me plead 
their cause in London, and not to come to any decision, 
until I shall have been heard. It is uncertain when the 
commissioners may meet— not, I should think, before 
December ; so that, unless I hear to the contrary, I shall 
expect to be in Scotland in October. T. C." 

In tlie meantime, the labour of preparing for this meet- 
ing, with the duties of editor, was sufficient to engross all 
his attention. The Lord Rector's proposal of a gold and 
a silver medal for annual competition among the students 
was thus announced : — 

" July \lth, 1827.— A Gold Medal will be given for the beat compo- 
sition in Eagtish verse, that aboil be executed by any student in the 
University of Glasgow, before the 20th of January, 1828. The invited" 
competitors are, aU students who may attend during the ensuing session. 
The subject and the length of the compoHition are left entirely to the 
choice of the candidates. Each candidal^ will nfl^t two mottoa to his 
production, but is not to announce his name, in any other way than in a 
sealed letter, accompanying the poem. Both are to be transmitted to the 
Principal of the College. A Silver Medal will be given for the second 
best compoaition, if executed by any student in the goiened classes.

Upon these exertions, anxiety and ill health again 
supervened ; but the prospect of revisiting Glasgow iu 
October, cheered him forward in his arduous duties* After 
a month exclusively devoted to business, the feelings of 
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frieodsliip, and grateful recoUectiona of his " late sojouro/'

I need not say what plea-j 
sure it gives mc to sec it so ably drawn u[). and to look 
back on the manly conduct of my conatitucuts at their 
public meeting. I Uiink the committee was right in not 
risking the posRihle eviU of delay by waiting for additional 
ngoaturos. Tho rery rolueuinco of n timid minority to 
■ign tiie ap]>cal, is a powerful though indirect argument in 
proof of the influence of tho professors, and the absence of 
tliose gentlemen may thua contribute to our success — like 
that of Achillea to the interest of tho Iliad; though I 
eannot compliment our nen-suhscribeni for resembling 
A.chi]]e8 in any otlier poiJit of view.

A new edition of bin Poems, wlilcb, after the lapse of 
twenty-eight years, liad rcvortoi to the Author, is thus 
announced in another letter to Mr. Grav :—

At the preceding date, the health of Mrs. Campbell had 
become v-isibly inipoinKl. Tlic Poet's interest lu public 
affaini was now absorbed by private anxieties, which, though 
oecasionally relierod by hop^R of rerovery, darken all 
the correspondence of this period. The following sixort 
extracts from his letters will wrv€ as a lUary of the malady

By this time the atudents had resolved to g^ve permap 
nent (rfni to the rectorshi]) of Campbell, by electing him 
for the third time. Of this honour, the highesi that 
could be conferred, no instance had occurred for a century ; 
and, in reply to the committee appointed for this grand 
object, Campbell thus expressed himnolf : — 

**. > - I have answered the question put by you, 
I suppose, authorised by tlic Committee, whether I could 
appear at my post in Gla*igf>w, in the event of being 
re-elcclcd I 1 must own that I hesitated what to say. 
The rumour is all abroad that tho studentK intend to 
re-elect me ; and here ik Homething tike a demi-oflScial 
queation as to my compliance. But this matter has yet 
to be decided ; and my saying j/e^t to the quostion, may 
be construed into canvassing for, or seeking the honour ;

k^cp jrou in Eusponae as to the fact tliatv if re-elected, I 
fihoultl be at your call, and that promptly. 1 have now to 
tell you what may fiuem strange even to some of you ; 
but which is nevcrUioIcss a matter of the purest fact^ and 
vrliicli, I a^Qurc you, I cxprcs^s with humiht\', although 
it may Bound like arrogance. If re-elected, either

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"* Allow me to trace to you the course of my owd 
thoughts on this subject From the begiiiiiiiig, I felt 
persufufed that my coiitiuuaucc in office would he Ukely, 
during this crism, to bo of nw to you ; and^ therefore^ 
I Qorer coutradicled the riuuQur aflo^it about a iAird 
intended election- Bui late in this summer, circum- 
&taoc6B occun^ed which made me aniicipate, what wiD 
still bo the faci. great personal inconvenience, and a 
mfflaiKiholy trial of my fortituHr!, afU^r the 1a«i I have 
fiustaincd, in facing Glasgow this winter. I thought to 
Qiyflelf^ this tliii-d proposed election will bo a norelty ; it 
may produce discord ; it may put an inglorious termina-

To another friend, warmly interested in his rts-clectien,

This resolution on tho part of the students produced 
.great excitement. A strong opposition waa act up ; but 
[the stronger the opposition, the more determined wer«

ing what hia presence among them at such a moment 
.would aoconiplish, they entreated liim to show himself once 
more in the field. On receipt of this invitation, he writes: —

HiB arriva] in Glaagow iB thus briefly auuouuc&d Lo 
his sister : — '^ Offer to Mn Cla«on my best nnd mostgratoFul 
rcmcmbraiKx^ for all his frioiKllv nltentioii to you, and hU 
invitatmi to tut*. All that I can say in Uiat, a^ soon as ] 
can be iu Edinburgh, 1 sliall make no otlicr roof tJian Hes 
my home, where I had so much happiness in meeting him 
aiid his enchanting friend Dr. Clialners. Hut really, I am 
90 t^nvphped in hmanew at Glasgow, that I cannot predict 
yvhen I AsM be &oe, and a^hen my friuuds may expect me 
m Edinburgh." 

From Glasgow he vra^i fltuumoucd lo Bdiubui^b, where 
hiB flitter lay dangerously ill. In the folloniug letter to a 
privat4t friend, the state of bis mind and feelings is thus 
frankly disclosed : — 

*' I write to you from beside iJie Kieh-bed of my 
poor 8Utter Nary, whofle late attack of pnlsy vr^u* an aggra- 
vation to my aSlictiens. I am ctherwi^e suffering ; but I 
contrive lo Miffer bo well that the world gives me credit 
for being in a Htato of health and cheeririlness.

On the Tn<>ftrlay following, the elecTtioii waa triumph- 
antly carried ; and, for the thin! time, — u rare and almost 
anprcc(;dented honour, — Campbell found himself Loixl- 
, Eector of ht« native univorsily,*

In commemoratioQ of Campbell's third election to the 
Rectorship of GlasgoWj it was proposed by the more 
advanced students, and unanimously resolved, to institute

An utter and disd^nfal Btraogar. Pot Bupposing — what is onjtlitiig bat Lbe 
cue — tJuit ia the present circamst&nceB of m; life, I wu much alive to viii^ 
glonoaB feeling, itilL your Hectorship, honoorable aa it ia— if I had been with- 
OQt on affectionate iDtereat in my native Univemty — woald have been but a 
iony bribe to my moat aelfiah calcnlationa. And if I had gone on theie, 1 
could not now have had the honour of addreadng you. But I had no sel£di 
or ignoble motives ; and for your crediting thia assertion, I palter not with 
ioaptdona — I appeal to whatever ia honourable in your own bouma — and t 
demand your belief. No, gentlemen ! 1 come to yon in a &ame of mind, 
not indeed cmshed, though chastened by calamity ; but still in a frame of 
mipd little coveting aoy new Bprig for my mere vanity, to be interwoven with 
this crape/'

itliablc to be malignantly said, Uial youi' Campbell is the 
Rector, not of the whole students, but of a s^lf-electeJ 
Club 1 A st'iect Society it ought to be ; but selection un- 
plio« rojoction ; rcjoction carries etiDge and mortificatiozL 

" On mj return, in a few weeks, I oball have to cousult 
the collective aenec of the students* respecting what I 
ought to do, or not to do, foi' thoir interests ; and 1 ami* 
cipate that, with my best intCEtions, I shall be obliged^ iu 
^ving thorn an account of my stewardship, to depend ou 
their exorming candour, as well as scrutiny, towards me. 
iNow, tt ift eaify to fore^c that all refused students for tho 
Club, would, iu the tirst place, be but cuol a<UioruuUs tu 
any fiubUc measure which 1 might propose >\s Rector ; and 
without wielding the general body of studenU. 1 could du 
uotliing otficirilly. Or supposing, as Mr, Joseph Hume tolls 
me ifi tlie case with himself, »£ Ki'ctor of Aljcrdeeti — iLj 
should bo found advi^hlc to tako no nfuoh 6tc[.j as tliai of 
holding <t Rector's Court, till the Uuvfd visitation id cou- 
cluded — supposing, I Bay, that 1 liad to tell this to tho 
assembled students — I anticipate clearly what would be 
said: — *0h, my Lord has been with his C/«i, and we 
are to be nded by his oligarchy of favourites.' In the 
character of ex-Rector, I should caro not a pin for ffuch 
remarks ; but^ whilst Rector, I wish idl students who can 
be at all maua^d, to he brought by t;vcry puamblc ujtrans 
into coalitiou for two grand piu-poaes : let, for deciding, 
on calm and fi-iendly deliberation, what steps 1 ought to 
take for the general good ; 2dly. to settle, as far as tiic 
point can be settled, what c-anilidate !!< to be my .succe;«sor. 

'' Let me put the case iti another light : die rejected cau- 
didatca — Bupposc tbcy take it iuto their beads to create & 
new Club ? I must eitliur rcfuao with a bad grace, or 
diminish tho value of our Club, by dividing mx-sclf. If 1 
were ox-Rccior, I aiiould of coui-se fuel pledged to the one, 
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first projcctcJ, association; whiUt in office 1 ouglil to havo 
no conclave of fricnda. For a monieut it cannot enter into 
your kind hearts, that I have told you all this from any 
\nck of affection ; fi>r, on tht contrary, I feci, if possible, 
more attached to you individually, from the offer ; and 
with imrt^ftfiiig regard I n^nmin, my dfar conRtitimntii, 
your friCT<l, T. Cawpbell/' 



On the ere of Ids return to Gla^ow he writes : — 

^* March Z(^fh, — I was prcparinpf, my dear Cousin, to 
send you a jocular answer. aayi[iff tliat a poor dependent 
rolatiou dares not refuso your hospitality! But, repenifiing 
your nffccttonote letter, 1 am induced to toll yow, with a 
feeing of 8eriou}iness, tliat it will do me much good to be 
with you in Glasgow ; and that I really wiahctl, what I 
liilf foresaw, that you would not accept my excuse. , , . 
I think it will also do my son good . . . and, to say the 
trotli, I shall he saved, I helieve, one more absurd report 
tKat miglit baTo been got up, if I were not to accept your 
renewed boflpatality — namely, that Aomc difference or 
GOoInees had sprung up between \x& ! 

"One of my ohjccla in writing to you now ig, that you 
will flatly and fitrongly deny another absurd rumour at 
preeent drculated, viz. — iJjat 1 am going to be married! 
There is no; a word or vertigo of truth in the report. 

" X havo put a stop to the intention of the more attached 
students, for tlie preseuU lo found a ' Campbell Club/ I 
mnsl be, wliilst I am Rector, the Rector of all — wid not of 
aClub; but the dear good boys had a kind intention; and 
1 loTc them not the less for my opposing it. 

**I think you will be pleased to h<*ar that Mrs. Siddons 
k engaged in writing a series of letters, containing th^ 
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rannufioeQC«e of lier whole life, which she iotcntb to 
bequeath to me, as the materiab for my writing liur life. 
She hBA already shown me one long and moet interesting 
letter, that toolc an hoiir in readmg. T. C." 



On tho 12th of April CftrnpheU was again at his post in 
Glasgow. Ihiring his stay, tlie Senate of the Univer«itj 
met daily ; the claims of the Students wcru diMnisswl, 
and priTilego6 conceded, with access to the Museam, and 
the Colleige Library. A meelint; of his Constituenta waa 
then held, and thanks were voted to the Lord Rector^ for 
the Ruci^efiS with which he hnd advocated their ng1it«. 
Upon tho whole, he saya, " I finished my buanees more 
amicahly than I had rcaaon to cxjwct ;" but " on Friday*" 
he a<l(ls, " I recciTcd so distressing a letter from Mrs, 
Stewart that 1 started immodiaielv for Kinnict/' On 
arriring in EdinburgK lie writes: — "I have dinfrd witli Sir 
James Moncrieff — my intended successor to' tho Keftor- 
ahip, and spent a delicious OTcntDg with the Alisons^ 
putting H . , . in mind of all our old qnnrroU and 
ooqucttcries,*' 



In tho second week of May. Campbell returned to 
London, and wrote the " Lines to Julia II , , ,/' the only 
piece of this year which he would consent to publish. 
Among his MSS., Imwerer* I find a poem of more than

tenced to 'pa-*4S sentence' on my fellow creatureft, by my 
oflSce of grand juryman! It ifi not yet over, though the 
foreman ha« kindly released me on particular days ; during 
the rest, I liaro been con6ned in the Courts at Clerkenwell, 
BJx or ecven hours orcry day ; and obliged, on getting 
homo at six, to work on my papers till midnight^ and then 
start at ebc in the morning — but ill refreshed with sleep. 
Th*T jury hnmnc«8 is very trying ; it suffers neither the 
judgment nor sympathy to repose a moment. The hvcs, 
or fornines, of bundrtsls are brought iuUj <W:u^ioiL One 
is distratrte*! between a sense of duty to the public^ and 
commiseration for infatiuted guilty creatures, impelled to 
Crimea from ignorance and poverty. I have Kiven my 
Toioo. as most of my fellow-jurora, rather on tho Jiide of

mercy wc may have in the case of delinquents, the truth 
always recurs to one s mind, that mercy is duo also to the 
pttblie; that we are bound to protect them from the 
mibanoe of offemlers, 

" We had a very affecting scene when the brother of the 
gentleman, who was literally murdered by an excerable 
«]uack, gave hia evidence, and witli difficulty could deliver

was indicted for stealing two pounds of pickled pork, and 
had heen imprisoned four nKmtliii I Thi-re was a hearty 
kugb at the expense of the prosecutor, a &t portly 
buicbcrf who came in with as much importance, aa if ho 
Iiad been robbed of a ca&ktt of jewels Another case was 
stealing two pounds of blaok puddings ' Here I spoke 
vehcmeiuly for tlirowing out the bill ; and acknowledged 
to my brother-jurymen, that 1 ha-l too deep a sympathy 
urith any lover of bta^.k pmldiiigs, ^rer to condemn him for 
stealing thcml The black -pudding-bill was accordingly 
rejected. Next we had a lal! Yorlaliirc boor, who indicted 
a Loonofi maun, a& be called him, for robbing tiiiu of a 
sovcroigtL • 1 waa gaw'n/ he said, * pleaso your worships, 
alang the Regent's Park, when the prisoner comes up and 
ax'd me, an 1 knawcd Mr. Tomkins, who keeps the York- 
shire Stingo 1 I knaws nothing of nouther him nor thoe, 
saye L Witli (liat the Loouon cbap whop out a sovereign 
and says — I wager this lh»t thve dost kuaw lutu. So with 
that> your worships, A puts my hand i' my pocket, and 
whops out another sovereign, and puis it down on a bench 
that was by us ; when, what do you think, youi* worships, 
the chap maks a grab at them both, and takes to his 
heels ; and when A pursued him, A was obliged te stop 
for the folks Uugliiii' at me/ — The jury was so cniel as to 
laugh at liini also, and dismissed the indictment/' 



Campbell had now completed his arrangements for a 
change of domicile : and having parted with his house in 
Seymour-street West, took the lease of another, a much 
larger one, in Middle Scotland-yard, Whitehall which ho 
was to «ntfir at Midsummer. In making this change, he 
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acted upon the suggestions of an omialjlc and accomplished 
friend, docplj intorostod in hb welffira and doutinerl, as he 
fondly imagined, to "restore him to the happinciw of marriod 
life.^ It was the opmion of &II, mutuidl/ acquainted with 
Uic pani*?N tliiit Campbell was taking a mmt pnident and 
wdl-coasidered step. The lady was a woman of good 
familv and fortune, and endowed with tliose virtues, which 
give sanctityand weciirity to the donieeiic hearth-* In the 
meantime, with a Journal to edit — a *' house to fum»h " — 
a "cluh to orgaiiiso" — the Uoctor was fully occupiod. At 
length, ou obtaining the "Lease/' he says ; — 

*'■/«»!?, — "Write to rae, after Monday week, in Middle 
Sootland-jTU-d— ^I am not &orry, on tlii3 whole, for the 
change of place ; for this fi^eymonr-street is a Tnest 
nncentral ftitualioiu so that I am obliged to r/ou for the 
snggefltioD of changing my domicile." # * * 

In another letter, he cxprcaece much painful anxiotj 
re^rding his son : he has parties to reconalt? — Uitrary 
questions to deci<le, and £omc opponeut^ to confute. He 
has also received notice of a mtdden death in \\\s family, 
and writes — 

**Juh/ 25riS, — I scarcely know, my dearest sister, hew to 
offer you a brother's consolation on the nielan<rlinly event 
that has diapr^icd of our poor Eli/aboth.t To our excellent 
medical friend. Dr. Borthwick, I shall for life held myself 
f^rutefuUy bound fi>r all liin attention to you." ....

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Then turning to his fiivourite project, he adds : — 

" I am at present forming a Literary Society* in London 
which, on my removal to a more central hous^ will place 
me in more frequent intercourse ynOx my fijends and 
acquaintance, thereby giving me a better chance of being 
successful in your recommendations. To this society I 
also look forward as a means of relieving the soUtude to 
which circumstances of late have too often condemned me. 
We have got some excellent members — Sir Francis Free- 
ling, Sir Gore Ouseley, and our late Persian ambaaaador, 
vrith several other distinguished men ; and expect in all to 
reckon 400 associates. We shall hare a house of meeting 
with proper servants. — The principal society I haTO seen 
of late has been that of the M/s ; but I am sorry to say 
that they also, dear souls, have had their trials. — I wish I 
could see you again, my dearest sister ; and I will do so, if 
I can get away from the ' New Monthly/ Meanwhile I 
desire to live in your kind remembrance ; and belieTe that, 
although I am not by you, to soothe your sufiFerings, my 
heart takes a deep interest in you, and offers up sincere 
prayers to Heaven for the mitigation of your sorrows. I 

have just parted with Mias who, with tears in her 

eyes, sends you her best love» God bless you, T- C." 



During the ensuing month the Poet's mind was engrossed 
by the cares of " flitting," "editing,"" composing/'— the con* 
sequence of which was a return of the malady to which he 
was more or less subject through life. In the midst of his 
household arrangements he writes to Mr Tennent ; — 

* Orer Ihis Society Cuapbell had the honour U proaido until fai< deputure 
to Boulogne, id 1843 ; but uah&ppily it did not long flurriTO tb« fonoder. 
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"Your letter haaboen lyiogfor me several clays 
at CoIIjunj*». whoro I lia\'G not liappenod to call since I 
goi into my now domicile, which is still, [ am Rorry to eay, 
a sccao of oonfusion^ with carpet** niilai(l, and book-shelves 
under tho hammf^r of tarpfintprs. who am fixing them to 
my tHiw ami epacioiu study. All tliie timo I am rather an 
iDvalid, and ought now to he stretched on a sofa ; but, with 
ine plague or another, I am obliged to trudge about, and 

perintend the process of furaitnre fixing, 
Xty last attick has left me a different man from what 
you saw me last May. when I could work from six to 
twolve. Now I am obligod to give np hard stndy, and 
manago nothing but the Jourual, Tlie reason is, when T 
etihly long, I am exhaui4ted» and require wine or nonie 
stimulus to refresh me at the end of it ; but anything 
Btronger Uiau water is now poison to me. 1 am forced 
even to surre, in point of diet, in order to keep free from 
pain ; fftr a hf^rty meal puts me into agonies of sufferingH ; 
and like Xxjwis Comaro, 1 rise from dinner aa bungry a^ 
I sat down. Thia likes me not : I lose flesh, and feel 
so habilually relaxc^l^ that I pa^s the oveiiing merely in 
conversation. 

■' In the meanwhile^ you may assuro my friends, that, 
though I ^m obliged to drop the sclierae of tlie Classical 

cyclopaedia, I am determined to rewi-ite tlie letters to 
tlio students, and make a full and handsome Avork of it. 
1 find nuuiy things, oven in tliosc few letters, that call for 
and enlargement. Altogether 1 am determined 
keep up the memory of the Kectorshij> by a work, 
addroMd expressly to the students, on the subject of 
History- and Literature. 

" W'ilh regard to the Club, 1 ara glad ta hear it geea 
on. The London Campbell Club, certainly, should not bo 
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considered at an eiwl. On the contrary, I expect that we 
shall have a dinner on the UUi of Noremlwr- Xo 
doubt the Litcrai-j' Union i"Oh> out of that project ; and 
may bo aaid lu huve been set u)> as a different institution ; 
but still I have secured an honomrv place, in tho Literary 
Union, for all members of the Glasgow Campbell Club, 
wlio can brin^ to me a fair recommencl'itinn fmm the

Another death — that of a much revered friend and 
relative — liaviug called for his sympathy, he writes to

This irks inc — I 
cannot Biuiy an I <]id ; but as I have come tlirou;c;}i life 
with much leas suffering of body, than [ can imagine body

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Tflii third yearns Kectorahip, whicli had bo«ii pronounced 
** coDlmry tc the at-itutes and usage of the University," * 
and wlich Canii^bcll accepted with some reluctance, had 
now expired. On retiring frum ofEcc he carried with him 
tlie re8|>ect and gratitude of Iiis constituents; with tho 
pleasing consciousness, on his own part^ of having accom- 
plished nmcb good. He had refonaed ahuses, restored 
Lrights, improved the discipline, stimulated tho genius, and 
fostered a spirit of intellectual inquiry in everj' cla>is of the 
University. Theno /idvantagos were not Gooun^d without 
xuaiiy saerificea, 3Ioney and time — ^aud lu hlni time vras 
fortune — were unsparingly devoted to the cause in hand. 
Ail his offidal duties he performed in person, an<l with 
a zeal and ahilily which increased, **as the difficulties 
increased by whicli the reforms he had laboured to intro- 
duce, were at first opposed." Of the principal advantages 
which he had the happincHs to revive, and secure for tho 
benefit of the i^tudeat^f, some account will be found in the 
Appemlix.

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The opening of this year was clouded by the death of 
Sir Thomas Lawrence, with whom Campbell had lived on 
terms of friendly intimacy for moro than twenty years. 
The kindnew* and f^euerosity of tlie painter to his less 
prOispcrouii friend, had been often manifested in octi^t to 
wliich the Poet ha» home grateful testimony. The fall of 
gucb a man presented a very fit suhject for biography ; 
and from their long attachment and congenial tastes, a 
life of Lavrrenoe, by Campbell, was expected to present 
features of interest which, perhaps, no other pen could so 
wdl delineate ; and, in the pleasing hope of p(*rfomiing at 
onoo a public and a private duty, Caukphcll sot himself 
SGiioiUily to the taak. By the private frieuds and family 
conncf^tions of Lawrence, niatoriala were speetUly furaushed ; 
and his letters of this peiiotl are filled with accounts of Ins 
applications, and tlie promptitude with which they had 
been answered. Why, after a few montha. the warlc waa 

L^^baudoned, I have not aaccrtained ; it is only certain 
ftt, after an auspicious commencement, the task waa 
delegated to his friend, the late Mr D, E, Williams, of 
whose literary talents Campbell entertained a high opiniou- 
H8cem9 very probable chat, in decMning this task, he was 
iyed by a promise given to Mrs. Siddotis, with the 

^S&d prc^pect of being i^ooii called upon for its Eulfil- 
ment— for at this period her health had become more 
feeble and precarious. 

In proof of the determination, however, with which 
the Poet undertook his fi'iend's biography^ he resolved to 
confine himself to his chambers ; and neither to pay. nor 
receive viaits, until the tast was r^mpleted. The better 

Lto carrv out this resolution, he had a lithographed notice 

tjBcat rouud to hib frieiuLi, and fjFL^tened to the door of hia 
ftCtidy. This noTel method of preventing inlrusiou, occa- 
sioned much harmless mirth at the time ; hut solitmie 
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becommg irksome, the documeDt remained only a very few 
dava in force ; and the framer of the law became its first 
tran^resson* To his associate in the ''Life,'' he thus 
traces the plan — 

"Fe6. 2ith. — Meanwhile let us be after the joung days 
of Sir Thomas ; and though we must not neglect anything 
that comes in our way — respecting his later days, and pro- 
fes^onal character ; yet I think we should not go out of our 
way, or leave the narrative for such matter. My idea is, 
that I shall b^n plump with his birth, parentage, and 
boyish days ; and, going through all the events of his life 
that can be gathered, interposing them with letters, con- 
clude with his character and a history of English Art/'

indignation at Gi:innany, for sufi'ering this foohsh Emperor 
of Austria ; he fears letting his people taste a httle free-

— I am not afraid of civil war, 
now that O'Cuunell has been put down ; and I am sanguine

** I beg your |>ttrdon for descanting on politics ; but out 
of the fulness of the heart the mouth sjx^koth ; and as 
my soul has been attached to the cause of Polaml, fivm 
youth to age, I may be jurdoned for apenking my grief 
And wrath to tlio one heart, in all tlie world, that most 
sympathises with me. T. C-" 
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Campbell now embaikcci in a uow literary apeculation ; 
and in reply to a letter from Mrs- Arkwright, he

Bui I must confidentially tell you, that the diffiailty of my 
leaving London is veiy gn>Ht, It was but lately that I 
formed tiie determined resolution to give up all literary 
labour, fuve /or mytteif, and to adhf>r^ to writing a work 
tliat would not bind mo to living in town, or any where, 
permanently, I ihorcfijrc gave up the ' Nc>y Montlily/ 
and wshed novor more to embark in another jXTriodical, 
but to retire on ray own rcsom^ecs, and to live, as my wants 
arc few, without the drudgery of authorship. But my high 
resolves were fitopt by Mr Colbiirn lately handing me a 
statement of my accountt by which I am enomiowsly in 
bis debt ; and I have been obliged to embark — not with 
him, but with a new publisher — in another editorial apecn- 
laUoTi, which will not ceruinly always confine me to 
London, but will make it djflicult for me, at present, to 
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fbmee vhen I can be Mtirdj master of my time and 
moTcmcnts. Be assured, howcrer, that the prosjKct of 
paying you ft risit is still a bright and pleasant thought in 
my mind. T, a" 

After the life of dailT excitement which he had TattcrW 
been forced to lead in the metropolis, Cainpbell lonped 
ardently for relaxation and retirement. Various localities 
were recommendod on the coast, and inland, as likely to 
meet his wishes. At length, after a month*!>; delay, and 
numerous excursions in sc-areh of " a <|uiet domicile/' he 
filed upon St. LeonanLs which, in the end, fully realised 
his expectations. Among the first letters dated from his 
" marine Tilla"* is the following to his sister, frcah with 
new life and poetry ; —

After a short visit ^^ Lord Dillon, in Oxfordshire, 
Cam]>hcll retunieil to London^ where his warm advocacy 
of the Polish Kauso wa-n attended with beneficial results. 
Hie heart was in the subject of Poland ; he could neither 
write, nor epcak, upon any other with common patience ; 
ftud if it word was dropt in comj)aiiy that did not bar- 
monisc with his feelings, ho was verj' apt to consider it 
aa a pci^onal oUence. His eiittiusi&sm "w^ not only strong 
hut lasting ; and, judging from the letters before me, it 
had the effect of bringing over to the cause many able 
and libfirai Rupportors. Of tho Poet's enthusiasm I have 
juat been told the following anecdote : — Ho had been in 
town, as wo have sairl, speaking, writing, wrestling in 
behalf of Poland. While the feverish c:ccilemeut to which 
his fcolings hatl been worked up, was Htlll fresh, ho went 
to Sydenham, and, dining with his friends, drew a picture 
of tho calamities of Poland and her exiled children. AU 
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were much struck by the " orer-cicitomcnt" with which the 
facts were hud before Uicra. Dui-ing tJio solemn ** protest " 
that followed, a lady — evincing her sympathy by a familiar 
but 6Xpre«sive phrnse — saul in an comost but subdued 
tonOf Poor thirty .' * This was a *' coolness " the champion 
of Pohuid could not brook — " Poor things ! " he exclaimed 
— *' speak of Uio Poles as poor things t Whiit are you ? — a 
mite!*' And forgetting himself, he was carried away by a 
strong feeling of resontmentH In a moaient the scene had 
{alien &om the subUiiie to the ridiailous : but what excited 
oitiy a smile among hU hiendii, rendered the Poet more 
mdig^nant. He did not recover his oquaoimity during the 

krest of the evening : but next day, he acknowleilgod his 
error in a frank and characteristic letter : —

and instructive actiuaiutance with Mr, Pond, the Astro- 
nonior Royal, who is hero wilJi his aocompliKhed and 
amiable wife. Tlio pliiln«ophfir seem5 reaWy to Ukc the 
poet — BO docs tlio philoBopher's wife ; and I am sure there 
10 DO love loetp I hare spent every evening with thorn 
ainoe their arrival in Hasliaga. They have brought a 
confiidembly magnifying telescope with them, tlirough 
whicli we look at tlie planeU ; and Mr. Pond's remarks 
ruabo tliiH amusement rery interesting.

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ROM the pressing cares to which his letters of this date 
bear testimony, Campbell found a short rospitc among hia- 
fiiends ill Dcrbysliiru. On thu cvo uf utartuig^. hu UjUs 
Mrs, Aikwright — *'I am resolved at last to give mjself tho 
long-proiDi&ed pleasure of payiug you a visit I purpose 
setting off on Saturday — I ought to say, if it bo convenient 
to rocoivo niu ; but I waive this ceremony, bociiiiso I 
scarcely anticipate timt it will be t»conrentont. Accidoiital 
indisposition — a common cold of the most vulgar cast — 
prevents my sending a longer apologetical preparation for 
my arrival; but I shail cast otT all colds, and indispositions, 
aud be Imppy iiud renovated, when I reach your hospitable 
abode," 

Xa tJm visit, Campbell enjoyed the twofold pleamro 
of congciiiat sociotj and romantic scenery. lu the family 
circle uf Mr. Aikwright, he i^euewtd his intimacy with 
the "Siddona and the Kemblea" — all endeared to him by 
early and kindly recollections ; while, in his walks and 
drives in the neighbourhood, lie found himself on ''haunted 
grouud." Fix)m his "private and confidential letters," 
written during this visit. I select the following : —

". ^ . . 1 have heard Ncukemru play the organ.

Btjll know the duty ajid the beauty of rnanUue^; and my 
hedncisft \im not made my mannera uncouth here ; for 

can see that I am very acceptable, aiid liavc tokens of 
wing esteem fmm every member of the family. Jlr. 
Arkvright talJcs to me about fai'ming and machinery, both 
of which arc amusing suhjccU; and I reid pctttry to Mm, 
Arkvfrightand thuUtdies. Tins is all well It is belter for mc 
to be put en my good behaviour — groat as the eflbrt is. 

** About my good fortune in hcarijig Keukomm, I know 
not wliat to 8ay. Vou will think it strange — ^if anytliing in 
my strange nature can now surpiise you — that his music 
gATC mc an cc^trLSy that h^i^ shaken my fortitude more 
Utan I cuuid have wiahud ; u,iid, siuce I heard him, I have 
been more disposed to tears and agitation than I was 
before tJubappy mel pleasure itself turns into agony in my 
Blind, The stunning eurprise of iLis man's performance 
baffles all description. T had heard the cluiiH^h organ at 
Bokcwell played by an ordinary hand. Neukontni telld 
me it u really a right good organ ; but when I joined 
the party to hear Am perform on it, on Monday, I could 
not credit my scmCxS, tliough I saw it was the same instru- 
menu A little cliiid of six years old^ they toll me, 
exprcBsed tlie same astonishment, and told his fattior that 
it coald not possibly be the 8am<: organ. When a^ured 
that it waa indeed tho very name, Ito said. * Then it is 
nut played with hiimU/ Bless the little soul ! tJhakspeaiH;

bring angoU to armlc upon jou — such luxury and imtbosi 
—Oh, it is no h'ttrHtd miiaic — it is a sovd speaking, as if 
from heaven! No disparagement to Paganiiii, hK is the 
wonderful itself in music — but Heavens I what has he to 
do with the h^art^ like this orgau-rausic of Neukomm ? 
I eeem as if I had never heard music before. We were 
all wrapped in astoniithment 1 It was strange to He« tlie 
expressions of ccata^j in the vutgai^at rustic &€cs.

He ia a highly poli.-^hed man, and a^ meek and auiiable as 
he is wouderfuL We became 5uch frieuds tl^t he has 
piYimised to come to see me in Kovember, at St. Leonards. 
The pleasure of Ids company beguiled uie to go and hear 
him agjiin on the oi^ati, ye.storday, and I almost wish I 
had not gone. Uih playing was, if posAtble, more exquisite. 
It was too — tijo i:iuch. He made me imagine my child 
Alison was speaking lo me from heaveu I Again — as if 
ho knew what was passing in my thoughts about Poland^ 
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ho introduced martial music, and what seeniod to me 
lamentations for tlie slain. I suspect lie did so purposely; 
ibr vro had spoken mucb of the Poles. I could not support 
tliis, Luckilj% I hurl a pew to myself; and I believe, and 
trust, 1 est^apcd iiotic*^. But when two pieces were over, 
X got out fks quictlj as I could to a lonely part of tlio 
churchyard, where I hid myself, and gave way to ainiofit 
convulsive sensations, 1 ti^ive not recovered this incon- 
oeirabty pleabing and painful shock.

In ten days Campbell was again in London; and» with 
well-placed confidence in Mi-s. Arkwright's sympathy, 
imparta to her the following '*good news:" —

have been agreeably surprised- I have got a share in tlio

Pilighteat uneasiness over your reception of me. I don't

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did I surrender to aiij one but to you my verses on

is not dizzy. It still recollects sweet tones of song, and 
Iweet hanks of streama 

You thought, at Stolce, tbat T was a man rather too 
much giren to sadness ; but 1 wns, on the whole^ very 
happy ! Tho worlds aifairs fitand now pretty fairly with 
me ; and when I can snatch leisure hero, I sua so fortunate 
to find more pleasant society than I expected. The 
'Ponds arc here still, antl Sir John and Lady Hobbouse, 
with otlier very covctable pejsons. 

"Adieu, my dear Mrs. ArkwrigbL *I scent the morn- 
ing air, and my spirit must rctui-n to penal firea^'^butj 
evim in those, still I am sinc^^rcly youni, T. C." 

In tbe mean time, "a change came over the spirit of his 
dream/'— some stariUng facts were brought to light ; and, 
in A hasty letter to his slator, he says : — 

"M>r. 25rf. — Very shortly after I wrote to you that I 
had taken a third share in ' The MetropuUtau/ I kurut, 
with dismay, ttiat Captain Chamicr, as well as myself had 
been too credulous I Chamicr was <jfl" to Pjiria before I 
learnt this news. I wrote to him. sapng — 'Come back I 
all is not well ; I am sorry I embarked my all in this pro- 
perty I ' When ho camo home, he bchaTod exceedingly 
well, and gavo up all claim to my money, as proprietor of 
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'Tlie Metropolilai)/ lie only yrroie to mc^with the frank-" 
neftS of a gallant tar. saying — ■ As I liave been ItououraWe 
to yoa« be so to me. Don't give up tbe editorship of tbe 
Magazine, else it will sink* and I shall Buffer,' Hy answc 
yxns — * Aftsiiredly I shall be as honourable as you. but I 
cannot livfi on Jtir. Aasui-e me that the publisher pays my 
monthly aalary, and I will stick fust to *' The Metropolitan," 
for your sake/ His reply was— ^*1 caimol be answerable 
for Cochrane/ ' Vcrj- wcU/ I wrote back, ' I laclose you 
a poem for next month ; but I chai-gc you not to givo it 
to be ])ublished, until lie has paid my hol of arrcara for 
salary/*' 

The subject of the Poem inclosed was " The power of 
Iltsaia,'' — **A strange ftubject for verse/' he adds; "but I 
begin to think that men reason better in vorco than in 
prose — tJi rhyme than in reason." To account for thi» 
new opinion, he says — "I had been for weeks trying to 
hammer into tlic head of my friend, Dr. Madden, my views 
as to the danger of the vrorld from Rus&ia — and to no 
purpose- But when, in reading the Poem to him, I came 
to the Une— 

■ The Btripltng ffiani* itrCDgtbciking year by yiar,' 

he sflid — -^ Now you have convinced me more than \fj all 
that you ever said in prose/ Hure, then, a metaphor 
convinced a man/'

For some weeks Campbell was left in painfiihmcertAinty' 
ns to the money ; but, at la^t, it was recovered, and in a 
letter to Mr. Rogers he says ; — 

" J)ec. 6/A. . I are very happy to tell you that

** All, however, is now safe ; and my feeling of obligation 
to you is as thoroughly gratefiil a8 if all my chimerical 
dreams had been realised.

tWith the feelings of a man who liaa just escaped ship- 
Wrecks Campbell retuiuod to Hastings ; and in a letter to 
Mra. Arfewriglil, — the first depositary of his aecrot, — 
ac<{uaints her with the rofiult : — 
*^Ihc 2Ij/. ... I mentioned to you having been 
enJ>lcdt ^y wy wortliy friend Rogorfs to purchase a third 
^are of a periodical. Imagine how feoliah I looked when 
I found the concern a bubble. After weeks of iigitatiou, 
and many a sleepless night, I got back the money by dint 
of remonstnmce, and Ko^rs has got it again, though he 
kindly offered to let me have it fur another purpose^ It 
was Dot till the business was settled, »ome ton (]ay» ago, 
that I Oduld retire with an easy mind to my cabin hero, 
where I ^ta (alien onco more iu love with the sea ; and I

The ensuing holitlays Campbell spent in town* in daily 
intercourse with tlio fiuends of Poland^ and hor oxiled 
Chiet whose noble bearing, under Uio weight of adversity, 
had added lustre to his name, and in&pireil ilocpt-r aym- 
patliy for his cause. Of his visit, the Poet gives the 
following Bccounl to lus sister ; — 



'*Sr- LEOKAituif, January 17, lSft9. 
. "I went to town more than a fortnight 
ago, partly to pay my respects to Uie worthy Prinoc Czai^ 
toryHki, and partly to look after our American Icgairr. 
Tin? i'rinco I found, if possible, a more interesting man 
tlmn I had imagined, lie has lost 70,000/. a year, witli 
Ihe near prospect of being K ing of Poland. . . But he is 
as calm, and imdepresscd, as if Lo wore in bis palac<.\ 
Now and then, when I hai»e sat bc*sidu liini at diuucr, I 
could overhear a stifled and deep sigh ; but Iiis gentleman-

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like self-command, suavity, aud dignity, are most striking. 
He is now sixty-one, but looks much younger, and is a

^ As prtflident nf the Literary Union, I inrlted his 
Highness to dine ^tli thirty of our members, and, at the 
aamo timo, aakcd Prince TalJeyran<l to meet him, Talley- 
rand sunt me a note in his own hand, ' extremely rcgi'etting 
an express engagement' to dine elsewhere^ and mentioning 
the place. But, in spite of all his *ret^et/ the old fox 
went immediateiy U> Prince Czartorj^^ski, and told him that 
he^Prinoe C. — slmuld not join ' any poUtieal diutiors at a 
London club I ' Prince Czartoiyski sent for mo, but, being 
confined to bed with a cold, I could not go out. His friend

He was in mourning for his mother, the venerable old 
Princess, wlio diotl hist month, in her eighty-ninth year, 
and, I bctiOTc, of a broken heart, more than old a^. The 
Prince asked me, ' Have you not got a letter Ux>vt\ my 
mother ? ' I said * Uo ; ' but shrinking from the touch of 
so tender a chord in his fcehnga, I dropt the subject. . . 
His question was explained to mo this morning, when I 
received a letter from thft now dppartr!il Princess, whirh 
must havo been written a few days l>oforc her death> It is 
writtou> signed, and directed with her own hand. . . 
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VTritiug a few days lat<?r, be 8a\'3— "It turns out that 
Uie aged anJ august Priuccsa ia still alive — m lier cigLtj- 
oiatli jear, iiay God pre^rre her I " * 

After his return to London, much of his time, he telk 
us, waa «{>OQt io search of materiab for the Biography. 
At kuglh, ho writ«6 : — 

'*Fcb. 20rt.— I have luckaj met with Mr Taylor, 
autlior of ' MoDMcur Toowii,' wh« wa-s exceedingly intimate 
with Hrs. Siddons, aud ban givcii inc sowe interesting 
anecdotea Mr. T. is seventy-six ; hut Ereali, cheerful, 
and ccnmiuuicativa . . . Since I left the sea-side^ 
I took a trip to Chcrtecy, to see Mr%. Wliit^'lock, a sister 
of Mrs- SiddonSv I am not sorry for luy jaunt ; for, if 
Z got no news, I niadc at Ica^t a ptefidaiit aci|u<uutaiice. 
Mrs. Wliitelockf act^d alm<»C all her life in Aukorica, 
with considtjniUle fame, I bcUcre^ and certainly witli much 
profit ', for she ba^ a nice incCime of 800/, a year I never 
saw a more aurpnping woniaji of her years. At seventy* 
two> she is as spriglitly a« at twenty — with the remains of 
a uoblo-looking woman, and so full of ploa&ant anccdotei^ 
that she made the day I passed with her seem short. She 
pressed me much to stop a few days : and I hoard, on my 
way to Chertaey» that I was expected, and should rooeive 
a general welcome in tlie neighIx)urhooi" , • . • 

Much to his regret, the Poet could not profit by the 
hospitality offered ; for, haviog hoard from Admiral 
Stirling thai a ead accident had happened to his friend 
Jlr. R. Sullivau, whose name has been ah-eady mentioned, 
ho wa.^ '* much distressed ; and, taking a post cbaisc^ 
crossed the country to lus friend's mansion, whore he had 
formerly spent a most happy month/' *' My friend," he adds^

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''was out ridiiig ; and not expecting me, it was late before 
bo came homo.

Aa to the nature of the accident, he says: — ^'Mr, 
Sullivan was tliree months ago, at Havre. Ono dai^ 
erening, he mifisod his way on the pier — judt, 'ho told mo, 
aa he was studying the completion of a tri^cdy, in wtiich 
1 had exhorted bUn to proceed/ and was precipitated 
twenty-Gro feet on (ho Tockt^ beneath/ He wa^ taken up 
faorrihty man^ded, and carried insensiblo to liis hot^l, 
where poor Mn^ Sidlivan's voice and tears first brought 

him to his senses."

The ncwy Uiat waited C;iiijphuir» roluru from Cliertaey 
threw him iiito great distress. To be compelled to witneass 
misery, Tihich ho bad no adequate power to reUcvc, waa a 
constant burden upon Ins mind ; aud to contemplate it^ 
probable increase wai« gtill woi%. By letters, and pergonal 
applicatioua to his friciids, ho cellected funds juBt suffl- 
cieat to relieve the more urgent cascn ; but as the number 
of Bxiles increased, the duty and difDt;uIty wcj'c, how to 
increase the number of contributors, With tliis object, 
an appeal to British philantbropy was drawn up ; and tic 
liberality nitli which it waa responded to by tlie public 
waa the fnihject of grateful admiration. 

A lady, to whom the Poet had written, having i^equeeted

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his answor to a question respecting the aclual amount of 
sufTerJng among the Exiled PaU-ioU, lie sat down to his desk, 
int^snding to ^ve her one instance, whicb had just oomo 
before him. Mr Rach n'as in the room vrith bim. Afttv 
writing a short time, Lia friend obsen'od that ho became 
more and more agitated — sobbed ajid wept like a cbilJ, — 
and then, starting up, began to pace the room with a 
hurried step, and an expression of mental agonj. Alarmed 
at the Tiolenoc of Ida emotion, Mr. Bach unagined that ho 
was labouring ujidcr acute bodily pain. ** No," he aaid, " it 
is more than bodily pain — it U tlio thought that so many 
gallant patriots are starving! , . What ia to be done t ^ 
and, tm-ning eameatlj to liis friend, waited for an answer. 

The question was diflicuU, At length, said Mn Bach, 
"What would you say to an Association?" '^Associationl'" 
said Campbell, — " 'Association of the fnends of Poland' I 
that ifi the very thing. Let us set about it directly." , , 

Tlioy wont out together — called upon Lord Panmuir in 
Cockspur St roet-^ explained their object, and received 
from hira twenty poimds as a fli'st contrilnition to the 
fimds of the Association.* 

Anxious to profit by so auspicious a commencement, 
roeeiitigs were held — & committee was formed — and in 
a short time the Society was in full operation- 

To Mr- Gray — Ms liberal adviaei' in all pliilanthroptc 
Bchemes — he writes : — 



** March Ilk — Let me consult yon about a project tha 
is very near my heart — an Association — a iiierarj/ one 
for collecting, publishing, and diffiuring all such informa-

Tlie MagaziDo, a source of mudi diaquiciudo to ** tbe 
editor/' vaa now passing into other hands. The Polish 
AsBodatioQ required hb presence ; and he prepared, thougli 
reluctantly, to exchange the "balmy air of St, Leonards" 
for tlie crowded streota of St Jatnea'a " The pubtujier," 
be writes, "baa been obliged to sell tl>e property of ' The 
Metropolitan ;' and the proprietor. Mn Valpy. has offered 
inc the €untiiiUMiicc of the cdilvndiip. wbicb I lLii\'e fK'ceptcd, 
on condition of being paid past arrears, and my fiiture 
salary more regularly." But> witb respect to " this sweet 
»ea-si(Ie.^ he adds, "such wonders does it work upon my 
Itealth, and so much do I love the place, that I aludl 
certainly make St Leonards my abode for n» great a 
portion of tlie year aa I can." — Thia intojition, unhappily, 
was ncrer realised ; tut his " Linee" bare rendered it 
daaaic ground. 

His return to town — with a little domestic episode, 
rery characteristic of the Poet's heart — is thus lold to bis 
sister: — 

" Aprii 30M. — I have left St Leonards, and given up 
my house there. It was inconvenient for me to be fto far 
from town ; but I Bball always have a kindly feeling to tlie 
place. The sea rc^sturcd my Iiealtli, and, excepting tlie 
agony I felt at the news from PoUnd, I never felt lialf-a- 
ycar pass over with more tolerable tranquillity. I had, 
besides the Milneses, some very pleasant acquaintancop, 
My small, neat house hung over the sea,* almost like the

And so poor dame Wilsted and I parted without sliaking 
liands." 

With regard to Uterary matters^ he says : — *' I came to 
London with the firm i-csolution of giving up 'Tho Mctro- 
])u]itmL' The property of this Joiinml hm changed baudfi 
several times. At la^t, it belongs to Captain Marryat, 
R.N., author of ' The King's Own/ a popular novel He 
and I arc eld friends. I told him iliat it wafj from no Uck 
of confidence in )um, that I wished to give up the editor- 
ship ; but bocauBO it interrupted me in other objecta, and 
particularly in my Life of Mrs, Siddous< He requoated mo, 
however, to continue — saying, that he would take tho 
Uirden of correspondence, &c. off my handa ; and, as to 
contrihulion-s, would leave me entirely at my own tbaposah 
and at leisure to finish theSiJdonfi*s Life. Thus entreated, 
I could scarcely in honour refuse. In *^h"ict confirlonno I 
am not flui'c tliat Marryat's views and mine are quite 
similar ou a great, though tlislracting subject — tlic Wcflt 
Indica But, on that subject^ I shall keep my ground 
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firmly ; and on all others J have no fear of our disagreeing. 
Ill chai'acto]\ Manyat is a btuut> rough diamond — but a 
clever fellow, and a geDtlemac. If I go ol with him, I 
slialt be able to afibrd my poor discarded servant soirie 
relief, which I fear alie needs — for I bcltorcd her but too 
well, vrlien she 8aid tJiat such a place as minet slie »«hould 
u«vcr get ! 

"M}" proepcctfl for the coming year," he atlds, "are 
better than when I left St. Leonards* I counted on living 
for a good many months solely on my own resoum«s, 
which — a^ my Poems ai-c mortgaged for Colbum 9 debt * 
— arc not very munificent. Still, I could hvc very well on 
a few pounds si week ; and now I shall be still better off, 
if Marryat and I go on smoothly. My present mowt 
pressing employment is the drawing up of a declaration 
for the Polish Association, which will appear in a week.

So mudi absorbed was Campbell by the business of 
Poland, that eren the passing of tho Reform £ill was 
hardly noticed in his corrospondenoe. But, oji receiving 
an invitation from \ih dtstingui^hcd friend, tlie Lord Mayor, 
he wont to tho great City bauipiet on the eleventh of 
August. On this subject he has left several amusing

— I was yesterday at the grand Gnildhall 
dinja^r, to celebrate tlie triumph of ReForm ; and Buch a 
f»ceno of splendour, etufling. spccchifving, potting aud 
stewing, I never went tlu'ough' We Lad 160 tureens of 
turtle soup ; and I tiad mj full shore of the glorious green 
&t — which tasted as if it had already felt tho beneficent 
effects af Reform ! It was mellow and constiMiounK and 
savoured difitinctly of tho wholesome principtoa that placed 
tho reigning family on tho throne 1 Before my cycs^ 
whihst I turned them up in extacy with ibu spouu in my 
moulli, was the statue of Beckford, in the attitude of 
addressing his memorable rebuke to George IIL Tliinkii 
I to inyselt how ploaaant it is, in the act of spooning 
myself with reform-turtle* to see tho cflfigy of a Whig 
showing mvce to a, ICing, Then, Guildliall was all in a 
blaj^ with gas-lights. At one end was the word Rbfokm! 
in characters of light, with W- R. below it — showing tliat 
we have got, not reform under William IV,, but William 
IV. under Reform ! At the other end, amidst the 
drums and banners, there was a star of clustered lanip^i, 
iiiimonsoly largo, wliieh, wlule expecting to b« callod upon 
to tuako a speech, I was detciinined to apostrophise aa the 
' Star of Reform I ' All the time, a ^e English band 
played from one gallery at intervals, whilst the Kussian 
homdmnd played on the one opposite. The effect of their 
music, in a liall is exactly Uke an organ, but not so fine as 
I beArd it in Germany ; for there it wa^ in the fields, calling 
echoes from the woods and rocks ! To bo serious, the 
effect of the whole was inipi^essiFe, and I shall uover 
forget it. But still. I would rather almost foi:get it, than 
go through it again, . . /' 
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"My exhaustion an<i pain, -which turned out to be 

nenroofl, anil not inflammatory, vrss beguiled by interest 

in the speeches of tl^e Ministers, who returned thanks for 

thdr healths being ilrunL There were, I dsivo isay. 900 

persovs present ; »nc] to make them all bear in an echoing 

hall 10 not Cfu^y. The Inst time I dined vnih the Lord 

Mayoft I rciucoibcT exulting in being the only one of 

many spo^crs who could manage his voice, so as to be 

heaixl distinctly. This ai't I acquired by thu hal)it of 

Bpeaking in the Commou Hall at Glasj;ow College. Well, 

thought T to my»olf, Wliigs as they arc, there is not one of 

these MiniRtcr8, exeeptiug Brougham, tluit V'ill irtako liiin- 

oelf distinctly heard on this occiision; ami my presage waa 

fiilfillod. Tlie Duke of Sussex got up, and I saw him 

speak ; but of what he said I knew as mucli after aa 

before he rose. Half-a-dozen of them gesticulated and 

uttered sounds ; but the sounds were just exactly as 

ariicuhite as the homs of the Bussiaas."

Brougham. ' Voll^' ! said to myself, ' Hal I I have

Tlio offer of a soat in Pf^rliament wan again pre^uingly 
urged upon him ; anfl, h'om what appears in the corros- 
poiidcnce butwoen the Poet «iuil hLs Glnegow constitacnt^^ 
his return seems to have been tolerably certain.

The nut moblli brought au iucrvasc of duties, which, 
with all his xeal and activity m the causey he found it 
wry hard to perform.

what aiJed him. I found that he had not tasted food for 
two dajrs !

" Tlit3 iiii^reosuig uuuiber of c«.se3 of distrcra among tlio 
Polish refugees has compelled Bach and myself to be as 
active as pofisibto in Htining about for them. Sir Francis 
Burdott and Lord Dover have been most praiseworthy in 
their eo-operation ; and we hope by their aid to raise a 
suffi(uont fund. Loixl Dover came to town for the purpose 
of aiding the fund, and gave U8 20L from his own pocket 
In reality. I do not believe that people's hearts are inten- 
tiouallj aLlIoirt ; but they ui-o all out of town, and the 
greater part of our rich and respectable gentry Iiavw uot 
been applied to. Lord Dover put me down a list of about 
sixty^ to whom, he thinks, if I write in a strong manner, 1 
sliall get them to contribute.

Since }hlay lb% I bavti 
never been in bed later than six — devoting regularly four 
hours to writing letters to the rich and ctiaritable — and

With I'espect to ** the Siddons," ho says: — "Despite a^^ 
obstacles, 1 finished a neat Svo.^ and offered it to the book- 
sellers. The tyrants would not give me a farthing for it, 
unless it were in two volumes! So I am obliged to make 
out two volumes, which I expect to accompUsh in a coupk 
of months — as my matter will boar diffusion. Tliat being 
done, I shall spring up like Gulliver from the bands of 
Lilliput t 1 have almost orery day fiuishod my allowance 
of pages. But, with thosi^ double drums, liunly-gonlies. 
and girls dancing in breochcjj, under my very nose, 1 lose 
my senses at times — and look, 1 suppose, Uke tho Ajax of 
Sopjiocloa, or Hogarth s Enraged Musician. ... I was 
almost templed to give tliree giiineas a week for rooms id 
tho Albany, wlicii I found to my joy that a high b«w:k 
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apartments as silctit us a desert, might be had for half-a^ 
guiiieii a week, in Umse very olifLmborK, To-day tliey ai^ 
Uyixig du^ii my carpet, puttiug up a few ekelvee, and fitting 
it for a study. It is ft nice, airy room, a« well as quiet. I 
vould enter it to*day — but I have a superslitiou about 
removals ou a Saturday. You canoot iniagiae what a fillip 
this seemiDf:;ly trifling incident ha^ given to my spirits — il* 
anything can be called triftins which relieves the brain 
from rack and torture. I retain my bed-room below — ^use 
the spacious Asaodation-room as a parlour — and hero in 
my attic,* I shall spin away at ' The Life ! ' " 

Eetuming to the gi'and objects of the Association, he 
adds: — 



"One of the heaviest cases on our hands, was a bed^rid 
martyr to rheumatii^m and bullet*wounds, to whom I gave 
yooi' pound, and auotlier of my own. He had a pictiutt of 
a child, by au old Venotian painter, for wliich Lady 
Stepney gave him seven pounds — the picture being redeem- 
able en returning the money. With this, ho and his 
servant will be got to Farifi, where they will have their

Our own sweet young countrywomen got 
all round the venerable, white-headf-d old Polish poety 
Niemciewitz, and did not leave him, till thoy got hio pro- 
mise to fiit for his picture, whicli is to be buug up iu the 
Associatiuu-ruom. 

" On Christmas-OTe, Bach and I gave a supper to all the 
Polish exiles. With thoni, Cliriatmas-eve is a solemn 
festival ; they &Bt aD day— meet and break bread in the 
evening The proscribed fare is — rm^ milk, and fUh. 
After supper, almost every Polo then pi^cut repeated 
some part of Niemcicwitx's poetiy. T. C." 

Jmt. 2,itk — After many and vexatious interrui>tic 
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the *' Riogmphy " was to be Bcni to tlio prcra not later 
than Uarch ; "and then," ho tolls hiA sinter, **I tAiuW be 
ftblc to vfritc you long and fiill lettora : but 1 cannot tdl 
you bow nmdi I liave boon aflectetl by the death of our 
dear cousin, Robert Campbell ; ] liave just had a letter 
horn hLs widow, which I have answered," * 

During the next two months, most of his time was 
giren to the PoIisUi Association ; but at last, he confesses, 
the bnainess part had become " too exciting and oppres- 
sive," for hiti health : and a \'iait to his friend Mn Horace 
Suiith wa» recommended aa the Wat means for "setting 
him to rights/' At iho conimenccmcnl of the joumcyta 
little incident occurred very characteristic of the poet ; 
for. when about half way to Brighton, he suddenly dia- 
coverod that he had left all his money on tlio table in his 
lodgings^ Stopping the coacli at the nearest inn, he 
explained the eircumstance, and ordering a chaiae, posted 
back to town. The purse was found wliere he had left 
it ; and luujtily placing it in safer custody, lie returned t<» 
the chaise, and the same evening wns engaged with bis 
friend at Brij;htont in ** a cross-fire of piuiB."

To thia he cheerfully n^sented ; for nowhere, 
ho observed, could he feel so happy; and immediately

There, by niomitig walks on the Heath, visits to ilrs, 
Joftima Bailho and her idstcr, writing, reading, cotivei'sa- 
tion, and music, his mind wiuj figre(!ably occupied, and his 
healtli rapidly improved. Kvery evening, on my return 
from town, I thought I could perceive increased cheerfiil- 
nefls, and tlut healthy t^ne of mind, that, whenever the 
subject was happily pitched, made his conversation so 
cdi^ring and delightful- Thcrae visits in after life were

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CHAPTER IV- 

POltTICAl. HRTROfiPECT — PAWa 

IIavino ftlrnAd^r mlvcrted to liin fugitive poetry, I shall 
uo^ e&doavour to lay before the rcador a brief uotico of 
tliosc picc«5 which, within the last ten ycare, had oppcaiXNl 
with the namo and sanction of the author. Th^^e, though 
few, and produced at various iDt^^nrals, were aU of btandard 
merit, and still maintain their popularity. 

Ever since his return Irom Germany in 1 820, the leisure, 
BO neceti»ary for pooticr&l cornj^oKition, was continually 
btorruptod by luoro urgoiit, but far los8 uougoaial labours. 
He became a i-eviewer of the pocEos of others, w]ien ho 
should have added to the number of bis own. Whatever 
he wrote, during his connection with *' The I^ew Monthly" 
and '*The Metropolitan/' was written hurriedly. If a 
subject was proposed for the end of the month, he sddora 
gave it a thought until it wus no longer possible to delay 
the task, lie would theo sit down iu the quietest comer 
of hi^ chambers ; or, if quiet was not to bo found in town, 
ho would start oflF to the country, and there, shut iu 
among the green fields, complete h^ task. If tho subjoct 
was cougoniaJ, and finished to his own satisfitcUon, ho 
rotmiicd lo Ids frit^ndH in apparently renewed health and 
spirits ; but, if at all diBtrustfuI of its merits, ho became 
nervously apprehensive of its reception by the public ; and 
under this impression, much that might have added to Ids 
fame, apjiears to have been hastily defaced, thrown away, 
or left in fragments, with an expressive ''cietcra desuut." 
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^P^hc coldiiefifi >vitti vrliiuh '' Tlicotliic" )\iiA becu received 
by hb piivaU: friends, and the faint impression it made ou 
the public taste, were facts very mortifying to the foct'a 
scDaitivD mind ; and tlic feeling was painluUy incroasod by 
a conviction, cherished to the last, that the sentence pro- 
nounced on tluit poem was unfair. Ho oouGdently predicted 
that the day would jot arrive, whoti " Thcodric," after 
Buniving the shalU of criticibui, wuuld obtaui a steady 
popularity, Tliis remains to be proved; but, without 
concurring cither with the author, or in the verdict of the 
critic^ tiiere are boautics in that poem winch I humbly 
think have been grt^atly overlooked — boautiea wliicli, had 
ho givca to the world ncthing more, would have iimu^ed 
him a name and rej)utation among the poets^ The genius 
of Campbell took no lofty a position at the first soar, that 
in every successive tlight> whatever did not literally surpass, 
watfi pronounced to fall short of his former efforts. He vms 
Im own rival : and ihey who had admired, and wept over, 
" The Pleasures of Hope" and *' Gertrude of Wyoming," 
were unmoved by tho " domestic," simple pathos of 
" Thoodric'* 
The " Rhenish Baron," already alluded to, was probably, 

I of the two poems, the prior conception, and, though after- 
wards rejected, gave rise to tho story of " Thcodric*' The 
subjects, however, differ so considerably as to evince little^ 
if any, roBemblonco between their respective chai-acters,*

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During the interval betwoen his election in November, 
1826, and the close of bis third year's Rectorship, in 
Kovomber, 1S29, his public and official duties, with otliere 
of a p&inriil and privftto natnro. absnphcd nearly all those 
hotire prcviouj^ly givou to the Muec& The grand objects 
wiiich liad successively cng^iged hifi time and energicSr 
during the ten or twelve years previous to this date, wero 
the founding of the Loudon University : the Lord-Hetrtor- 
fihip of the Glofieow Univendty ; the Editorship of " The 
New Monthly" and ''The Metropohtan'' Magazines; the 
cause of Poland ; the organimng and direction of " The 
Liicrary Association of the Friends of Poland ; " tho 
establishinent of a chih iii Ghusguw, and of " Tlic Iiitcrary 
Union" in London ; the "Life of Mrs, Siddous ;" various 
letters and pamphlotis in support of tho London Univer- 
sity, public educution," &c. ; nuiuerous critiques on cUssic 
history and works of fiction ; with a corrcepondence which^ 
ai ho infonus us, occupied foiir houm every morning — 
obliging him to write nol only iu French and Gcnnan, but 
aboh for the sake of hiH Hungarian fi-iends hi Latin. Thests 
exckudTe of much fugitive poetry, and many social duties 
not only engaged his mind, but, in the end, exhauatod hia 
constitution. He could seldom act with tlie moderation 
DMOBSftry for his health. Whatever object he onco took ia 
band, he determined to carry out, and found no rost until 
it was accomplished. Rut the accomplishment of one 
object "was a fi^aah f^imulus to another ; and what at Jirst 
promised liim relaxation IVom kbour, brought only its 
renewal. His wliole life, so fai- as I can trace it» appears 
to hftTO been a lifo of exciteouent — the excitement of 
philanthropy, Sineore himsoir in all that he ftoid or did, 
be nc%'cr questioned the sincerity of ctb^t^ ; or if he 
did, it neither suspended, nor chilled his active bouevo- 
knee. He listened to every case of distress ; and l>efore 
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the suffcrcr'a talc was half told» the Poet's hand was 
Btretchcd fortli to relieve him. " Iti tales of human 
misery," he aai<l, " we can never believe too mucli," But 
this facility, ns I havo more than onco remarked, oporttod 
too often to Lis prejudice, aud made hitu an easy prey to 
the Hiibtlo and designing. 

Having mentioned hia fugitive poetry^ I shall merely 
ob^rve in passiDg, tltat, in denying it a place in bis 
authorised edition, he a*!ted with the same nervous diffi* 
donco of his own powers, wlijch led to the cxctusioD of 
the '' Dirge of Wallace " — " Linos on viaititig a scene in 
Bavaria/' &c., from the early editions of hie poems, fjome 
of those rejected pieces^ though in certain instances too 
personal, evince a talent for that phiyful sadre, whieli 
first distinguished him as a boy at college ; and in his 
latter yc-arfi, ofton beguiled hia own sad thouyhta, and 
miuisod his friends. It is not gouorally known, perhaps, 
that OampbelL wrote Latui epigrams with cousidcrable 
point and force ; among the last pieces put into my hand, 
when he iinally retired fi*om London, was a Latin opignun 
oa a mutual friend. These were generally writttju in 
moments of political exasperation ; but the milk of 
human kindness flowed with such warmtli and constancy 
in his own heart, that it neutralised all the g^dl ; and 
his epigrams, instead of ahenaiing, endeared him lo bis 
friends. 

Among the plaj^ effusions which found their way 
into the Paris edition of Campbell's poems, is " The 
Friars of Dijon," a sort of ** buBb-bwrlesquo poem/' in 
which two **yWr^ itfum-ants " are the heroes Tliis, 
perhaps, is the only piece in whicli Campbell bad niuda 
a sustained effort to blond the pimgency of wit and broad 
humour witli grotesque and ludicrous description. It 
appeared first in the 'New Monthly ; and by its singular 
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union of oiijioaitc talcnu, found maiiy readers. Tlio 
auUior, however, considered it a failure — as he did 
some other pieces of acknowledged merit, and only 
written* as an experiment, to drire away niclnnclioly. 
Like other grave didactic poets who, for a similar pur- 
poac, have loft proofs of the samo lively vein, Canij^bcli 
fbiuid habitual relief in t]iwe sallies. He was subject, as 
we hare seen, to great mental depression ; and, while tlie 
6t was upon him, his struggles to overcome the pressure 
were like tliose of a captive strinng to break his cliaiJh 
In wnting bis "Friars," he had proliablj before his eyes 
" the fucotious hiBlory of John Gilpin ; " and, feirly 
boncbed intv a nt^v region of 1u<ticrou» scenes and 
imaged, it may easily be imagined that \m spirits cujeycd 
a complete holiday.* 

Among the fugitive pieces of 1823 la a martial Ijtic — 
"The Spanish Patriot's Song^' — which, tliougli never ropuh- 
linLcd by CampI>oll, was sot to music and first sung by tlio 
Fatriota at one of their evening piirticts tn Seymour street. 
The following is an extraci: —

Short essaya, and letters in blank verse — all oti subjects 
the most adverse to poetrj'* — are frequent in liis cor- 
respondence. The style assumed is gcnemllj tliat of some 
Kving or ancient master of tlie art, m'Loso nwumcr ho has 
caught witli a mhmtenesa that perfectly recall the original. 
Hi» attempts in parody are <:^ftea felicitous, never dull ; 
and whenever the humour ia upon bini, his own poetry 
comes in for its full sliare of the trarestie. In light saUies 
of this description, he gave way to the natural playfulness 
of his disposition ; and found, at the saine time, that relaxa- 
tion from eororor study, which enabled him to return to it 
with improved zeat. But these are, in general, thu index 
to feelings the very opposite of what they ])rofesa- They 
are> so to speak, the erratic inoTomcrts of a great mind 
thrown for a moment oif ila balance, and striving to 
recover its natural tone and * propriety/ Though often 
ludicrous in description and grotesque in imagery, the 
Poet's forte lay not in the comic, hut in the epic and 
didactic strain i and whenever he attempts to move in 
a hvelicr step, the constraint of his movements sliows very 
clearly that he is not quite at ease in the new meaaire.

upon, and to write when I may fsel inspired. I love my 
frieufU ill Scotland — and yourself at the head of tliem ;

write about others — witli the mortilj'i«g rcflectioD that 
I have not written enough for mjTielt For money ! I 
IjAve nobody wicti vrhoni to share it If 1 attain, in the 
month of June, to the happinnss I lenk forward to— 
namely, the power of saying I Iiave a Uttie independence, 
which, though little, will allow nic to look about rae, and 
prf>J^t 8ouiethiu;{ originjil (if I evc'r reach this felicity), 
you may eee some good cousciiueuces Irem it.

The object, obscurely referred to in th\& letter, was to 
tmrcl oo the continent ; to >ii»it tlie prominent sites of 
dasfiical history ; and, among other subjects arising out 
of his tour, he intended to compile a work on ancient 
geojrraphy. But the hopeof writing another poem, worthy 
of bis early fame, wiia that whic)i r^^tained tho first and 
strongest bold of hia imagination ; and the projected tour, 
it was expected^ would l\trin»h him with much original 
materials. Ue delighted to speak on the subject ; and in 
all our convereatioos at tliis period, notliing gratified his 
airioBity so much m my personal recoUectioiw of Italy 
and the AlediteiTanean. Hii^ health wa^ aW indifferent ; 
and finding, as 1 have already said that to fix hiR attention 
upon a congenial subject had an cflect beyond the reach 
of medicine, I nyinpathtHod witli luin ia hi^ cbeering pro^ 
pect» and predicted the good that might result from its 
fulfilment. But at last, as he had himself Mifipected, the 
plan of a cUssical pilgrimage wns soon effaced by others 
of Ices interest, but mnre ui^en<\y ; and instead of Italy 

ii2 
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and Rome, a change of tide in hist aflaira carried him to 
Algiers and Oran. 

The i«pring waa diverKiJie-l by a few days at Cheltenham, 
where, altliough )ie never " bowed to tasto the ware," the 
pure air and novelty of the place had a renovating cQbct 
upon hin health and toniporament On tlio 20th of June 
his Life of ''tlie Siddons" was annoiiricod ready for publi- 
cation ; and, now roleaned from hiK piour;, but Laborbus 
taab of four years, he thtis iiitiniatefl the fact to his ^ster : 

"Jffne 2fiM. — I use one of the earliest hours of my 
newly itoquircd liberty, to ivrite to you, I finished * The 
Life of Mrs. Siddona ; ' that i^, I put the last eon-ections 
to the last sheet on Monday. It vJU be out to-morrow, 
and your copy will reach yf-u as soon as Effingham WiUon 
can find means of sending it without expense to you." 

TIic pubUcalion of the work was attended with no little 
anxiety ; for, whatever indifference ho might express in 
his letters, he was in reality Der^■ously sensitive al>oiit its 
reception. In the samo letter lie says : — " I have boi>n Jmch 
a victim to bile and anxiety of mind, that I have been 
obliged to give up correspondence. The newly dbcorered 
Spa at Btulah, tempted me by its celebrity, and Htill more 
by its vicinity to Sydenham, to give it a trial. 1 hare 
been three days hero, and find myself rather better for the 
waters," 

Without detracting from tlio merit of the watera^^ 

however, the benefit miwt be ascriliod to tlie viciuitv of 

If 

Sydenham, whore he spent a few hours every day in iJio 
society of his friends, and among those tranquil shades 
now consocnited by his ^'eniufi. lie tells his sister that he 
has undertaken *'a new work" wliirh will oblig*> hfm to 
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go atroad for some wceta, perhaps nioiitlifi : bat the nature 
of tho work floes not exfictly npiioar. On liis return from 
BeuLaEi, he spent a day or two with m in towu. whcro it 
arroagod that wo sliould moot in Pans, auid tlicu 
pructx'd hy way of Lyojis, to Switzerland. His last hours 
in Eogland Mere pasned miii his ^otl.* 

Uti the Itit of July, Campbell wa$ again oa Im way to 
Pari^ witli which the autuiiiu of 1814 had ieflmany pleas- 
ing nil woU IIS painful iissociattuns. The Siddons, ICemble, 
Do Stiiel, SchlogoK and ucverul of tlio Fi'euch Hftvant^, %vhoao 
aociety and fricndhliip had fonnod the charm of hU fii^t 
\isit, liad left the scene for ever. Even the Apollo, tlio 
Venus, and other master-pieces of Art, on which he had 
d with mptuix% had all parted company in tlic Louvre, 
*• retiimeil home/* But the great librjtries were still 
able ; and in thefle Campbell intended to immure 
liimsetf for at leaat mx weeks. Hia arriva], and subsequent 
residence, in Pai'is, are thus described : — 




"Fam, Ju/f/. — I ain thankful to be within a short 
league of the Louvre and the King's libraiy. I must own, 
to be sure, that tJie outset was a rough one — such a 
pOASOgo I never endured before — it makes me ill to think 
, of it ; though^ botwcun you and mi.% I thought it shabby 
abaviour on the p^irt of the sca^ to make me sick with his 
mdeness, aAor I had amd such civil things iA' him at 
St Leonards. He * w-alluppod' ua all iiiJiscrimiiiatcly tliat 
to stop on deck, ami gave me a facer that nearly 
»rcd me, besides spoiling a fine old bat, Next day 1 
bad a grilling hot jmssogo to lloucn, whither I went 
DiliQcntiA, I arrived in Paris yesterday morning.

chair. One of the cx-^lfevea, n remarkably spriphtly young 
man, came up to me, making sigjis of great cordiality, and 
wrote a very complimentary note on the crown of his hat

CAMrBFXL'3 sudden determination to visit Africa took 
his friciuis by surpriKC. On first starting for the Conti- 
nent, his tour was not intended to exceed the limits of 
Italy ; but once in Paris, ^rhere much of the couTorsation 
tumotl upon the new ** empire of AlgcriA," his cxmodty 
Wftg oxcitod, and, witb thnt ardent thirst for information 
and novelty, wliich formed a leading feature in his cha- 
racter, he fixed liis titoughts on tlie Regency. ''One 
day"* he writes, "that I was in the King'a Library, 
exploring books on ancient geography, 1 awt my ©yes on 
a point of tlie map — the ancient Eoman city of Icosimn — 
that corresponded \vith the site of Algiers. Its eventful 
history roahed on my thoughts and seomed to rebuko mc 
for dwelling on the dead more than the living. Is not th<) 
question of how widely this conquest of Algiers may throw 
open the gates of African ci\Tliaation, more iiiLercsling than 
any musty debate among classic topographers i To con- 
fine our studies to mere antiquities, is like reading bj 
candle-light after the sun has risen, So I closed the 
volume I was penieing. and with all my soul wislied 
myflolf at Algiers 1 Ah, but the distance — the heat that 
tnusthG endured — the pestilence tliat fti^jyho enoountorod! 
— do not these considerations make the thing itnposublct

pbcftl Yes, the pn)si>ect of seeing a new quarter of the 
globe, of doficrring, oveu afar off, Mount Atlas, with his 
hciul in tlic cloudfl and his fcot in tlic sands of the desert, 
made my tliougbls I iiiftj jdmosl Utty duUcious ; and I 
blessed my fate that I had not in youth exhausted the

Animaied by tbis dolightftil vision, Campbell lolt Paris 
on the 2ii<l of September, embarked at Toulon on the 
11th, and, crossing the mfire s^ffu?/! H i??ipartuo*:um,lni\dQd 
at Algiers on the IStb, But as the incidefits of the voyage, 
Willi his ruKtdvucc iu Algiers, and excursions among the 
Arab tribes — havt already appeared in liis " Letters from 
die South" I diall restrict myself, iu wliat follows, to 
extracts from vanous letter^ and otlier documents^ still 
!iRv to the public. Of thejitc, the first 14 a letter to Mr. 
Xtichardson : —

"The people arc all civility : but it will not do to be 
thuK meanly housed ; so I have boitpokcn apartmouts in ouo 
of Uio finest hoii^s of the town* The landlord is a retail 
merchant — a broker ; but, wiUiout exception, one of the 
mo0t genUemanlike and best informed men I ever knew. 
Ho is an old officer of Kapoleon's staff — a noble-looking 
follow — a great amateur of rauaic, painting, and natural 
biHtory, and colonel of the National Guards, The fir^t 
timo I called ou him was to >4oe hiit cabinet of Moorish 
BDU<iuitics. wbou lie very civilly presses! oa my acceptance 
a alver Komao coin, that was dug up during the si^e. 1 
bad not at that time any idea that he let a part of his 
house ; and when I came next day to ask the price of the 
chambers — ' It is only,' ho said, ' for fear of hurting your 
feeling that I don't offer them to you for nothing,' He 
then named a price notoriomly below the value of tho 
rooms. ' Wouiiicur Dcacoooso/ I said, * they are worth twice 
that rent^ 1 am rather a rich man than otherwise, and let 
mo pay for Liiem wliat is fair and just' But he would 
take not a sou more. 

" The BritisL ConsuL Mn St- John, offered me apart- 
atit ia his town*hoiiae ; b^t, as it is necessary for me to 
maint&in the rJuiracter of an independent KngliBh gcntlo' 
man among the French officers bcre» — un whose infunnation 
I depend, — I declined his frieaidly offer Mn St. John is 
a known Tory ; I liave brought wiih inc the cliaracler of 
a staunch Whigt and it ia a curious faet (I assure you I 
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am not mmancing) that, in a French pamphlet published 
about the colon}\ I find my own opinion c|uoted from a 
paper in 'The New Monthly/ and my name honourably 
mentionoJ. What is etUl more curious. 1 actually foimcl 
the aide-de-camp of tho Commander iu Chief of the Colo- 
nial Army, (a very accomplished niaji.) CapUin St. ralaiis 
translating my poums^aud about to publish the tmnslation. 
His goaeral, Baron Voirol^ is retundnff hoine> having been 
succeeded hy General Comto D'Erlon, to whom I was pre- 
sented at his first levee by our Consul. I dine with Baron 
Voirol to-day. He la to try to get the Cemmantlant of 
Onui to Uiku me witbliiju iu the steamer a» his prutciided 
secretary, — and also to furnish mc with an Arab at Oran, 
who will take mc sixty leagues into the interior, among 
the patriarebal encampments of the Bedouins. , • . 

"St^ John, our Consid-Ci^neral has been exce^vely 
kind to me. As for his wife, ho is almost a^ well off as 
yourself — eho is quite a darling — pleasing, animatodu and 
intelligent. They have a sweet family, a noble old Mooris]i 
houge, and a paiiidise of a garden around it. 

" Oh, my old crony ! it Mould do your heart good to 8C0 
your fiieud prancing glorioufily on an Arabian barb over 
the hills of the white city, (for Algiers, with all itfl foite 
battlementj^t inosquos, and Tninarets^ id us iWtUng white 
ae fiiiuw,) aud eiijuyiiig tbij !tpltndid stenury 1 * I Imvt 
no words to convoy tlio impression it has made on me* I 
felt, on my ride, as if 1 had drcpt into a new planet! 
Some parts of the hills, it is true, are bare ; but wherever 
there is verdure it has a bold^ gigantic richnesH. a bril- 
liancy and odour, that mock ovon the productions of our 
hot-houses, Never sliall I forgot my Erst ride 1 It waa 
eai'iy moniing : the blue Medilermueau spread a hundred 
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mttm beneath — a line of flainiDgos shot over the wave — 
the white city blazed in tLo risinjr sun — tho Arabs, with 
tl>eir dromedaries loaded with fruits for tlie market ircre 
coming down the steepK. Around, in counties* mimhers. 
were th© white^ square, castle-looking country houses of 
ilio Moors^ iQcloscd in gardens ; the romantic tombs of tlie 
Marabout^t held sacred, aud surrounded with trees and 

r flowers, tliat are watered with a perpetual spring from 
marbl© fountains, where you see tho palm towering ^^^th 
ita feathery lofta as high aa a minaret. Wherever I looked, 
tlao vegetable world was all novelty in its beauty aad 

! ^randonr. Save tho blacklwrry, tho ivy, and a sort of wild 
t^*ll, I rc'co^usud nut one old friend juuoiig the ' Seld- 

^flowers/ Tho fig-tree — tliu nojial — the banyan — the cork- 
tree — the viae and myrtle, all were growing wild on tho 
road-eido, with aloc:^ ten feet higli, in lung rows — like tlio 

Jiword-bladcfi of a ra{'e of giants ; aud the eadus, witli oval 
ftvcs, a fi>ot long and au inch thick — sticking one at the 

Fvnd of another, find forming with their faiita.*^tic trunks aa 
impregnable hedge. Its fruit, called the Barbary fig, so 
rich and delicioua, grows on the road side, to the size of a 
lemon : it is to be had for the gathering, and sells at 
twelve for a sou. These are a day s food for an Arab or a 
Cahyle. The latter ia the old NnmidiaD, different botli 
from the Moor and the Arab. 

" Tht'ii the ravines that run down to the seal I alighted 

■ to explore one of them, and found a burn^ that might have 
;led in a EScottish gkn. A thousand sweet noveltica 
of wild flowers grew above itfl borders ; and a dear little 
bird sang among its tree». The view terminated in the di»- 
ebai^ of the stream among the rocka and foam of the sea —

The ill health and anxiety of mind, under which ho was 
BufTering at tho abovo <lat<», wore speedily removed by 
titiezpocte<I good newn* Irorn home ; so that he returned to 
die grand object of his pilgrimage with unabntetl ardour. 

The ensuing two montl^ were spent in short excursiona 
widiift the frontier — among the native tribe,'^, and in 
follecting such materials from oral and wi-itten testimony, 
n^uding their political historj% social habitfi. and proe- 
pecto, as wore likely to interest a curious and indcfatigiiblo 
Iraveller To the success with which be prosecuted liift 
research— ^^hering the gravity of lustory, by hvely and 
characteristic aiic^dotea ; sketches of society — pecoUar 
castoms — classic asaocialionB — climate, produce, and popu- 
lation ; by cveryUiing. in short, that is amusing, or 
instructive — ihe two volumci!}, since givon to the public, 
hear iU]ec[uivoca] testimony, and establish his title as an 
authority, in all that relates to the French domination in 
Algiers.

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At length, taking a much wider circuity ^th Leo 
Africanas m his lianil, Campbell made several xoyngOB 
along the coa^t — \isitecl Bou^a, Bona, and Orau, entered 
into femiliar intercourse with Arab Ciiiefs — feasted antt 
ftlcpt in their oncampmentd — heard the lion row in his 
iiaUvo ilusert — wrote lines on a Deatl Eagle — an<l, after a 
jffumey full of novelty and ad7enture> returned, at tl)e end 
of April, to the British Consulata at Algiers. But to 
return to liia letters :— 



"I SECBivED jour kind and welcome letter, auuoun- 
ofaig Mr Telford's legacy* before I left Algiers- I need 
not say the bequest is a providentixJ windfcill — but how 
strange it is that the executors gave me no notice of it I 

" I had a thn^adful jia^aago in the stcam^-boat from 
Algiers to Oran.t TLo Captain at one time had the idoa 
of taking refuge in the nearest Spanish port: but, happily, 
before his lAst bushel of ccab wa« conniunied, we got into 
Arzei, where, after waiting two days, we got a 6iir wind 
that brought ua hithen I was so ill with gca-sicknesa 
during this paasage, that I brought up blood, and liaTO 
been debilitated evor einco ; otherwise, I am in good health 
and spirits. — I reckon on remaining hero till the middle 
of April — when the stormy season will be over — ihen to 
Algiers, for a week or eo, and next to France and old 
Enijjlaiid ! You will find me, I fear, a little changed for 
the worse, in appearance, by my African adventures^ but 
in heart and feeJings iijic/tanyenil4\ T. C-"

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CoDtmry to wli&t he facetiously iouigined, the dormant 
spirit of song was not rekindled by a nearer appi-oach to 
the sun. Pbccbua, indeed, \ras more propitious on the north 
than on the «autli side of the MediterntncAn ; for with tlio 
exception of the Dca^l Eaglo— and an exordium, written 
at the instance of his (riciid Neukomm — with a laughable 
•"Ode," composed r<»r Mr. St John's children — the African 
tour ^BA poetically harrou. But his letters are full of 
poetry : and IiaU not unforeseen objects diverted his 
attention irom the subject, it is very probable that Algicm 
would hare boconw tlic scono of n new poem. 

Early in May, Campbell eniborkod for Europe ; and 
writing to his nefJiow, givea the foUuwiug rotrospectlre 
ikctch of hi** tour : — 



"Yor must e^ccufie the wliabbmess of tlic sheet 
of pi^>6r on which I write to you — for I am now in 
tbe Lazaretto of Toulon, a sort of huspital prr^n, where I 
must porfonn quarantine for six days ; and where it 
IB impossible to pnrchafio any convenience. I am happy 
enough to get something to eat and drink. — In spite of all 
this iucouveuionce, I am right happy to bo once nioru in 
Europe. Since I wrote lo you, I have visited the whole 
of Algiers from Bona to Oran; — and have penetrated 
seventy miles into tlio interior, a.s far as Mascara, the 
capital of u province, which is purely African, and which 
the French liavc not conquered. I have slept for several 
nights under the tent^ of tljc Arabs — I have heard a liou 
roar in his native savage freedom, and I have seen tho 
noble nnimal brought in dead — mcasiuing seven feet and 
half indopcndcntly of the tail. I dined also at General 
rizel's tabic olf the said lion s tc>Qgue, and it was as nice 
a neat's tongue. 
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•* The excursion to the interior is what lias most affected 
my healtli aud sLrciigtli. The night before flettiiig out for 
Mascara, the Arab guides and the interpreter came and 
told mo that se\'enil murders had occurred in tho very 
Ofiighbourhood of Oran. where 1 tJien was ; and tliat the/ 
would not venture on the journey — Diahle ! I thought, 
tiiia was tormenting 1- — but I must sco Mnacara, cost what 
it may, I spent at my lodgings in Oran a dreadful night, 
but at bn»ak of day I went and beat up the [quarters of 
a Jew — whom I shall ever regard as my friend* — 'Sir' — 
I said, ' I demand youi' assistance to help me to go to 
Jlascaro. You know that when I return to London, I can 
be of service to you' — alluding to an affair in which I 
can serve him. You understand Antbic — como with mo ; 
and immediatoly Mr, Buzuacli came out like a h^'o^ 
' Yes/ he said, ' Mr. C;inipbell, I will go with you, and 
place you under the protection of a frierully tribe of 
Arabs/ He then turned round to the Arab guides, who 
were unwilling to go with me, and said ; — ' You dogs — 
you swiuo 1 do you talk of refusing to go with this 
EngUsh nobleman ? — If you do, the Bey of Mascara, who 
is my friend, will strike ofi* your hendfi^ for your refusal I 
Get arm;4 and mount I '— In an instant bix of us were

" I slept at Mancara, in tliG home of a Syrian Christian, 
who showed me a world of kiuJncss. Cut for his ho9- 
pitah'tjf I mmt have alcpt in the streets — for there is no 
such thing m aa Inn or Uolel Tlie maimers of the 
people are so simple, that thoy weigh their wool and 
grain with stones, which of course have a determined 
weight. Ahdallah, my Syrian host, sent me back \vith 
some Arab protortors, — if thoy could he caUe*l sucli, for 
they wcTO the greato&t thiOTcs on earth. They drauk my 
wine Iwrforo my face — going under a troc, where thoy 
laoghingly said tliat Malioniet could not soc them I — This 
was a dreadful misfurtuiie ; lor the water one fiads in 
Africa, is turbid and unwholesome ; hut luckily wo 
reactied imme Arab cainpff, which fm-nlshcd us with sour 
milk from timo to time. Oh, that delicious be?orag<^ I 
shall Ues»3 it all my life ! My chief misfortune was tu bo 
Ut by a do^ one night in an Arab tent — when I was 
going out to see if the dawn was approaching. I had a 
sabre in my hand, witli which I defended myself fl^inst 
a host of ciu^ and sent off some of them limping and 
howling — but one of them got up to me. and hit uic in 
the thigh. The wound is now, thank Cod, healed ; but 
the whole journey lias been trying- The heat was exceHsirc^ 
an it blistered my face, so tluit the skin of it came off like 
the skin of a boiled |>ea. T. C."

man upon the actual state of tlio Regency, }xi& Slajcdty 
cjucHtioued the Foel mther closely on tlie siibjoct, and 
appeared much gratified by his answera This interriew, 
he told me. was very interesting ; and, after a frank state- 
ment of tbe impressions led upon his mind by the late 
tour, he took have of the " Citiaten King," much pleaiied 
with his reception- 

lie returned to London in Improved health, looking, ok 
every one obserred, *^somo yean* younger " than when he 
set forth on his travels.^ HiH old frieuda wore deligbted 
to see him ; but not more so, hu remarked, than ho was 
"to find himself onco more in tlieir society/' Ilis African 
advonturoa having irivosled him with n€w attractions^ 
curiosity wAA excited, invitations multiphcd ; and, for a 
Unie, tie compuiiy and conver^atiou of the '*A&ie&u 

iveller " were more courted than those of '' the Poet-'^ 
le nevei' appeared to greater advantage than immcdjoteJy 
after his return ; for, like hia physical frame, his miad had 
recovered its tone; and without ever availing 1iiiii8«lf c^ 
a "IravoUcr'e privilege/' he delighted to expatiate in tJic 
friendly ciicWi ujion the »trango scenes he bati ^vttueedixl, 
the stories he had heard, the wild society in which he had 
mixed — with numerous personal anecdotes and adventures, 
which were sbortly afterwards detailed in the pa^^es of the 
New Montulv- Tliere was a marked dift'erLrnce, liowevcr. 
between the spoken and the written rccord^i ; hia aneodotva 
loBt much of their sparkh*ng qualities by transFuaton ; and,

He contittucd in town during tlie season ; reniovM hia 
quartern to York Ciiarnlors, St. ,7iLi«osVstreet, fitted up 
his hbmry for the seventh time, and then sat dowu to 
prepare hii* "Luttum" for thtj press. In the midst of 
these^ he was haunled by a beautiful air which he had 
heard at a private party, and could find no rest until he 
wroWJ to Mrs, Arkwriglit : — 



*'Auff, l9iA. — 1 liavc a request to make, which I hope 
you will not thiiik assuming. All the world that ha^ 
heard what I believe is your last composition, is channed 
with it — I mean the song beginnings — 

' Alaa, toy bve, you do me wrong 
To iTCftt mc thus diaconrteoualy.' — 

The words arc apparently old ; and as an amateur, and a 
sort of eonnoisspur, of our old poetiy, I Have been applied 
to, to tt'Il where t}io«e words are to be found. But 1 have 
been obliged, with a httle mortification, to confess my 
ignorance on the subject. — Will you oblige me by telling 
me where I caii find the littlt; poem ? I should like to 
insert it in the next edition of my Specimens of the 
Britislt Poets. 

" I have been a gi'eat wanderer since I saw you ; but 
sure it was strange enough to meet at Algiers with the 
same individual ChevaUer Keukomm, whom I met at 
your hoApitiLhle m^jiaicn. You may guena how glad I waa 
to 8G6 him. Ho has imposed a taak upon me which the 
anticipated honour of joining my name with hia, would 
not allow me to dechne. It is composing the words of an 
Oratorio, from the book of Job. It is so difficult — I should

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rather Hav> so impossible — to versify the Bublime text of 
the Bible, tiiat 1 fear it will require die * patience of Job ' to 
read mj poetical lucubration. It will not be out till winter. 
" I have listened in Africa to the ofttiTO strains, both 
vocal and insininieutal, of the Moors and Arabs ; but 
their miidic is rvally not worth i^'mg so fiir to hear. It 
hiu) uo discoriiible rhythm ; but from (he kindness of a 
charming French vocalist. Madame De Verger — the wife 
of a French colonel at Algiers^ and a great friend of 
Neiikomni's — 1 liave been able to bring home three 
popular Algorine melodies^ which will be puhlUhed in 
' The New Monthly; T- C." 



A new edition of his Poems 1)eing called for, it was 
agreed that, in imitation of Ilogcr»& " Italy/' it should be 
biyui^ht out ^^ith all tlic attractions that tasteful deeigua 
and finished engravings could bestow, 

Mr. Turner wa» comiut^iouo<l to fumiith the deogna, 
Goodall the cngi-fL^-ingii». With such a combination of 
talent, the profits of an '' illublraled Edition " promised to 
indemnify the author for all expenses, and leave a hand? 
some surplus at his disposal Tha cost of the drawinj^ 
and engraTings, rs he calcuhited, would amount to 800^ ; 
hut in the end, T believe, it much exceedftd that ftum. 

About the samo time, he entered into on arrangomcut 
with Mr. Colbura to supply "The New Monthly" with a 
regular series of " Letters frouj the South/' For Uiis under- 
taking he was well prepared, as it only required that ho 
should carefidly revise the original letters, which he had 
forwarded in weekly despatchoa to a friend in Englaud, 
from the time of his fir*it landing at Algiers. 

Thus employed, Lis healtJi continued firm, hie activity^ 
miabatcd ; and bb his lettei"s ouccuBsivdy appeared in 
" The New Monthly," he had the pleasure to observe that 
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ilifi uovelty of the subjort, ami the manner in wliicli it was 
hantUcdf ^oro fully jipprociated lij tho rcadcm of that 
popular JouraaJ.

A3 the history of this visit — the "happiest he had 
ever made in Scotland " 1 — is faithfully preserved in his 
prirato letters, tlie reader will be pleased to have its 
details in tlie Poet's own words : witli this view, the 
extracts which follow, extending over a period of four 
ntonths, arc carefidly arrnngod in tlie form of a diary : — 



" A8 far as company was concerned, the voyage 
was an agreeable one. In the intervals between my fit* 
of ilhiesa, I could enjoy even the romps of a playful little 
family of children from the West Indies.

In former visits I was always stinted in time, and hurried, 
and haunted by the necessity of sending up MSS, or 
corrected proof-abccts to London. Now, I i\jn my own 
nufiter But some evils will no doubt result from this 
present felicity ! All the pains which you and F. took for 
yeara, in trying to scrape the Scotch accent off my 
tongoe, SB well as thirty-eight years' residence in England, 
win he found to liavo been tlirnwTi away, tlie moment I 
open my mouth in speaking to you ! I doubt if you will 
know mc again, except by sight — such a Hyperborean 
pronunciation shall I bring back I In feet, the droll sound 
of the Scotch words, and the expressive oddity of their 
phrases so tickle and delight me, that I am constantly 
talking Sc'ntoh, and sueceed A tmrrfiiUtf. 
^V"I am delighted witli every thing ] see in ray blessed 
old Scotland, except the bare feet of so many of her 
' bonny lanses/ Tell it not in London — publish it not in 
Westminster — that you will see buxom young girls and 
(what is worse) grey-haired old women goingabout without 
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ehoes or stockings! 1 am constantl}' preaching agwnat 
this national <li^race to my coiintnTJicn. It is a barbarism 
60 unlike — 80 unworthy nf — the oUjerwise civiliiied character 
of tho commonalty, which is the most intelligent iu Europo ; 
ftnd it 19 a diAgracc unpalUatcd cvon by poverty in Glu^v, 
where th« iadoMtrioiui are cscuuJiiiyly well off. 

Otiierwise, 1 like to look rouml even on low life in Sool* 
land. The tall, large-limbed peasantry, still correspondiDg 
with Ta<,>itus 5 dcacription cf them two thousand years ago, 
aro sagaciouK, uiKlcgoiiorato Caksloniana. The las$C8, in 
genornK are strapping qucanft, with more bono tboii heauty, 
aiid yiuld the ]>rtlni iti sufl features tu yours of the 90Utli . 
but you sec a great many good figures, and blyih, comely 
countenances among them.

By docuiaents it is proved almost up to the Noruiajj Con- 
quest- The very name of an old British borough brings 
welcome as.'^ociations to nty niiEid. In the boroughs; the 
old Icings, both Scotch and Euglif^K first drew the indus- 
trious eomnion people about them, under their royal pro- 
tection ; and the burgesses, iu return, reared up a bulwark 
to defend both king» and commons from a tyrannous aris- 
tocracy. Then courts of j^istice and civic magifitiatcs first

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protected dtizetis and 8ubjt*ctfi from tlie dungeons and 
g&Uows of the liarons. In fact, our * borough towns' wera 
the Qe6t6 of British liberty — strange (but what a tissue of 
strangeness is human hi8tor>' I) that the chartered boroughs 
'Iprgenerated into nests nF monopf^lj and corruption I Cor- 
ruption HOLzcd them to hatch institutions and corporations, 
uiifavourftblo to trade and civic electiona — just a£ the cuckoi> 
seizes on tho soii^-bird's no^t to rear hc^r own tuneless 
proge!iy. i^tUl J look at tho old borough towns \vith fond 
recollections of antiquity. Ruthergleu wa« a place of 
shipping arid ccinmorce aix or seven couturits ago, and 
tiaded with France, wliilst Glasgow was merely the seat 
of a few clergymen, Whca tlicy built the f^plcndid 
cathedral of Ghiegow, in the Iwelftb century, ibe workinoa 
camo and brought all their provisiona from Ilutherglcn. 
Tho place is famous for ancient customs, among which ut 
one that I believe is descended fi'om paganism — namely, 
tho l»fthingor*jf»i«J"r/ifrfji/ anil prasfuting tI»on) to strangers 
who fre<]Uont tho iaii', or annual market. I shoulil not 
wouder, considering all the corenicnies of this old custom, 
that it is a remnant of tho heathenism which -Jeremiah** 
condemns. It is precisely what the children, fathers, and 
vomcn of Uuthrr^len do on this occasion, though they 
stop short of fulfilling the rest of Jurcmijih's words : — 
* to make cakes to the queen of heaven, and to pour out 

ink-offerings unto otlier gods, tliat they may provoke 

e to anger/

Campbcll'» next appeaniiico among Iiuj Glasgow towns- 
men was at a grand meeting* of the Polish AssociatioD, 
where hia speech, as the " poet and advocate of freedom," 
waa heard and responded to with enthusiasm. On Um 
subject he writes :— 

" Tuesdaif , • , . I liad a public theme to discourse on, 
and I am gkd tliat I did epcak out about it I certainly 
did onc:c, and tbat not long ago, decline pubhc speaking oa 
thd fiuhject of Poland ; but t.hat was in London, at a time 
vrhcn all public men were engrossed witli arduous, iinpeii<]- 
iiig c]ne!^tiou8, respecting our own aifairs. But this place 
ta nut London ; and its provinciality — in spite of politics 
being as much divided here as in London — seemed at the 
present time to offer inc an opporttmity of discharging my 
duty as a frimd to the Poles, I succeeded, almost quite 
to iny own satisfaction ; for my sjieodi has produced a 
sensation in Glasgow such as I, at least, never produced by 
addreBsing an audience ; and I got through it without a 
break or stop. It is also accurately reported, titough 
somewhat abridged, — for I was tliree quarters of an hour 
on my legs. But I regret that I did not say CTcrythipg 
that I intended to say, 

*' My wish was to have giren every solid argument in 
behalf of this truth, which T solemnly feel, — namely, that 
the Polish cause, though to be deferred, is not to he 
despaired of. Two topics on which 1 intended to haie

Englanil, 
su{Mrior iu civilisaUoti, conquered, as to gcuci^ liS^c, the 
Celtic language to the north and west of Britain ; but has 
fike exterminated either the Welsh, the Irish, or the Gaelic 
speech ? Xo — Bussia has not superior civilisation ; and 
lier barharisra is a check upon the propagation of her 
tongue. And, furttier, can she have a sohoobBastcr in 
PTcry Polish &mily to prevent Polish fi-om being spoken 1 
It wouhl require half a million of teachers, with the rod 
and the knout in their hands, Unssia cannot abolish the 
Pohsh tongue, Thus^ to use the words of her own war- 
aong, * Poland will not perifih ' — Her language — her poiniUi-

" This is what I intended to have said. Pardon mo 
that I dopoait in yonr hands a memorandum of what I 
may yet say, or publish, on somtj suitablo occasion on this 
subject. You ai^ my dearest friend ; and why should I 
not impart to you what I fuul ou thy cause which I love 
next to yourself and ray owo country 1 1 farther meant 
to have answered certain words which Nicholas has used 
in an attempt to deprecate the general iudi^natiou at 
Riififiia which his treatment of Poland has cxcitvd, — 
namc^ly, these words ; — ' Why should the patriotism and 
ccunigo of my Kmaiatifi he less n^poct^ in the eyes of 
Eiirope, tlmn the sjime quahtios in the natives of other 
oouutries V Now, here there is something plausible ; and 
the dcp'Cc in which patriutism is htudable as a virtue, or 
ceases to bo a virtue — nay, I shcidd say, ceases to dcserrc 
the name of patriotism— is a topic on whiclij to my remern- 
braiice, scarcely auy moial phikt?sophcr has condeecended 
to be satlsfacter}'. There is a blind zeal for their emperors 
ID Kussiaas, which many people are blind enough to mis* 
take for patriotism ; but lot us keep the name of palrwfism 
sacred. Natioiislity, and a combative willingness to fight 
for our own country, is a /jret/ftrioits utatinci^ which all 
nations and tribes uaturally feel, and, if you wil], ar« 
laudable for feeling. We respect it when it is merely 
dofensivo in tlie grossest savages; in tho New Zeahmd 
cannibal ; aiid in the moitt ignorant Russian, who is tmiuod 
to loyalty by eating train-oil. But this gregarious instinct 
of nationality in roapectahio only when it is solf-dGfcmuTC. 
Tho moment it is oggrcssive—tlie inoment the cannibal or 
the Russian becomes a propagaudist of iguoiauce mid of 
man-eating — are we to call his aggressive nationality a 
vii'tue I No : it ceases to deserve the nameof patriotiiim. 
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Tt la not the I^ve of his country — it is the lust of Hood 
ftnd mpiu© — a gregarioUH instinct to be auro^ you may call 
it — like that of wolves and jockaUs ; but it is no more to 
be compared to tlio enlighteneJ patriots trut; lovo of his 
country, tiian tho grossest aniinal instinct can be compared 
to the noblest conjugal love — to the love of Brutus for his 
Portia. 

•I did not forget this topic — but I felt nerroua in 
^proaching it. Wntiiig cooUy^ I can treat it properly 
even with a deliL-atc wo:iian — but I feared I might flounder 
into some unhicky expression on so delicate an allusion, 

and omitted it Forgive mc, my dearest M , for 

dwelbng so long on a subject tliat may not be so interest- 
ing to you as tft me. I thought of you much — wlien do 
I not think of you ? 

■' On Friday lost, when I was on a visit to Ilol>erL Gray, 
iny host a brother at Glen Orchard, whore he has a nice 
estate of soreral hundred acres, wc celcbnited the chris- 
tening of hifl cliild, three weeks old. It is a sweet in^t ;

He is better 
n the substance of his eloquence than the most of popular 
preachers — i. c, he is more sensible and dispassionate. 
Chalmers hunself carries his audience by storm ; but 
Wardlaw is a reasoning and well-informed parson. His

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last sennon was on tlie KUtory of the Jews — a subject on 
wtiich f have seldom found any clergymen, either Scotch 
or English^ oTerflowing with knowledge.

An cxoruuoa of a mau of colour, ^lio 
waa burnt alirc by the Lyrtcb-law justice of &xc hundred 
American fiendi^ was related in the papers, and Hilcd my soul 
wiUi horror and indignation. It was hko a nightmaro on 
my waking tboughts ; and 1 loDgeJ velienientJy fwr the first 
oj>portuDi(y of speaking pubUcly on the subject, and of 
pubUcly renouncing whatever partiahty 1 had hitherto felt 
for the name of America, Before dinner, however, I found 
a Virginia gentleman in the room— a man of great suavity 
of manncn^. 1 toKl him my intention of giving vent to

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An instance of the Poet's inattention to money matters 
occurred soon after his arrival in Edinburgh- "Calling 
upon a friend who, for taany years, had altendod to tua 
interest in the Arg}IIshire estates* &c., he mentioned tha^ 
on eiaminiug his purso that morning, he discovered that 
liis funds were nearly all gone ; that lie would hare to 
draw i!ioney before he left Scotland, to defray ]m c^jK-itjes 
to London, although he ftdly behoved that, on leading 
liomG, he had brought with Imn ample means for that 
puq)08e. On retuniing to his hotel, howoverj he men- 
tioned to his servant the low state of his purso, when it 
was proposed to examine the pockets of his clothes. This 
wsA instantly a^cntt^d to ; and in nimmagmg the pockets 
of hiu coat, a sum in bank note» was discovered, loosely 
rolled uj), lut more than suUiciLnt to defray all ihc 
expenses of Ids euhscqu<rnt delay iu Scotland, and return 
to Londou, Ho then called and mentioned the diseor^ry 
to his friend ; from winch it was apparent that he kept UO 
account of liis expenditure, and cnly hccjimo aware of his 
money being exhausted by finding his purse unexpectedly 
empty/' *^ 

This habitual carelessness, of which ho was never fully 
conscious, wa* the source of frequent anxiety, if not kisa» 
and was particularly remarked by his friends in Algiers. 
But the habit, though uft^u patlictically duplgrcd, vaA 
never conquered ; yet no man was ever more punctual iu 
his payments. He often forgot what he spent, or gave 
away, but never what he owed. 

A few days after his return from Scotland, Campbell 
received the melancholy tidings of the death of Ids sister 
Isabella : ajid in a letter to JIrs, Irulaud he savs : —

But, stronger afi 
I am, 1 am known t\j you by clinrftrcter j auti may I beg of 
you to convey to the Queen, — ^if it can be done with tact 
and delicacy, — that I am in perfectly easy circumstanoes ; 
that 1 covet no sinjjio advantage that is in the gift of 
her sceptre ; and tliat I would ratlier bury my book m 
the ground, than that the olTering of it should be inter- 
preted into a »e1ftsli wish to intrude myself on her notko.

Whoa wo 
were left alone, he entered pretty shrewdly into TliomoB's 
case, and remarked that Lis niain mental nmforiinic was 
the want of power to apply his faculties contiimoosty to 
one objoc:t ; but very scion he lauTiched tiut into extrava^ 
gant praiaL-H of my eon's uaiural genius, and then into a 
luHtorN' of biniiielf, attributing his slight derangement to 
the refusal of a hidy to marry lunL Query, might not 
the deniJigument have been rather tho cause than the 
oouscqucnce of tlio refusal ?

Uiat would have poached uggH oa the crown of my hat, 
and when I slept on the ground in my cloak — undoubtedly 
affcctud my liver. I y\i\H so Ui^ Uiat, at limo^ aothing ouuld 
comfort me in body or mind, 1 used to say to myself. 
Wby am I not happy '! Have I not my Alisoiu and my 
Gregorys ? my Margaret and my Dora 1 and my Grays of 
GWgo^T ^ But notlnng mjide me haf^y. At U*ngth I 
took medicine, and made out a grand secret that I ^aa 
always better avoiding being out afler sunnit.

" Jme 16M. , , I met Sydney Smith the other day, 
' Ojunpbell,' he saitt * we met last, two years ago, in 
Fleet-Btroet : and. as you may remember, wc got into a 
TJoleut ot^mcnt, but were separated by a waggoii, and 
have uever met since. Let us have out that argument 
now. Do you recollect the subject?* * No,' I said, 'I 
have clean forgotten the subject; but I remember that 
I was in the right and that you were violent, and in the 
wrong 1' I had scarcely uttered these words when a violent 
shower cume on. I took refiige in a shop, and he in a cab. 
He parted with a proud throat that ho would renew the 
ailment thoncxt tinio womct. 'Very well/ I said; 'but 
you slian't gel off again, eitlior in a waggon or a cab/ — 

" I am now reading much, in order to write about 
Potrmrch. I had always, till of late, something like an 
avemou to Pctrardi. or arrount of the monotony of his 
amatory nonnets, and the apparent wildnesa and half 
insanity of liis passion for Laura. I used to say to myself 
(indulging, I confess, a rfttlier vulgar spirit of criticism), 
hang these cater-wauling sonnets 1 they afllict my compafl- 
sioa I pity the poor j)oet who could bo in love for twenty 
years with a woman who was every other year bearing 
pIedg«A of her conjugal union. Besides, I iiseit to think 
that Laura never could have loved him. But, on closer 
poniaal of his 'Life and Sonnets,' I think ihat Laura did 
love him ; and that the recoril of then* affection onght to 
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be preeervad. 'WhatT you will say, 'an Ulcgitimato 
affection ! * Yes ; be not sUu-tkd I think their affection, 
ivhicli I now boliovc to liavo been mutual, was redeemed 
from its illegitiioacy by its purity, iU intensity, and iCb 
coustancy. fSuch an opiniou, I know, is of delicate meu- 
ticm ; but be not a&aid that 1 shall be rash in defending 
it. I am touched by the genuine air of grief wluch hi 
showed in the ' Sonnets.' written after her death — a grief 
that contrasts most terribly with the indifference of Laura's 
husband, who used to acold her, till alio abed abundance of 
t^jan*, and niarried anotlier wife seven monlJis alW h«r 
death. 

" But then conies the grate question. What would 
become of society, if you were to let loose every conplo of 
sentimental fooK who might imagine themsGlve^^a Petrarch 
and a Laura, from tlic bou'l^ of duty, and thus ac^guit thoir 
frivolous pfission I I acfiwcr, that Pctrarch'a piiAsiun was 
not frivolous nor transient. It had the spirit of conjugal 
devotion, without its ccremotitca. h it not a great Uui^ 
for a poet to infect the bruast of his readcra with a sym- 
pathy for dovotion. attached witliout change, to one object 1 
Is not this tlie religioug 'marriage of true minds?' It 
sooma to mc that Petrarch is an evangelist of Eftitlifiil 
marriage. He may scorn an exception to the moral rule ; 
but he is aai exception that proves the rule- . . . T. C"

Being flummoited to ScoLland, on matters of (amily con- 
cern, be took his bertli m one of tlie Leith steamers. The 
weather was unexpectedly boisterous ; and the Poet as 
tuual. incmred the penalty of severe sickucss^so severe, 
that hi> did not recovor hia stn?ngth for several months nttor* 
wards. Writing from Edinburgh to a friend, ho eays : — 

"Jnfy 2Sfk — I am hero, «t last, witli Mrs. Aliaon 
beside me, and n^coveriiig from my severe sickness, . . i 
I think I should have cUed had not Mrs. Alison come in. 
1 never was so ill. I had something hTce a forecast of 
ileatlL , . . Tell Fanny that one of the regrets I had to 
leave life was, that I had never contrived to put into poetry 
that ineffably sublime thought of hers, about your sister 
Caroline : — Thai she saw her spirit moiinttng to heaven, 
and leaving her body behiud her, like ita ahaJow, Was 
tfaoro ever a nobler thought 1 '* 

"28rt.^I have not yet eeon my fii»ter. - . She is not 
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atrong enough to see me to-day. Mrs. Diigaltl Stewart is 
released ! It is foolish in me to weep — ^but 1 cannot help 
it- . . Her friendships were numerous; her acquaiiit- 
ance waa extenBire— her heart vfas largely beuevolent. 
She did much good in her time — probably as much as can 
bo relfirted of any one who Uved the same numlcr of yean. 
The wife of Uugald Stewart — a philosopher in the highest 
rank of literary reputation — she was looked up to witJi a 
respect inferior to none that was paid to intellect, raiik, 
or power. In spite of political diflfrenc<«, who jcustainod 
her iiiiluenco in the northern metropolis, when it vas 
really a nietropolifl of intellectual power. Then fiouri^hed. 
in friendship with Mrs. Stewaj't, Walter Scott, Henry Mac- 
kenfie, and the Gregories, who have had a hereditary 
reputation for intellect. With the Utter, and with tho 
Rev. Mr- AliBon, Mrs, Stewart was knit in the closest 
friendship. To the la^t she was roniarkat)lo for a winning 
gonttene^d of mnnner — a mcckncas more e:(pix<tsaiTC thao 
austerity — by which, during h\5V whole hfe, she luul exer- 
cised greater influence on those around her, tlrnn others 
could do by an assumption of dignity. In her youtli, Afrs, 
Stewart waa ntately and handsome ; in her Utter life a 
certain benignant esprdBsion in her oyoi* contiuuod to 
retain her peculiar image in tho memory of her frieads. 
Her last liours — nay, her last daya and months — were 
serene and tranquiL T. 0."

As health improved, his active mind went more steadily 
to work, A new cinb was projected — a club for tlie 
middle classes ; a new poem — ^the Pilgrim of Glencoe ; 
with another literary enterprise, which he was never able 
to carry out His chamber, as usual, was a sort of con- 
siiltatiou-foom for the distressod of all muntrios ; where 
tlicy were sure of a favourable hewing, with such prompt 
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advice or assistance, a^ their various cases appeared to 
demand. In the absence of domestic duties, his sympathies 
in human misery became more and more sensitive. He not 
only relieved it in every shape, so far as his own means 
allowed, but he diligently sought the co-<»peration of those 
private friends, whose namts were familiar to him as 
''friends of the unfortunate/' We shall not multiply 
instaaces \ but the following, which presents a rather sin- 
gular coincidence in its history, spealcs for the characteristic 
goodness of his heart. The letter is addressed to Mrs. 
Marryat ; — 

" 61, Likcoln'9 Inn FiELDa, Oct 2, 1838. 
" When humanity is concerned, I know you too 
well, dear Mi"s» Marryat, to fear you will be displeased 
with my applying to you. But, before I go &rther» let 
mo explain myself : I only ask for your good-tmS towards 
the person in whom I wish to interest you, and for jour 
keeping her name and case in your memory. In the event 
of your hearing of any rich or noble family in want of such 
a housekeeper, I can recommend, with a fiill knowledge 
and a clear conscience, one who would be a treasure to any 
family requiring such a person. As to anything farther, 
I took up this poor widow^s case, with due deliberation on 
my own circumstances, which— much unhke what you 
once knew them — are now easy, and, I may say, affluent. 
If I cannot get a situation for this person, it will not ruin 
me should I be obliged to support her for an indefinite 
time : but never shall I trouble my friends about her in 
a pecuniary way. I hate tliosc horse-leeches of charity, 
who go about taxing others for the objects of their pro- 
tection. No ; but I wish the poor widow to get the means 
of supporting horscif and her two daughters — much more 
for her own sake than for mine ; because I have remarked 
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that the acceptauce of charitj generally lowers llie tone of 
human character ; ainl this is a person vnho is pruuil at 
present, and whom I wish to remain so. 

" Some thirty-throo yoara ago (beforo I had tho pleasure 
of Iciiomng you), my deceased mfc and I took aoiiio 
intcrcjjt in a Cuiiilv, in which thcrL^ waa a little girl seven 
years old, who liad reinnrkubic beauty, aiul^ lor her ycanj, 
wonderftij souse, insomuch that we used to call her ' wi^g 
titiiti Aanrj/.'

I usure you, when she came into my cham)>erft with har 
ilaughtur — u ooicely chili of twelve years oM— eho looked 
Uku one SAfvd fjH)m » ^liipwreck^ aud who had just got 
ashore. * Oh, ble-sscd be God !' she said, ' that I tiavo

Of the character of Mr. Alisou, it is hero superfluous to 
speak — it haa roccipcd homage from abler hanita.

IIih sound philosophy, 
edifying conversation, and warm friendship, nuide an early 
and lasting iraprcsoion on the Poet, who loved lum Uiruugh.

In the mcanlime, the '' Life of Petrarch " was giadualiy 
adrancing ; but with il]-hcaltb. his outlmsiafim in the 
sabjeci had much ahatod ; and what, at the comnionce- 
incnt. luid o-fTorded pleoaiire and relaxation, woa now 
becoming an irksome and ungonial taAk, ITo Wcih ^lill 
Mirroundod, however^ by most attached iriendH ; and in 
their society aud conversation, as he often expressed it, 
bu found th^ mcfticine of life. But b& nothing was hq 
effeciital ah " change of air," in lus cirennihtajices. he 
accepted the invitation of a mutual friend to Chatliam ; 
4nd on his return to "chambcra'* — wrote : — 



" S^. tOlh. — 1 have this moment received your valued 
note, my dearest friend — though it is dated five days ago- 
The trutli is, I Lave been at Chatham since Saturday. 
\VTial sent mo to Chatham ? wliy, In^t woek, I felt sliglitly 
iiidiaposcd, and took some powders which Dr. Uoattio liad 
prescribed for a sintilar indisposilioii. I cent for a frcBli 
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dose and got it from the chemist — but unfortunately, there 
y^BB an old dofio which I had forgotten to throw awjtj ;

[KMflonous.* The mistake made mo very ill. Dr, K 
brought mo round again — hut reduced to a state of dia- 
tressiiig debility.

' Vcu require change of air. I am gomg to visit a friend 
at Chatham with my wife and soster-in-law. The steam- 
voyage to Gravcsend ^ill do you good — and from thenee 
it h not a two hours' ride to Chatham. You must come 
lAith us. My fiioud \vill find lodgings for you at a nio.' 
hotel in Chathftm/ Very well — I went with them; 
but their Chatliam fri<;nd had provided lodgings for me 
gratuitously in the next door house of his brother surgoon 
to the garrison, and I found that 1 could not go to an 
hotel without offending the hospitable prido of kind 
people, I have therefore returned to London thus sooner 
than I intended. All this warm hospitaUty of Mr. Biyth 
and his family eould not reconcile me to the idea of a rieh 
old hunks like my»olf, accepting it for the time duriiig 
which the Reattiefi wilt stay. Besides in a privato bouw 
one is never so much at homo as in a hotel. The worthy 
Mr BIyth, with an income that ostceeds not — if it rMcbtt 
— hundred pounds a year, keeps a hospitable table, and 
maiutaius a family of seven or eight children — giving 
thorn the bc>st cdtication.

But with frequent interruptions firom iU 
health — literary and philanthropic schemes — visits in the 
counti7 — company in town — his progreea was much 
retarded Pressing adinonitioas from his two pnbh'shcrs 
were oflon insufficient to stimulate his industry ; for, with 
the study of ItaliaJi^ a.s already mentioned, ho had asso- 
ciated that of Spanish : and though often groaning under 
the weight of Uterai-y dmdgeiy, and unable to prooeed 
with comfort, ho was voluDtarily adding to the burden by 
Ire&h undertakings. But his defence was, that tho hUior 
were merely adopted as relaxations — carrying his thoi^ts 
into fresh channcis, and enabling him to return to tJie 
gravur task with more vigour. His private tottdr^ aa 
usual, present a clear reflection of liis life at tliis period*

" I have tiad aii a^^cablo incident lately in Ijotng called 
upon by M. Buznitch/^ whom 1 montionod to you in one of 
my letters from Oraa Ho had the generosity to ride ^Ui 
mo a whole day's journey from Oran to Fez, to intmdnre 
mo to the patriarch t>f an Arab ciicampmont — after which 
introduction, I wa» tsnTo among the Ai^abs. llovrto return 
bis kindness, I knew not — for ho ^ras a gentleman, and I 
could not oflcr him money ; and Ora.n, poor place I bad no 
shop in wliich I could purch^ific any present to make him. 
Hie coming to Loudon was therefore a joy to me — a relief 
froai unrequited obligation. It so liapp^'ns that I can be 
of use to Iiim in Lundon.

But still you say that you ara 
liappy ; and, without taking the expression too litei^ally, it 
gives me n token that you have a spring of Lope and 
industry within you, that will boar you into a prosperous 
tido of lifo. I know you will not abuse my confidence in 
yoti, when I say — tell me whatever inconveniencos yon have, 
and, if I can, they Hitall be removed. In the meantime, 
don't think it inconsistent when I say^ * put up with every 
tiing until you Iiavo acquired something of the lan^^ui^ ;' 
for. to begin at present to make new arrajigements with 
Monsieur Goubault, would net u& all to sea again. One 
tiling that I moan to muke a future arrangement al>outt is^ 
that you shall have more liberty to go nbout the town of 
RheimS — and not be confined tike a child within the walls 
of the Academy. I have another little reformation in 
view more immediately, if it can bo effected : Mr. Scott 
informs me that when he wa« at the schoo), the hroakfaat 
vsfl bread * at dLecrction,' and tlio liberty of the puinp, — 
Now, althuugh it is possible that yon wiil keep your health 
Upon this brealda^t, as well as if you had fowls and mar- 
malade^ I do not hke the idea of my nephew breakfasting 
on bread and water- I have therefore remitted you, by 
Mr Scott, two napoleons, for the following purpose : Got* 
if you can, to a cheese shop, and purchase a pound of 
chc«6e — you cannot in delicacy oat this* before the other 
8tadents> so whip it out slily, and take a nip of it to give a 
zest to your bread- 
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° I cannot estimate your pockot-iuoney, tiil I kiiow your 
ootiro expense ; — ^lut these forty francs sliall not oomo oiit of 
your pocket-allowance, any more than tlie books you buy. 

" You can get no harm by going to a Catholic jisue of 
worahip; and I am glad that you soom to now tfao tnattor 
ill lliat li^iU God listens to human firaycm wherever 
they aro offered up. The Catholics tiaro a mistaken 
religion ; but persecution is not a necessary part of their 
creed. In tho very reign of the ' Bloody Mary/ many 
true Catholics wore horrified at her cruoltios ; and I am 
Bony to say that we. Protoetantfi. havo too often per- 
secuted. Calvin and the Genevan church, wliich ia thts 
Hotlior of the Scotch Kirk, got Scrvetus burnt alive for 
being a Sodnian I In fact, at ono time tfao bulk of 
ClmRtiana, in wlmtevcr other points they diflered, agreed 
in tliinking that thoy liad a right to burn otbers for 
difference of belief 1 — Adieu, my dear Robert, let mo hear 
from you soon, Ac T, C." 

While their corroftpondcnce was thus procooding — tho 
youUi fell ill^ his studies were int^rruptod ; and on the 
Hth of July the French physician recommended thai lie 
flliould be immediately sent home. In tho mean time, 
however — owing to some illusory sjTuplomB of amendment 
— tijis opportunity was lo&t ; and witJi tlio plooxing inteU 
ligcnee that his nephew *' was able to resume his studies 
without alarm," Camjibell wrote to him m follows : — 

"J'ti/f/ 22fui. — Your letter received this morning gives n 
me infinite relief — I was annoyed beyond exprceaion at 
the prospect of expense and delay in your education, and 
return to England ; hut the positive manner in which tliu 
physician aunouncetl j'our case being serious, left me no 
choice but to send for you. Now raattors arc completely 
changed, and your resolution to remain waa quite proper. 
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TeU Motus. Goubault from mtx that I ant much obliged to 
him for the acteutJon timt has bcoii shown you in yonr 
temporart ailment Your friend, young Mr. Scolt will Iielp 
yoti to ihtcrprot llic niossago, ami will you add to Mens. 
Goubault, that in the ovetit of ouy illness likely to bo marc 
than transitory befiditug you, I know too well what is du<j 
to hinif to oocnsion your remaining with him during such 
illnees ; for it is not proper to burthen a boarding-school 
with a 8ick-scholaj" ; but in that €vent {which may God 
flTert !) ve mu«t consult about your retiring to some place, 
noi far fix>m Rhsima, and not think of transferring you 
at once to your 'native air/ — Tho physician of coui'&e 
kuovTfi the gcutTal treJitincnt of your coniplaiiit l)otter 
than I can pretcad to know it ; but juwurcdly, both he 
and Mon& Goubault arc utterly deceived as to tho climate 
of Glasgow— owr native climnto. It is a cold, raw, 
WTCtchcMlIy wet cUmato — the very uurstry of &oro throat* 
and chest diseases* — If you had come homo, and if I had 
found your brotichiiis wur^te, or your chest threatened, I 
meant to have sent you to Devonshire or the Isle of 
Wight* — Tho North of Scotland, for a pectoral or throat 
complaint 1 God help us ! 

" I hope and tnt'^t that your health will improve and 
oootinue sound ; and that you will uot forget your 
promise to be punctiUou&ty accurate in keeping a doublo- 
ndcd bookj with the creditor on one aidir^ and the debtor 
on the other, noticing the express iiurpose for which every 
tzpeosc 15 incui-r^il.^Pray attend also to the com]>utatiou 
of French and English money ; for your letter, before the 
two litst, written. 1 dare wiy, under intllsposition, was 
iiMkcearatC on tho aidjycct.^I have wi-itten lo you about 
ywxT /bttr years' education ; I ilare aay you tliink me a 
man who mean what I say.—I can hiither a-^Bure you that 
I have laid aside a sum, which, in the event of uiy death.

" Partlon me, dejir Mrs, W— »e. for tlnis applying to }'0\i 
as if I wore your old friond* — old indeod I am, though 
young in yom- aoiuaiatancc ; and but dubiously jusUlicd, 
ox'On by humane motives, for ariDoying you with a sort of 
request whichj I dare to say, is your daily annoyance. At 
least, I know by my own experience, that not a day pftsses 
in my life without petitions for charity, with whidi, if I 
were to comply in all inst-ancoft, I should not Iiavc money 
enough loft me to procm-e my daily bread. Now, ovon if 
this pctiiiou t>hould bo mal-d-propos^ ilon't quarrel with 
me, for I shall norcr repeat it ; and I liope 1 ahatt live, id 
tlie best sense of tlic word, to be your o/rf friend, T, O," 

During the summer his health continued very unBatisfac- 
tory. lie would not abide stnctly by regimen ; and to hit 
(tht^r ailments wa« superadded an attack of rheumattni, 
which waj3 sensibly relieved by the use of Dr. Gr^en'l 
vapour batlis. Impaticnt> howoTcr» of the fumigating 
(ffocesa, and hearing mc Hpuak of some German batlis 
which I tiad visited, his thoughtA were instantly tamed to 
the Rhine ; and, without further preparation or reflectioOi

6ioad» ; anJ to liiniaelf, as the following letters aJiow, it 
was the source of mucli temporary inconvenience. After 
ten dny^ snsponso, hia amval among the Bninncns of 
KasBOU was thuB announced : —

" Meanwhile, I am not ture tluit 1 l^avc enough in my 
purse to kst me out, and have a strange commission to 
tpoublo you Willi- It IB to enter my hoiwo in Victoria 
Square, and take out all the money iliat in tliero. After 
veeerring some thirty pounds to send to mc when I require 
it, I shall be much ui>ligcd to ygu Uj [my tho rost intu the 
bands of John Travers, Esq., St. Swithiu's Lane, City. 
Yea will wonder that I ilid not do this myself bdbro 
leaving Ijondon — and indeed I locked up the bank-not^w 
in my bed-rnom press witli tliat intention. Rnt the illnc89, 
which laid me flat at Aix-la-ChapcUov was already upon 
me, and weakened my memory. I was out of tlic river 
before I recollected that I had left in Victoria Square all 
tho money that is to pay for my IVimitnre, and to subsist 
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me Tor half a year ! Have the kiutlnesa, after jour 
ntid nature, to \iTit« to mo soon. Give tiiy hest regards 
to Mrs. 6. And bor sifiter, fmd believe m^ my dearest 6, 
your grateful fiicnd, T, C" , 

Bfifiwcl had time to execute the rather delicate commission 
contained in this letter, a second arriTed with the following 
characlcristic account of his journey to Wiesbaden : — ^i 

"Aug. lOfA. — 17nled» I am doomed to roceire the 
a^ul news that you found the press in my bed-room 
l>ercft of money before you got into it, (in which case 
I moan to dro^vn myBclf in tlic Rhine I) pray send me 
fifly pounds ; for this rfaoumatism seems a tough concern. 
I must give a good long trial to the baths — and Uii-ing 
here is ns dear lui in London. ^^ 

" Whi^u I Uflt vrrnto to you* I liad not spiricfi to giw^ 
you an account of my journey. The Ust day of it was 
pleasant. Not so my sojourn at Aix-la-Chapello. The 
two first days I tlioiight I was hastening to another world- 
Thn third and finnlli days 1 ralli^^d ; mid, thongh unable 
to oat, could sit up in bod and road. My doctor lent mo 
tho ivorks of Fielding and Smollett^ The latter was my 
idol in boyhood ; he is the darling of all sniggering 
younkcrs. To Fielding I never did justice, bocaose 1 
could not appi-cciate Mm in my youth ; but 1 now regard 
him as the better philosopher of the two, and tlic truer 
painter of life. Indeed my new opinion of him amounts 
to veneration, thougli I atiU rub my bonds in ecstasy at 
tho colossal t^hapes of the ludicrous iu SiuolletL 

" On tlie eve of setting out from Aix, I saw a white- 
headed man, with dark dazzling cyos> eying mo anxiously. 
What the devil, thinks I — sui"c I don't owe the man any 
money I lie wa.<< iit tho coach ttuit was to take us I 
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Cologne. ' Campljell,* said tho whitc-palc, * liavo you 
qutto forgot Ma^-^lonnell ? ' • Ah — it waa my giftod — my 
loarned — my right good friend, Mftcdonnell I Twenty 
years ago, when the wortliy Wiahaw, whose great favourite 
Le wai*, brought hiin to my housct ho was iij Uic flowiT of 
youth, — perliajis about thirty. He was haiiiiaome beyotid 
expression — a model of young iuanUnes3, witJi looks of 
iwblo intellect and winning Iienevolence- Though Irish 
bom, he is one of the first classical scholars in the king- 
dom, and he had still a commanding a])pearancc>, though 
time haa bleached hia Ilyptn-iua curk. But, fnHii Aix to 
Cologne, and even to Cobtcntz, I was too svoak to converse 
prith my welcome fincnd. 

" On board the steam-boat that took us up tho Rhino, 
^© met Hallam. of tho Middle Agos. All our first day on 
tUi« river, I found my memory bo woak, that I could not 
recollect the nameti of aevenil atUhorft to whom I alluded 
in my conversation with the two savants, though their 
'vrorks were familiar te ma But the second dav, from 
Coblentz to Biberich, my spirits lighted up under a sun 
that brightened everytlitng. It was a trimn))hant thing to 
loofc up at tlie old ca^tlen on the hill-tops, and to contra^ 
in tbcniy tho niinfi of ancient, with the glory of modem 
t, OB mauifubtcd in the ship that wan wlweling iia up tljo 
3, amidst the viaeyards, all gi-cen down to \Xs banks. 
It reminded mo of Virgira description of Neptune's car — 

Atqoc lolis nunmaa lcnbu« pcrlubitur iindiu. 

iESEiD, Ub. L, L 147- 

" During that day I had more of Macdonnell'g convcrsa- 
lon to myself; and it awoke in mo dehcious remem- 
brances of classical poetry, which were sinking — sinking — I 
IMT almost say, into a 8woon of death I Ue made me 
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promise to publish \ny letters on Greek Literature, an<i ospe- 
dally to fight over again a good fight for the unity of tlie 
itbor or the nind aud Odyssey. We could not, he sjud. 
svcnt Uie partitiou of Poland, but we might slaughter the 
would-be partiiioners of Homer. — I have always been aa 
advocate foi" c<lucatiiig the great nuuu> of mankind in prac- 
tically uijGful iimtruction, rather than in cliissical literature; 
because the latter — particuUtrly its poetry — i^ a luxury 
untasteable to nineteen minds out of twenty. The aroma 
is too tine for their nostrils. Tt is like cultivating acn38 of 
violets and roses for men who hare not tlie sense of smdL 
But Macdonnell is one of the claasical scholars who enjoys 
Greek poetry with all his heart, and I felt the contagioQ 
of his eulhusia^mp 



" We had also in the steamer the Prince GalibciiL I was 
the only one on board to whom he spoke — peroeiving 
] suppose* a peculiarly ;jA/7f>-Russian cast in my phj- 
n<]^o]ny. He is a poor, sickly creature, with the print of 
deadly consumption on his countenance, 

'' The bath has hitherto provoked, mtlier than allayed 
my rheumatism. Like a garrison that sece itdelf besi^ed 
tJte dear, brave rheiiniatism makes a sally upon its beei^ers. 
But I like the air of the place^ in spite of its unsca^nabb 
weaUier. The waters, too. have act«d as a ^otiic upon my 
general health, and my spirits are vi?ry good, exc*^pt wticfl 
I dream ol my hed-rootn prets having been plundered 
before you reached it I I attend a table-d'-hdte daOf; 
£iud from my observation, I draw an irrewstible conclu- 
don tliat the Germans oat twice as much as tlie Englisti. 
I can even perceive among them more fat figujw tlum 
amuug ourselves — men who carry about with them tw 
licmisphercs — one before and one behind — as thus-* Tlw

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two lieniiaplierex are like Ihc two lialves of the earth 
thrown a little off their bohmco. 

" With love to all at home, and indescrihahli^ impatience to 
hoar from yoo, I rcumin your affoctionate friend, T. C." 

Ailer a hastj perusal of this letter, 1 went to my aoli- 
Otor ; ond, mtH his advice anil conciu'reticef wc proceeded 
lo tlic Poct'fi house, in Victoria Square. There wc called 

upon hifi next door neighbour. Admiral II ; and hnnoR 

explained the object of our visit, Mr-s. U kindly ofTcr^jd 

(o assist us in tlio scrutiny. Tht? son'atit kft in charge of 

tho house, showed iw into hor mafitcr^s bod-room, where tbo 

press or wardrobe stood, in which he had left the money. 

This repository was opened without difficulty — for it 

appeared even doubtful whether it had been locked. Tbo 

contents — consisting of articles of dress, books, and tjihio 

fiimiture, but without any appeai^xnce of method in their 

amuigi^ment — were carefully examined, but no money was 

discovered. Then came tJie qncfltioa, What was to bo 

done nifxt ? His recjue^t wa£ urgent ; he was s^ufferiiig 

under groat suspense, and having, probably^ in his haste to 

leave homo, mintaken the reiK)&itory, wo considered it our 

duty to ©xamine every room in the house. Portmanteaus, 

table-drawers, coat-pocket«, and even canisters were 

emptied, but cot a traco of the bauk-notcs wa£ to bo 

fwmd. Even our lawyer s ingenuity was foiletl ; and we 

were driven to the painful conclusion that the nionijy 

— nnleK5 the I'oete memory deceived lum — had been

To prevent miRapprehonsion, his letter was again takan 
out and read ; but there was no mistake — " the press in 
my bed-room " were his words ; and to that repository wc 
again ascended. It was ransacked from top to bottom, as 
if we Iiad been taking an api>raiser"s inventory^-but still, 
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thcro was uo monev. Tluj sulicitor sbook lim huad*^ 
spoke of bursaries, and tlic folly of Icarmg houses in the 
cliarge of more Btruigera, wilti bank-notod in llie bcd-rooms. 
" It was, to say the Icai^ very imprudent/' But what chiefly 
weighed OTi my niiuJ was, liow I should be able to break 
the fiubject of his \osb to tlio owner. Under thi> vorst 
circunu4tnncc<, indeed, I bad no fear of his ** drowning 
himself in the Rhine," rm he had thrcatcne"! ; but his 
health and spirits were low, and not likely, as I well knew, 
to rally upon an empty piuw, Uut the search, aa we 
thought, was hopeless ; and the only tiling we could do 
was to leave the room as we liad found it. 

In slmtting tlie piL^ss doom, however, the point of a red 
enibroidei-ed ^pp<T — I shall never forget it— stood in the 
way. Taking it in my hand to p\isli it haolc, it felt hard; 
and looking UL-jUvr, I uaw it wivs stuffed full of white paptf 
matches— such as are used to light candles. One of theses 
out of mere curiosity, was unrolled — for it was twjswJ 
like whip^ord^-and to our surprise and delight turned out 
to be a ten-pound Bank of England note. Here wai, 
nndnubtwlly, the troiuiurc rc»f(?rrod to in his letter? nnii 
coutimiiug tbc interesting process, CTOry Uttle ilistinct bit 
of paper that waa unfolded made a similar disclosure. Uo 
hod playiully boasted, as we have seen, of having sud- 
denly turned miser— of hoarding his " money in an old 
stocking/' &c. ; and from the stocking, by some unknovn 
process, it had dropped into the shppers. But however 
that might he, the discovery was an unspeakable relief Co 
his friendH; and at L-Lst^ when both slippers had been 
feirly atript of thoir precious lining, wc found that tbf 
product, in genuine bank-notes, amounted to upwards cf 
three hundred ponnds- The money was immediately dis* 
posed of AS his letter directed ; and the same day I ha4 
the pleasure of forwarding to him his bankers receipt, with 
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a report of our domiciliary visit* I liavu lold tJiis anecdote 
litomliy aa it happened ; but I could nover elicit from 
Campbell ^liat motive bad induced hini to intniRt his 
money to so prci'arious a rccoptaclo. Ho only laughed^ 
" was glad I Lad fouuil it " — admitted tlie " security was 
but sL'ppcry/ and thought it must havo happened " aficr 
putliug vu hi:) nightcap.'' 

To return to his letters : In the foflowing, dated from 
the " SchwnrtzbaJircu, Wiesbaden/' aud addreascd to a 
frtend at HydciilLam, ho resumes the aaN)iutt of his 
journey.

He now sat down "contented at hia own fireside" 
eulivcnod by the preeencc of his uicce, and tho occaeioual 
TisiU of his friends.

" Tlie Pilgrim of Glencoe. with other Focms." was t^ «ir 
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before the public ; but, like that ^vea to its predecessor, 
" Tiicodric,'* the recoption of " The Pilgiim'' was far 6rom 
cordial. Several of ilxe minor pieces, lioweror, 'vroro 
noticed with weU-uierited praise, particularly the launch 
ode already quoted, wliich was pronounced worthy of the 
Poet in his best days, " Ihe Child and Hind," the *' Song 
oftheColonists/'and the sweet, fancifultrifle of "Moonlijifht/' 
appeared for the first time. The others, wliich had shone, 
at various intervals, in the eeluinos of tlio periodical press, 
were now daimed and collected in a beautifully printed 
volume, which, to the writer at leatitj had uiKjuestiouable 
ottractions,* The stoiy of *' Glencoe " waa first suggested by 
a passage, which I read to him one evening from the his- 
tory of his dan, with which he was much struck. The 
merits of the " Pilgrim," as Campbell himself admitted, 
"were not of the first order. Its beauties have a waning 
luflire, but still tlicy arc beauties ; and here and thoro a 
tricf coruscation reminds us of tho sustained brilliancy of 
Ilia earliest poems. The old soldier, the feudal clansman, 
aud fierce retainer, are sketched witli tmth and rigyur : —

The poot himself oxpessed Utile sorptiae *l 
the apathy with which his new voluroo had bccu roooirod; 
hut whutovcr iiidifierence he fult for the iufluvnci! it luigli 
have upon his reputation, he could not feel indifferent to 
the more immediate effect which a tardy or greatly dimi- 
nished sale must have upon ins prospects as a housdioldc?^ 
" A new poem from tho pen of CaiDi)bcll," he was told, 
*' was OS good R£ a hill at sight;" hut fi^m sonio ormr In 
tho drawing, as it turned out» it vas not nogotiahlo ; and 
the expenses into which ho had been led, by tuning too 
much to [)opular &TOur> were uow to be defrayed freu 
other sources. 

His piblisher made every effort to obtain a hearing for 
ilie new poem ; but aU that a zealous friend and judi- 
cious publisher could do was — to wait imtil the favour&Ue 
cuirent set in. The author, however, coidd not Uve npoo 
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Epoctancy. On one band, tbo nviin source of his incomo 
had ffti]«d ; Tvhilo, on thu cttier. Ills expenses had 1>ccu 
doubled. His acta of gratuitous IcindneES to tho indigont 
or difltrcdscd amounted, within a fevr months, to at leaat 

180A i and, OD the faith uf a 4uick iuid proJitahli; return 
from his poems, he had entered into heavy responsihilities, 
irbich would absorb all that was left. Ilis position was 
sudtlenly altered — bis iudopendcnce endangered; he began 
to fear that ho liad been too hasty in liis armngemontfi — 
too sanguine in hb calcuhitioim ; jiud how to extricate him- 
Bclf from this temporary crnhnrni^auKut wtM a quostion 
that must be quickly decided. He would bori'ow from no 
man ; he would dispose of his house, retire with his family 
and his books into some cheap, remote corner, either at 
home or abroad, and there vegetate until his fortunes 
became more propitious. 

This resolution was taken early in March ; and although 
the execution of his plan was often delayed, the plan itself 
was never abandonorl All the excursions subsequently 
made, whether in England or France, were made with the 
determination to find an asylum for his independence. In 
this refiolutton, perhapa^ he might have other motives than

Pix«n thiH time my intercourse with the Poet hecame 
rnoro frequent — a day seldom passed Wp-iUiout eeeing or 
bearing rrem him> At Llie hrcfikiaat or dinner tabl^^ 
pirticularly when tmrrounded by old friends — he was 
generally aninwited — full of anecdote — and alwap pro- 
jecting new sclwnics of benevolence* But still there was 
ft visible nhange in liia conversation — it seemed to flow leas 
frocly, it required an effort lo sui^port it, and on topics, 
in wliich he once felt a keen interest, ho now »aid but 
IttUe, or remained silent and ttionghtfiiL The ciiauge iii 
his outward appearance was still more observable ; he 
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walkod with a feeblo stop — complained of conataiu chillin^BB 
— ivhito his countetiaiice, unlosa v'ben Ue entered into 
GODvoi'sation, was strongly marke<t witli an oxprenion of 
lan^or and anxiety. The sparkling iiitolligonco Uiatoncc 
animated his fnaturns was gTEwdy ohwnirei ; h& quoted hw 
favourite authors with hesitation, because, ho told mo, ho 
often oould not recollect their names. 

Tbu grcsit i>hjuct uf his lift; ^va^ the txlucatloD of lus 
uiece ; in Uii3 he took a daily interest. He engaged tie 
be^ masters, lie spared no oTcpenso in books ; and Ikt 
progress, wliich he watched with the prido and Bolicitndc 
of a parent, was now hia only favcnrite theme. Ilia 
uioniiiigs, ns usual wcrp sppiit at Ina Chib^ where he canke 
into pleasing contact with many attached Eriends, who 
loveil him the more for the sad prospect they had of too 
soon losing him. 

On a Gre^fc day* — the most cheerful of this period- 
he appcai'od to rally ; wo spent one loog moroii^ with 
Homer — who, ho affirmed, knew more of the healing art 
tlian Hippocrates. But the good cflFects of the holiday 
were soon followed hv languor and depression, and a tottl 
inaptitude for study. One morning, however, he came to 
Park Square iu great glee : — "I have just come fipom a 
houfie," he said, ''where I was introduced to a lady, who 
much wi&hed for my acquaintanw. She is very aeiHi* 
mental— a poetess — deep blue — and you know how sB 
that sickens me. She expected, of course, to find me 
brimfiil of sfntimf>nt ; hut imagine h^r horror, when At 
found that I could talk of nothing but hcusokeepng ! 
Knowing ehe had just come from Dinan — the very place 1 
wished to visit — I &>ikod her tlic prices of uuitton, fuwLi^ 
dggSy butter, tiam, brea^l, milk, — every tlung in short chat 
can be required in a small family like mine. She answered

as distiuctlv as slio couI<t — but with nxi expresdon of cod- 
t^mpt for both me and my marketing geniuSt vrfaich 
DciUier her kdylike niAnners nor temper cowld disgiiiae. 
I took my leave with the prio' of v^^gffnhles ; and now, I 
dare say. &he Is giving free rent to her utter amazemont. 
But ncror mind," smd he, archly ; " I hare gathered bo 
much matter of Cict m tliis conTorsation, that I am deter- 
mined to ^isit the 8pot — and <juit poetry for domestic 
economy/' 

Thifi little incident decided his raoremetit : Dinan, he 
thought) was the very placo for retrenchment, antl he spent 
much time in acquiring furtJier information. He returned 
to the same houBc, hoping to qucation the lady on some 
other puiuU» ; but die w<i3 gone, and " quite diaappoint^^d,'* 
her friend told him, " with the introducUon " His mind, 
faowover, becoming intereBted in the speculation, liia health 
improvefL and lie made deliberate arrangements for a move 
fiouthwards. At length he writes : — 

"*/tt(y lOM. — I arrived at Dinan this evening safe and 
^■band ;" and next day, in a letter to hi» niece, he adds : — 
^^T havo been all aboul Dinan, and like the place very 
much- I have seen Madame de — and her daughters; 
The young ladieH are very agreeable ; but Madanio \h still 
confined to her sofa, and very weak. She is pining to see 
Mif» — , her favouritfi sister. And now, for my own 
part, I moan to bo back to London early next week, and 
get rid of my hoafic, by hook er by crook. Oh, tow 
Mcidame do — would ble^s us, if we could bring her 
sister with ua. I am sunj you will hke DinajL" 

In less tlian ten days he was again in Victoria Square, 
but in a <>tate of great debility. The little stock of health 
bo had taken out with him. had l>een quite expended in 
the Toyaga In the first letter written after his return 



homc^ the quid object of his nsh to DiniD is more fully 
explained : — 

**Ai^, 2*^ — I tdd yoa in mj last DOte» that I vas 
^gpng oat of town upon ^basLDUB' — Uiat business wa^ to 
VfaK Dinan. The sale of mj Fooms was at tlic lowest oU> ; 
ami Un Hoxon told me that> &om the uoirersftl dc^roesion 
of trade, it was in]i>05^l)le for him to predict when I might 
look for better things, Tbe pnwpect of my fUianoGS for 
the incoming year was thus rendered yery gloomy ! I had 
an oSer of a tenant for my house. The ialf-pnco living 
at Dioan was therefore a great temptation. Bui before I 
ahould go, I thought it would be better to reconnottro the 
f^ACO. I found it to correspond osactly with the doscrip- 
tioQ I tia^l gol of it* I cuibarked at SoulUamptou for 
St Malo. We had a roughish passage. The 9Ca-s]ckncH» 
made mo bring up blood, and cramped up my I<^ and 
arms with inesLpreShible agony. I spent some days at 
Dinan, where I found some pleasant people ; and, having 
made my survey, re-embarked for Southampton. The 
passage back was tolerably smooth ; but I am so bad a 
sailor, that my sea-aickncss returned, and I reached home 
in a state of wofui exhaustion. Now, hSior this, I must 
no more think of Dinan, or of any other transmarine 
migration. A few mjch voyages would have a great chance 
of killing me — and 1 wculd not undergo the thirty-dx 
hours' agony of going to. auJ coming from, Sl Mal<^ for aO 
the cheap living in tlio world. I am gradually recovering 
and hope to hoar of your continuing better. T. C." 

I found liim, as described, in "a state of woful exhaus* 
tion/ Ho had felt serious apprebensioos, he told me, of not 
reaching home ; and the account given of his sufferings 
was confirmed by his much altered countenance. For 
several weeks after this, lie was treated as an invalid — 
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partly in the " Campbell ward " at HompsteEd — where he 
cheerfollj conformed to the rult's, aiid slowly rccovoreci, 
nis friends were glad lie liad given up thoughts of Dinaii ; 
but it waa nuly given up m oxcliange for a more accessihlo 
point of the coast, aiid hU rosolutiou to quit London 
remained uDshakcn- The diOicidty of k-tting his hotisOf 
obliging him to retain possession, apj^eared to reconcile 
him to other difficulties ; but the moment he could find a 
ffiBpoctable tenants Lc ^as to sound n retreat, and transfer 
liifl household goods across the chaimel- It waa in this 
light, but tinafTectod manner, that he oflen spoke of his 
dcaign, and took the most active measures for its completion. 

" Sept, 2ith. — The Poet now resumed his old quarters at 
Hampstead, and remained with us a foi-tnight, alteniately 
visiting and receiving visita from his intimate friendfl. The 
JAurn;)!, from which these short ertries are tiken, remarkfl 
that he *' came to Rose Villa, looking very ill and voiy 
wcak,*^ — As soon as he coiJd walk about, he paid long ajid 
frequent viKita to the Mrs. Baillics, fi-om whom ho always 
returned much delighted with then: conversation, and bettor 
pleased with himself. With Dr. Park, who had visited all 
the scenery of Canipbcirs first pilgrimage in Germany, he 
tM>w and tlion took a drive ; and fomid in that amiable and 
^kcompliflhcd man cvciything to conciliate esteem and 
confidence. Mr BakewuU, thu well-known geologist, was 
another of our neighbours from whose conversation 
^Jampbell derived much pleasuro. Poetry and geology 
Irero never on better terms ; and it iB not without a certjun 
feeling of pl<Tasurc that I revert to men who have left 
behind them OTEomplos of gonuino woiili nni benevolence, 
lii Jie evvuingSt anil generally aftijr ^ walk ou the heath, 
had the choice of music, reading, and conversation. 
[o would often recite passages witli great eflect ; and

of the most umd/sh men that overlived. The next, how- 
erer, discovers the renl tone and current of his thoughts.

The next letter prcsetit^ another example of that stubliom 
indcpctideiico with which he confronted and defied every 
rcvereo of fortune- A friend, veil knowing the cause of 
hJB diminialied income, came TolunUirily for^'ard with a 
priTatc oflcr of accommodation, to which Campbell 
replied \— 

"Oct. 19/A. — I am infinitely obUgcd to you, my dear 
G — ^y, for your noble and kind offer of discounting a bill 
for 150/.» but I caimot avail mjf&elf of it. If Mr. — ■ Uvea 
on the 21th of Aiai'ch, he will discharge his debt to me 
faimBcl^ and 1 have somctlur^g hetw&cn me and want till 
that time But if — wMch may gDO<lness avert — trade 
should fail in the interim, the discounted bill would recoil 
upon me. plunge me in debl, or possibly you into a loss, 
br too great to be thought of — I am gbd to toll you I 
keep my hcaltli very well . - .

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Among oilier arrangcmcQt^s, wtuch his actual position 
and pro»pecU Huj^estcd, tLe last aud most importaut w» 
not neglected. To hie &icad, Mr. Moxou, the barrister,

About the same date, he was agitated by tho alarming 
state of bis sister's health ; ** but still/' he says, " I knou' 
not how — I augur and hopo that she will got over it, and 
be alive wheu I come to aee her in Edinburgii, a» t mean 
to do next May." He thanks Or, Borthwick most kindly 
for his letter, and adds, " My niece is well, and learaing 
Greefe from me." 

After long and serious meditation on the stato of his 
affairs, Campbell adopted a plan, which is thus dcYc]o|Krt 
in a letter to Mr. Richardson. His perfect candour aial 
long cxpcrioncc in the mysteries of AUtltorahip give it the 
stamp of authority ; and, in other respectST it ia a curious 
but melancholy document : — 

"Nov. IGM. — It may surprise you, and perhapa not 
agreeably, my dear John, to learn that I am about to poln 
lisli the forthcoming ctlition of my whole collected Pocmn 
by subscription ; but when I e:cplaiu mattej^s^ [ liiiak vtfi 
will agree that ilie step m neither dincreditable nor impru- 
dent. For several years past, the sale of all books — and 
that of mine amoi^ the rest — has been going down loirer 
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ver ; so tbat the sale of my Poems, which for a 
f years bcfoi-e, liad yielded nie at an average 500/, 
per acnuio, will not yield me now — if published imder the 
auspices of tho tradots — rnort.* than Kixty or Roventy per 
annum, and it may he luss I Tlie publishci^s charge ten 
per cent., or two ^shillings in the pound sterling, for merely 
publishing. The retail trade must have fire shillings in 
the poimd more; and the dinuer-sale* of the booksellers 
— whei*e tticy interchange tlieir hooks — inkos another 
sliilling a copy from the author, Kow, to print — especially 
with engravings — any work, say a thousand copies, for 
whicli one poiuid can he Riirly ii^kod, will cost 500/., or 
t«n shillhigs a copy. Binding and adverlismg together — 
vith gratis eopies to nowapapcrs, reviews, and other 
periodicals — will come to two nhilUngs a copy more ; eo 
tliat a sliilling, or a trifle more, \^'ilt ho left to the author ! 
When my Poems were in their palmy state, five or six 
hundred copies going off in a yoar^ay, in one year, ica 
ikousiuid Ment off — this scanty profit nwtde a goodly ama 
in the ma®. But in the fallen state of the sale, it leaves 
a miserable residue. 

"The booksellers, you will exclaim, are knavea; yes, all 
of them more or less — but eo are all traders ; nav. some 
of u$ wJtK and writers — including oven Writers to the 
SigDCt ! A good deal, however, may be said for the book- 
sollere. The main publifiher gives long credit to the 
retailer — wliilst he is accountable for every copy, and loss 
by his ten per cent. Again, the retailer gives credit to the 
piircliaser, over the counter, who often fails to pay him. — 
The wliolo sj-fitem is based on perilous credit. In one 
rapoct, the author is pitcomly at the mercy of his pub- 
lisher, who believes that no tjentfanan author can stoop to

By his old friends, the plan in contemplation was waniily 
espoQsed ; hut the proposals w<*ro very limited, and only 
made known in a few private letters. In one instance, the 
communication was auswercil by a cheque for a hundred 
pounds ; but, as Campbell had resolved to accqit uoUui^ 
beyend the selling price of one volume, the money so U1m> 
rally subscribed was never drawn-* The new edition was 
to contain upwards of fifty engravings on steel and wooA 
for which he had paid 450/. ; and the expense of pi-inting 
alone would amount to nt least five hundred pounds Of 
the [)reviomi edition he diHposod of copies to the value of 
300/. ; but this aum was not payable undl Ifarch foUow-

miud. But, to his honour ho it said, the reduction in his 
income caused no abatement of \m [)raclical benevolence. 
All who came to him in want or iu difliculty were welcome. 
No desenring object left his door emptj^-lianded, " A poor 
old gentleman," bo writes, " sadly off for habiliments, came 
to mc diis morning ; and I must hare given him moticj/ if 
I bad not given him clothes." — Such was Ids apology to a 
lady for his inability to assist her with a contnbution of 
winter apparel for the poor. Tlius. it was uniformly by 
money — clothes — books— or personal seiTicc'in oin3 M]ia]>e 
or Another, that be expressed liis sympathy — observing, as 
mcDtioncd in a former letter, that it was only by doing all 
the good iu his power, that be could testify his gratitude 
to a beneficent Providence, 
His pecuniary difficulties, however, were soon to temu- 
^fcato-^though not without a scvero pang to Ids sensitive 
^^^o-t. Hi^ eldest sister, so often mentioiLod in those pRges, 
^^B3 become more and more feeblu ; aitd in reply to a 
conmnmication from Bdinbui'gh, he immediately wrote to 
her as follows : —

to see you. Hut the thing is boyond my power for the 
prefwnt, and mil continue to bo so. probably, till late iu the

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(ituLnceii is Uio dispo&ul of copies of tlio new vdiUon of mj 
FoeiiLs among Diy friendB ; * and every day's absence from 
London would be an irretrievable loss, wliicli would distress 
nte Uio moro at priwunt, ra I liave mj niL-cc's education 
going on at a high rate. 

''My dear <^ster, I think of you all <lAy long; andn^t 
aufl morning I pray to Qod for you — that the Father of 
all mercies may mercifiilly assuage the infimiitiefi of your 
age, and reward your trust in Him by enabling you to 
boar tlio presoiit^ — to rellot:t (as you well may) on a useful 
and coascientiouA life ; and look fonvwd with higher hopes 
than this world can givet You have boon tlic bttsl of 
sisters to me — ever kind— ever gentle and geuorous. If 
in any respect I have failed in my duty to yoii, I know 
you wiQ forgive mc : aud limiiigh tlmt forgiveness I shall 
tlie eaflicr iriakc my p^^cd with (Jod. 

" Once more lot mo bestow upon you my heartfelt 
blesaing for tlie much kinflnoaa which I liavc ruocivod from 
you througli life. 1 vouchsafu; our Heavenly Father, to 
hear the prayers of a brotlier for his beloved sister I 

"Believe me, my dearest sister Mary^ your verya0eC' 
tionato brother, Thomas Cami^belu" 

This letter was read to hi^ sister about two hours before 
her death. She was quite sensible— scut liim her fervent 
blessing, and cxpii-ed with his letter iu her liaiuls,

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^P In a few dajs after tliis liate, Campbell was in Eiliuburgh, 
Mr, Ireland, who mec }um on his arrival, remarket! timt ho 
wa3 much broken down in health and spirits, and hanlly 
able lo disM^harge. Avith becoming fiminess, the last Had 
ol]ioc« (o which lie had heen called, His old friends 
lukAtCDOd to condole with him ; but so many of their looks 
aud vuicus reniiudcd him of tho^e whom ho had loved and 
lost in Eiiinburgh, tliat tlicir very efforts to cheer him 
added to liis depression. Ho had now outliv-od all Iiisown 
family — he felt himself ^'a brotherless hermit/' a more 
than "ehildlcas" parent ; the last secret hope to which he 
Iiad dung for years was also fi'iietrated ; and whether ho 
looked to the north or the south, cloiuh^ and darkness 

tined to cover the prospect. 
After the fnneral, ho devotod a few days to biisinosa, 
heir and execntor to }m sistor^ he presented lier late 
cofnpaninn. Miss Hostou. with (he household effects; made 
arrangements with his friend, Mr. Burna, W.S., regarding 
the money *»hc left him ; and thou, taking a last sorrowful 
leave of Edinburgh, he rettimed to London — but not with 
the air of improved health and spirits, which he had bo 
often derived from his fonner visits in Scotland. 

It could hardly escape the most casual observer — much 
less hb intimate frjondtt — that Campbell, to use the 
common phrase — was " fast breaking up ; " and they who 
now met him in the street, saluted him with but ill- 
dissembled SOITOW. 

Bui. however painful in other respects, this event 
restored him to independence. His pecuniary difficnltiea 
were removed at the very cvmn when their weiglit was 
becoming oppressive- The coincidence was rcaiarkablo ; 
and, after a few weeks, the relief it afforded had a 
beneficial influence on his healtli- The lands that now 
came into his hands were upwards of 800/, — but, although 
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bcqueailictl to Iiini its a tt'gnay^ it wait oiilyt so far ae it 
wenU a rcpa\iiicnt of the princi)ial, as stated iu a tetter to 
liis ucphcw Roberti** ^vhen cakulating tlie smn rc<iuireJ to 
educate, and establish him in a mercantile hwtsc- 

The Bplondid edition of his Poems being now issued, the 
result ^v^as equal to hia most san^ine expectations, 
Notliing seemed wanting to liis improred means> but health 
to enjoy them. His intentions, however, of changing his 
domicile remained tlic same ; and the chief motiTe for 
selecting France was, that the education of his niece, which 
he had found very expensive in London, could be there 
continued on tonus extremely moderate. Uc tliought 
aJbo that, by cressiJig the Oiamiel, hi^ health \rouId be 
ro-cttablished ; hut ho never, perhji]>s, took into aeriouB 
consideration the amount of sacrifice that must be incurred 
— jjecuiiiary and olhenviae — before these chaugos could be 
effected. 

No purchaser waa yet found for his lease ; and, in the 
TDcaotime, his littJe household was kept up with the same 
comfort and regularity as tiitherto. On the fin^t of Juac^ 
he gave an evening party to all his triends then in town ;

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and nothing of tho kind CFcr went off more agreeably ; 
but in giving Uiid party, it ma^ be said he wa^ taking a 
&ual leave of tlic wcrtd. 

H«> thea made »d excur^an to Chcltcnliam ; find, aflcr 
ooUBiJting the eminent phyaicinn of that place, Dr. Baron, 
liu made a blioti trial uf Ujc water. 1 v,'h^ tht^u at 
Hastings : and, writing to mc, afler liig return home, ho 
mys: — "Julf/Gik — Your letter found me drmking the 
waters at Cheltenham for a fortniglit. They did me 
much good, and would have douo me more, but for two 
circum^aticee. In the first place^ the weiithcr was 
intensely cold — indeed, I bhidl nt-ver think of Chelteuham 
without a shuddering recollectiou^not of * holding a fire 
in my liand,' but of holding my bauds over the fire, on the 
firat of July 1 In the ncjcl place, I was obliged to leave 
London without having got a decisivo answer fi-om niy 
man of business iu £diubiu-gh. Tins vescatious flileucc 
brought me mci^e bile ihim the ^vatcni could rid me oil . . 
I shaU have a settling letter oa Mouday ; and oa Tuesday 
next I shall set out from hencCt vifi Dover, iiicco and all. , . 
I am not without hopes that we may liarc tlie good luck 
to meet you at Dciver — in which cbs&, we shall spend a day 
together — not to speak of our better hopes of getting you 
over to Boulogne. T. C/' 



Accompanied by mv wife and sister, I posted to Dovcr» 
and found the Poet and Miss Campbell at the York Hotel. 
He wn*i in gooH spinls — pleased with the tliought of eman- 
cijxaling himself from the caics and expenses of London, 
and tlie prospect of a cheerful retirement at Boulogne. In 
Ibis feeling, though they appeared to asaent, his friends 
eould hardly sympathise. But the step wm taken ; it 
was too lat€ either for remonsti'anco or objection — and he 
VKUA not ia a mood to tistcii to any gratuitomt questions of 
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" expediency." I Uien gave liini Ititters to the consul. 
Ut. Hamilton ; and wc spent tlie evening together in 
cheerful convcrsatioiL 

Next morning, at ten aclock, Cfunpbell and his afifeo 
tionnto niece loft by the "Royal Gcorige eteamer," for 
Buiilogii;.'. W« tuok leave wiLh a »ii])er«iilions fooling — 
as if "ooming events cast their shadows before," — and 
vatcbed tlieir progress^ till tltc vc^el and ita ominous 
Hmokc disappeared in the liorixou. In AuRust, he caime 
to London on some urgent bu&ino^ regarding the houso. 
fttiU on bia hands, and spent a day with us ; but, althoi^h 
a few letters passed botMr^^cu na, wo never saw him agoio, 
until wo met at lua deathbed. 

From the letters here alhidecl to, I annex sucli extracts 
as may Hum up the brief history of his rosidonce at 
Boalogne. From the consul ho met with a cordial reccp* 
tion ; and, two days after his aiTiva!, be wrote to me aft 
follf>WB :— 

"Ju(y 15/A. — We had a slower passage to this placo 
than your kiudneSH predicted — foiir b^urs. My iiiect 
was xk\ — I was net. Wc like Boulogne exceedingly, 
Mr IlaTiiilton recommended and brought us to a t[uici 
hotel, where he advises us to fix in preference to furnished 
lodgings* We pay thirty napoleons a month, and thirty 
francs to the servants — a good sum ; but wc save all tbe 
vexation and trouble of having a servant in lodgings. Wc 
have two bod-rooms — with a A]>lcudid sitting-room, and 
breakfnst, dinner, and tea. The air of this upper part of 
Boulcjgiio is quiU; exhilarating ; and my comjilexion is 80 
clear tliat, when shaving in tlie glass, I stajt like NarcisBnf 
witli astonishment at my own beauty ! Nor imagine tbaty 
in ascending to the high region of tlie town, wo hai'€ failed 
to find higli acquaintam-ea. Alexander Prince of Oonzaga 
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and Dnkc of Mantua, is our fellow lodger and messmate at

He is a 
younger man than myeelf, but looks nearly as old — juft 
in order to keep mo in oouuteminca 

** The Boulognese ai-e much handsomer — or rather 
infinitely less ugly — than the people of any other part of 
Franco that 1 have seen. 1 observe men, women, and 
children as good-looking as the average of the EngliAli— 
beautiful cliildrcu, too I — I stopped ye^stcrday to shake 
handiH witli a lovely child about &ix — a [>orfect model of 
Hubens* beauty.

In a few days after writing this letter, Campbell ivnx 
again in Boulogne, where he Irnd Uikon. and was now fur- 
nishings an old mansion in the upper town. With tbc 
view of continuing his M3* work on lutcicut geugraphj^ 
he writes to Mr. W. Moxon, — " I very much wish to have 
two books — Wilkinson's * Manners aiid Customs of Andert 
Egypt;' the other. Wilkinson on 'Eg;}ptian Agriculture/ 
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As 1 wish to put you to as little unnecessnry expense jia 
possible on my account, I nill imniediatoly, on receiving 
notice that you Iiare got these hoolts, remit you the prico 
of them i" thus evincing his charact<?riRtic punctuality, and 
indicating the subject wliicli was flow to occnpy his raind 
and pen. 

Ilia next letter, addressed to mo from his ftew home^ 
evinces the aame cheerful touo, which ho maintained to

^ In the few short notes writloii subsequently, he reiterates 
die complaint of " keen, cold weather," to which he ascribes 
tho feeling of indolence and torpor tliat appeared to grow 
upon him. But, unliappily. tho feeling of continual chilli* 
iKfls which he describes aa distressing vtus to bo explained 
eu grounds more serious than climate — it indicated the 
alow but sure progress of disease. He continued, however, 
to accommodate binisoif rigidly to drcumstances. He laid 
down a pbin of daily study — joined one or two parties at 
Ibe C<msul*s— and, by diversifybg hi^ time with reading, 
WfiUdug, and conversation, endeavoured to remedy tho 
many inconveniences of hitj new and strauge ix'sideuce. 
But there is no substitute for old friends. Philosopher as 
be was, and strore to bo, tho home-sickneas was upon him ; 
and though he generously spared his friends that convic- 
tion, the fact cannot he disputed. 

Ho bad now begun to look about him ; ajid tho follow- 
ing letter shows tliat his talent for obserration was as keen 
Bs even TIic sketch he gives waa — then, at least — a too

CHAPTER IX, 



notTLOOyi.— T«E CLOSrSG 8CEXB. 

Is tlie condition described, and in a climate hy no 
means frientUy to hi* coustitution, Campbell was over- 
takea by a severe vrinter, Tho wbolo tenor of his daily 
life waa cluiiiyed. With few or none of the resources 
which th<^ habits of forty yejire hnd renilerod ncwssary to 
his comfort — no familiar FricndB— no litcrftvy club — he 
scon found the high town cf Boutogue had nothing to 
recouimeuJ it as a lunnicd reUruuicnU But it was the 
place of bis choice ; and, baling made that choice in the 
height of summer, VF-itliout sufficiently calculating, pothaps. 
the changes of eeason, it was too late to reclify the mistake. 
In the society of lus nicec, and of one or two privat* res?i- 
dentK, he sought compen*atioij for the lo8» of a wider circle 
-^that of which ho bod !ong been tlio ornament ; and, 
watching the great world only tlirough the loopholes cS 
retreat, he resolved to profit by tho change. Reduced eo 
what ho liad bo pathetically described — the condition of 
"a widowed sire" — 

" A lviit;lv UcTiuit In tLi« vole of jcan," 

he had fttill^ like the English Seneca, " eomowbat of tlie 
best things, wliicb he woidd thankfully enjoy, and wmt 
the i*6st with contentment." Hu bad found by cxporienct 
that "amidst the rolling and turbulence of present Uiings^ 
nothing dotb fio establish the mind as a look above them 
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beyond thoni/' By llie frcso use of \m pen, he 
still hoped to niamtain hU position iii tlie Lterary world. 
Determined not to vegetate in rGtirement, he had laid 
down a plan to which ho meant to nrUicrc, in the rlifitri- 
bution of his time ; and by the esei'ciso of his mind, 
he had a fair prospc(:t of making up for Uiose physical 
privationB, whicli men of tlio world arc too apt to rogiird 
ag the greatest innls of Hfe. Ho loolccil alao, as he has 
Iflld us, to a I>etter immortality than that of literary fame 
— to "the existence which shall commence when the Btono 
is laid over my head/' ^ aiid, with such hopes to prompt 
and direct his studies, he dmred to exemplify in his own 
practice, what he ha^l so cto({ticntly recommended in his

Ho calculatod "not upon a long, but a uflcful lifo'— ho 
eren expressed hi^ appicliension tliat the " lea^e liad 
almost expired ;" but yet the mere fact (^f his having 
recently purchased an annuity, shows that he still flattered 
himself with the hope of lengthened days. He imagined* 
prrliaps, Umt thn tranquil life ujion which he hat^l now 
resolved would produce a mhitary ofToct upon his 
heaiili, and conduct him even to the patriarchal age of 
bis fothcr. Such hope, indeed, I Imd heard him express \ 
and though it may have been often daanped by his own

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bo^Iy ftcnsadons^ it -was the /lopc timt attended him to hia 
very laet day in England. At Boulogne-, although he 
never tost his fortitude, nor expressed much sohdtude on 
tlie object of his hcalUi, Uiis hopo became much lees 
sanguine, until it finally subsided into the conviction that 
Ilia days were numbered. 

* * * • « 

His lirst effort, on taking possession of his new domicile, 
was to arrange and classi^ his Ubrar}' ; but the labour 
was more tlian lie could accomplish ; and the books were 
never restored to their sh<*IveR. On every voIuiul^ how- 
ever, in eompKment to hia niece, ho wrete hiis name — 
Uierebj enhancing its Tftlue — aud giW»g it a niclaucboly 
interest in the eyes of posterity. IIis correspondence waa 
soon limited to two or tlirce old friends. His notes from 
Boulogne though imiisually sliort, and seldom written, 
perhaps^ Imt in answer to some pressing inquiry about bis 
lioalth, were nevertheless cbecrftd and ctch facetious— 
coniplainiog of nothing but the cold winter — tlie " brwrzy 
heights" and '* Klipiwiy^ atrectii" of tlie town; but his 
thotight3 lay much deeper — turning upon the solemn 
question, in Ids own words — 

" Soy. what daya shall 1 mbctit ? 
'ItJl, my »onU thiiLr sum ! " 

A.^ the year drew to a close, his habits became more and 
more retired — and necessarily so, for his health was 
rapidly declining ; and although he mustered strcngtii, in 
one or two instances, to join a friendly <b'nner party at 
tliG British consulate, Mr. Hamilton remarked eymptorosof 
increased languor and debility, which were much aggra- 
vated by hifl Imbitual dLsrcgnrd of regimen. Hia furthest 
walk did not extend beyond the reading-room, in the lower 
town ; and his daily promonaLles were olleu confined to a 
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short turn on the Boulcvaxda, atteiidud by his nk'i^o, when 
tho weather wns inviting. But those vrnrc gi-ailu^Jly 
fibortened, until, at lsis<U with his books amiind bim, luul 
the oomfbrt of a ciicerful hearth, he resigned hinuelf to an 
arm-clnur in the library, and shut himself up for the 
wint4^r. 

The early part of the day vrtm devoted to the work 
already naraeil— lectures or lessons on classical geography ;* 
and to render it wortliy of his owu name, he entered upon 
an exteusiire cour^ of reading. To have carried out hia 
plaii to the extent proposed ^YOutci havo engaged hitn for 
at loa&t two yojiTft ; but it was a pleasing labour, and well 
calculated, he thought, to supply a desideratum in our 
school lil^rarieE, The new yeart however, brought addi- 
iionid causca for ahmu. lie complained of debility, and felt 
iucre<u«u<i diJiincKnatiiin to iiieutFtl or budUy excrtiuu. lli» 
usual studies were laid aside ; and what was formerly 
rdfiorted to as a pleasant relaxation, was now regained as 
an insufferable ta»k. His interest in political ercnt8» 
however, was little abated, Tlic daily papers threw oi>cn 
to him tliG great political movements, in which he often 
evinced the anxiety of a patriot> with a forcahiidowing of 
events that waa almost prophetic. Ho etill dreaded and 
foretold the progress of Russia, mid her designs upon the 
general policy of the Continent — 

" . . . . Norwfrgiiui wooiifl slmll build 

Ilin fleet*; ^hc S»i?(l(> bia vng^iil, mm] lUtj Tauo ; 

The ^]t\w. of Hdy kingdoms shn)l bt* IJllM,

u length, as the s\Tnptomfi of his malady inereased, 
Ikj flmpped all personal intercourse with his friends — 
several of whom were hie countrymen — rcsidenle io

But although unable to n^coix'C bia friends, he ^viis not 

left to a chctrlc»s soUtuclc. Ui^ faToiirite authors were 

read Co him ; bttci's from anxious and admiring friends 

followed him to hi» retreat ; thti public prints spoke of him 

as tbcy had ever done ; he had the most i)l(^ng evidence 

that tlie world, which he endeavoured to for^'ct, had not 

forgotten liini ; ai:d that, to liia privato fiiends, distance 

and aeparatiou had only rendered his memory more 

predouB. Ho was always fond of music, — particularly 

thoac aii'H with which he had been ftuniliftr iu early hfa. 

His great favourite was the Marseitlaise hymn, whicli he 

first heard at Ratisbon, in 1 800 ; and he now hstcned with 

evident satisfaction while Mise Campbell played it to him. 

In the long winter evenings Lis library was the fiunily- 

room ; and often, when the houi-s appeared to move 

heavily, some witty or quaint remark from the iovahd 

threw a cheerful light into the little circle,^ and inspired 

hoj^es which the speaker himself, nevertheless, could not 

feel. He appeared to be fully aware of his situation; and 

confessed, when speaking of his own sensations, that be 

" had a forecast of death." In converaalion, however, Le 

8tiU continued cheerful ajid communicative^-quoting his 

favourite authors, and pointing out their beauties.

It was now more than two months since I had rcceiveil 
any letter from his own hand ; and the casual reports 
tliat reached mo from Boulogne wore vague and unsa*

On receipt of this sad report I wrote to tlie Poet, and 
Hiss Campbell, with a few (uggestions respecting 

rtrcatment to be adojitcd in the ahflenee ftf his usual 
medical adviser After an interval of several weeks^ 
when some improvement bad taken place, he wrote as 
follows^it was his latt letter : — 



" March 23rrf, — Tliis climate upon tlie whole agreed with 
ay heahh. but now the coldness of it renders mo torpid 
and indolent If I had money to spare, I should remove 
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to a warmer spot — but I am iu a cloft etick ; for I have 
neither money to moot tlic expense, nor courage to &cc 
the toil and trouble of remoTal, . . From so dnll a 
place ns thU you can hardly expect that I should sond 
you much interesting news. Tliifl is a city of priests, 
cloistors* and belU. — The last of tliom oro intended to 
indicate the hours — hut they fail to do go ; for Oicy clftflh 
and clank all tuguthcr, m that U> my cais Uiey arc u 
ujiintcUigihlo as persons in a squabble— all speaking at tho 
same time- . . I amuse myself with my Eivourite 
study, Ancient History, and sometimes am agreeably 
surprised to find that I <hspovor novelties in the subject 
Among tliesc is this — that, whereas it vras my full Iwlief 
that tho GroelcB invented almost every thing for tJiem- 
BolveSj I now perceive that tUcy borrowed almost ereij 
tliiug — their oracles, their mysteries, their mastc, painting, 
and sculpture from Eg;}'pt ; although it must be granted 
that the Greeks were n/*;;i'or/;i^ boiTOwers- . . T. C." 

*• April 28,"^-I vms inform<?d, " Hw health, tbongli not 
what it uflod to bo in London, is much hotter now, sinee 
the weather has come in more mild- - M- C." 

Tho slight improvement here mentioned was soon 
followed by an aggraration of symptoms, a gradual and 
visible decay of bodily strength, from whidi he never 
rallied. He could no longer apply to any definite task; 
but lie added, though at long interraU, a few pagos to hi^ 
proposed lectures; and endeavonrod to find ounusotDont id 
rcatlirig, or tho conversation of his Niece, whose oducatioii 
wns atill contiimtnl undi^r his direction. On the 8lh of 
May he was siifBcicntly well to write a codicil to his will, 
by which he lefl her all moneys and personal effecta 
belonging to him, or to which he might be entitled, in the 
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n of France, at tlie lime of his decease. This was, 
probaMy, tlic last document writtcu vritli Ma own Uatid. 
And riow he tniglit have said, with an eldfrr poet, ** I have 
done vritU the world — I haTc tasted the streets aiid the 
bitters of life, and have nty duBiiXJ iv itsjiuHt the draught I " 
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Iq another nianth our woi'st apprehensions were con- 
firmed by the following passage in a letter fmm Mies 
Campbell : " Since I ln>-t wrote to yon, my ]>eor iinelc has 
been very ill. Uo is iww confined to bed ; itnd uJtliough 
Dr. Allatt says tliure is no itmnt-diatc tbiiigcr, Uc has little 
hopes of his ultiuiiite recovery. Although lie is in a stato 
of the greatertt vroakjjcss, his mind is |>erf€-ctly collected.'* 
This was the time when 1 know from experience, that 
lO viiitt of an old fi*iend would bo timnkfnily r^L^mved. He 
luul often told me tliat if taken ^ytwu^fy ill. care should 
be taken to accjuaint mo "with the fact; and with that 
conditional ft.ssnrance we had paried. So long, therefore, 
as I did not beJir to the conlraiy, 1 flattered myself with 
the hope, though ill founded, tliat he woidd recruit as 
fonnerly when the warm weather came. But now that 
Uio case appeared in ita worst light, there could be no 
he&itatiuti as to tbe part I was called on to perform** — 
although Bereral *hiys ekpsed before I was enabled to carry 
^my wishes into eficct.

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Tlie following extracts mv taken from a private joumaJ, 
vritten at the time. But to select such passage only as 
may bring the cloidng scene before tbo reader is a 
difiioiilt — a delicate taak. It is only from a Aense of 
historical responsibility, atid with a timid hauil that I 
venture to make the attempt — oiJiittiiig^asfkr as I can, alt 
professional details : — 



**June itL — HaWng executed the commiasiooa con- 
tained in Mi58 Campbell's letter, I made vhat arrango* 
ments I could for ton days' al>scnco. Wc started fi-om 
Lf>ndon at half-past eleven — roaelted Folkestone at a quar- 
ter bcfort" three — and next monjing proceeded by the first 
packet for Boulogne, where we arrived early in the after- 
noou. From the Hotel des Bains, we went to the Poet's 
house in the Upper Town. il\s$ Campbell had been very 
aiixiom for our arrival — both on her uncle's account and 
her owih She ha(l only a Rdigteme to assist her in the 
duties of tlie uck chatnljor. Slie told us hor uncle liad 
boon confined to hid bod more tlian three weeks, and 
thought we fihoitld find him much altered. Dr- AUatt* 
an Kiiglisli physician at Boulogne, had seen him frequently, 
but pronouucod the case hopeless. Great interest had 
been oxpixisscd by Uie Consul and other British reaidonl* 
during his ilbiesa. and personal inquiries were made daily 
at tbo house ; hnt he had neiUier st^eu nor convorsod with 
any one for imtuy wooks."

"We then entered the library, adjoining the Poet's 
bedroom, aiul the next minute found us at his side. Ve 
were all greatly shocked ; for he was widly changed. 
The arrival of old friciida seemed to ircvive him — Hi* 
words woi^, a£ ho held my hand— -^' Vicit of aiigeU from 
heaven," — thinking, pcrUnps, of the dreary interv&l «iuce wc 
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parted in London. He spoke to each witli n faint amili*, 
hit in few words, and with that peculiar lightening of tho 
eye wiiich gave Forcible cxpresaion to all he Haici. 

"To every qtioation respei?ting his liealth, ha merely 
repeated — 'tolerably well;' and then, with an apatliy as if 
bo fbtt little interest in the aubjeul, be liuiied to ^iomething 
else, or remained silent. He was not siiflering from any 
pain ; all that lie complained of wns weakness, and a 
morbid sensation of chilliness, for wliich he was allowed 
the use of stimulants. Tie lay on his left side in a half 
recUniog posture, looking to tli6 window eastward, and 
with an expression of anxiety in his countenance that 
waa vtrj' toucliing. To others, it seemed to achlress an 
appealing question — "What ia to be doneT I must not 
allovr fancy to be mixed up with these little details; but 
words, we thought, could not have asked the question more 
plainly- — 

*^ I remarked that hia eye followed me, aa I pfwsed from 
one part uf t!ie n.'um to tbu other, ajid seemed to imply 
that ho bad much to say — but little strength to say it. 
This waa still more evident, when, holding out his hand 
eagerly — he figniii thanked us with a feeble voice for this 
proof of old friL-iuUbip. 

" I then loft him to recover from the e^citcmont caused 
by our i-iidt, and returned to his bedside late in the 
evening. He was then quite (!film — like a person half 
asleep — but perfectly scnfible. . , I told him several 
uicideut8 that had happened amonget hia londou friends 
nince he left them, with the kind mesaagr^s of which I 
waa tlio bearer. To these ho listened with much interest, 
but made no R'ply* The only r|uestion he bad Htreugth lo 
aak was respecting the health of a much valued friend at 
Sydenham ; and my answer being satisfactory, he expressed 
liitiiself much comforted.

" 111 tlio oTening, a relation of my own,* whom ho had 
known many years, and i;rho ao^ompanied u^ from LondoB 
on this visit, read prayers from the Liturgy at his bed- 
sido, — and that Liturgy, of vhich tlic Poet had so often 
exprctsscd his admiration in health, was a sourc%3 of comfort 
in the hour of ^ckness. lie expressed himself ' soothed — 
comforted ;' and, after a few words uttered in a whisper.

On Thunday, June 2rtli, arrangements were made ti> 
have the coffin embarked for London ; and oooordingly, at 
midnight, attended by the Consul and a few admirii^ 
friends and sympatliisers, it wns taken from the Pout s lat« 
residence to the pier in a hearse, and put on board the 
" City of Lonclnn " Kteamer for England, Afr. Sempill, of 
Boulogne, very kindly undertook the duty of attending the 
Poet's remains to London. Next day^ at sevea o'clock in 
iho evening, my coH?xecutor. Sfr, W. Moxon, and T met 
Mn Sempill and the Poet's nephew at the Ijondon Bridge 
wharf, where the melancholy task was transferred to us.

Many hjid come from 
distant piirta of the country to witness the ceremony ; and 
it waji pleasing to observe men ef all political creedg, in 
every dejiartment of government, in all gradations of rajik 
and intellect^ corrlially uniting to p;iy the last offices of 
friendship and Admiration to a great Poel^ The day waa 
fine, the fimeral arrangements were made on a libcrfil 
scale, oil the company appeared in mourning, and nothing 
wa« Maniliig to I'aider the apectaclo deeply sulenni and 
im|>resaivc. Among the early arrivals were the Duke of 
Argyll ; Mr. Richanlson, the oldest friend of the Poet then 
present ; the Premier, Sir Robert Peel ; Viscount Strang- 
fonl; Mr. J. fMocIdi-irt; Lnrd Aberdeen; Rt Hon. T. B- 
Macaulay ; Lord Brougham ; a guard of Polish nobles ; 
Lord Dudley C. Stuart ; Can^plxrll of I*Iiiy ; Iiord Leigh ; 
Colonel Szyrma ; Ijord Campbell ; with a numerous body 
of private friends and admirers. Never, since the death 
of Addison, it was remarked, had the obsequies of any 
liberftry man been attended by circumstances more honour- 
able to tho national feeling, arid more oxprossivo of cordial 
ftfipect and homage, than those of Tlioina? C^uuiibell.

character of having a solid mind, and have been bred up 
by a sensible mother Besides, though I don't lead a dull 
and gloomy life, I live in nothing like difislpntien. Ton 
will see or hear notliing to tuni either your A^Mrf or yow 
head. You shall have eyery opportunity for the cultiva* 
tion of your mind, provided I see you stud}Tiig attd roadrng 
no more than is consistent with the most perfect state of 
your bodily health ; plenty of indulgence io the piono-forUf 
if you like it, for tliat can never hurt you ; but tto stooping 
over lioolcft or pictures, nor r&vling alonJ, till I am rid of 
all fear about tho dolieoey of your dicsL ; plenty of exer- 
cise in fine weather, toid plenty of cheeiliil company and 
conversation, eMpocially with tho better part of yonr own 
sex. I vrlsh you to write to mo sometimes. Don't vriie 
me ilatteriug letters about your gratitude, for that grati- 
tudo is all by antieti>ation. Let it bo proved first that I 
have done my duty, and then you may thank me. Write 
to me as you wotild speak to mo — simply and naturally — f*>r 
studied letters arc nc%-er good. Do not be afi-aitl of roe as 
a critic, and slxuly only your orru AcalfAt not to come to mo 
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acawnpUfiheJ atul vise beyond your years. Take pains — 
always avoiding ttio upplioation that may hurt your ohost 
— ^to write a bold, uquarc, regular hand. 1 had hy nature 
a bad hand of writing ; not a aculHou nor an ostler s boy 
ever wrote a worse hand than 1 did ; but by pains and 
perseverance I now mte so far weli^ that I can bok 
without liispleaaurc on my own ilSik 

"Girc my lf>vo to your nnthnr and your brother. Tell 
your mother not to griovc at the prospect of eight months 
licnoe trusting licr daughter to me. 1 will bo yi^nr Kpoiisor 
tliat you shall never forgot your mother, nor think of hor 
with less lively affection than at present Voii will never 
cease to tlunk of her with gratitude.

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M. Buzimch,* of whom Campbell lias made honourable 
mentiou iu his Letters from the South, was a personal 
flnend of tlic warlike Emir, Abd-el-Kader. He was a tall, 
athletic, and powerful man ; with a flash of the wild Arab 
in his v\\\ and a frank and fearless expression of coun- 
tenaniT that took the Poet^s fancy, and carried him back, 
in thought, to the nnldemess of Mascara. On dining 
ti»gcthon with one or two travelled firiends, at my house^ 
CamphoH told us many incidents of his African adventures^ 
which liuanach confirrue^l The story of the Hon which 
he hcul hoeutl roaring in the desert, saw shot, and his ionffue 
ATVt\l up at a repast in the Arab tent nest day, was told 
iu hi:?i own jvouliar way, ''And now," said Buznach, "I 
wukhuKt ^^mt^thiiig of a hon ;" and he told us the fol-

ith increased rigtlance and caution. A little beyond us, 
tbe rock3 were thickly elmdetl with copsewood ; and there 
we promised ourselves a short respite from the heat, which 
had bw'Oine oppre<i9ive- But jiwt as we approached the 
entrance, our vedette suddenly halted ; and tho noxt 
moment wc were startled by the roaj- of a lion in the paas. 
Wc could not bet* him in hU ainbuHcado^but no doubt ho 
saw ufi veiT distinctly, and meant to hiy us under coatri'- 
bution. Jloved ^^^th instinctive teiTor, om' horses be^^an 
to snort, and paw, and actually trembled undoi' us. In a 
moment our position liad become embarrassing — net that 
the Uon would inatantly spring upon ua — but it was impos- 
sible to uTj^c our hoi"ses forwanl ; and iu a few uuuutes 
we should have boen in absolute danger &"om jostling one 
another The only worIs were ' halt — bo firm,' But the 
horses were almofit unniaiia^e&hle, aud the moment waa 
perillouB. The officer in comnmnd^-superbly mounted, 
and well worthy of aucli a barh — darihcd forward ; but his 
liorst: — that wuidil hitvc Cicyd au upt'u battery — sudJeul^ 
feared* wheeled round, and he was on the point of being 
thrown, Quickly reeovering himself, however* he inado 
another desperate effort— bounded forward — fired his 
pistols — killed the lion^and i!ic next instant his charger 
dropt dead imtkr htm/' Campbell, like the rest of tiio 
eompauy* was deeply interegted by this stoiy; and tho 
evening passed away amidst sketches of wild African adven- 
ture, that had a strange sound in English cars-

One day that Colonel P and another officer of the 

Guards were dining with us. the conversation turned 
upon duelling — suggested, probably, by a woii which had 
just apj>eared.

^ Swerved them righi,'' said Campbell ; '' now I wiU tell you 
something much better — an instance in which neither 
jxirty was killed On ray way to Paris in 1814, I spent 
a few days at Rouen, Things were still in a very 
unsettled state — national animosities ran high ; but, 
thanks to my Campbell complexion, I was not taken 
for an Englisbman ; and as 1 spoke little, I heard a 
great deal among the disbanded militaires, unsuspected of 
[Kirtiality to the perfitlious Angleterre/' He then described, 
in hi-s dry humour, the charactei-s that fre^iucntcd the 
cafes and tablc-d'hite and continued : — " One evening we

** The qucatioaa of tlie day were takeu up, one aftor 
another. aiiJ simnnarily disiiosed of The cvculs of the 
]sutt cajiii>ajgti Wi*rc criticiscsl with great iK^rimoiiy ; 
pononti — fncta — oil J ochievcmonttt were coaBunxl and 
di&lorted wuiniiKirilj^ ; aiid <sveii tliitt adiuirablc Uiixig, 
English gold, was treated as the basest of metals* It 
was mucti rcs|>ected, nevertheless, hy every pci-aou at the 
hotel. Fearing no contradiction, t^ach six>ke in his turu, 
and proHounceil vehement philippics on the govcnimetit 
of Enghuid ; hut I mu«t do them the justice to say. (hey 
allowed Iter an)iy to he Hccoud unly io tficir own.

Bui this wai inipo&Hiblc ; pi<]Ued at uiy 
BilCDOC, one of the moustaches — determined to have my 
concun'eiu'e — l>awlod out — ' K'est-ce pas vT»i, Monsieur V 
I looked hitn steadily in the &ice, ami with u\] the coolness 
1 could aft^ume, answere<l : — ' Non — Mf^naiour. co n'est 
paa vro! ! ' {I think I may liavo said something about 
meuiwngij — hut n« Djatt*,'r). Never wn» orator tukcu 
more aback. "Pus vrai T Ho trembled with rage — 
iacroased, no doubt, by the discovery of my Anglo-Ki'ench 
pronundAti(ju.

All this the Toet acted witJi a dry humour peculiarly 
his own; concluding with affected triumph — "^ You see 
how a man of genius can get out of a Hcrape. 1 hope it 
will be a ^lutary le^on to you Guardfimen — it was the 
moat eanguinury afiiur I waa over engiLgod in ! " 



Speaking one evening of liis vteit to Paris in 1S14,* lie 
dwelt with nmch &itisfaetion on his having had the hononr 
of escorting Airs. Siddons iluxmgh the Louvre, and of 
meeting John Keiuble and her at the house of Madame cle 
Stael. But one night on their way home, afler dininij 
there, Kemhte and the Poet got into a warm dispute oboot 
the rcapcctivc mcrilfl of actors and authors. Kemble 
Mzry kindly uflurcd tu introducL; him tu Taluui, wliom he 
praised as the gi-eatest of living men. "^ I was piiiued,** 
aaid Campbell, ** for the lionour of my own crafUaJid toU

Well, I was in a hurry, as 
u^llal thanked her much, received the mformation, and 
va? jusi wishing her good morning, when ahe hesitatingly 
asked if I would kindly put mv name to a charity sub- 
5*criptac*n-lisL " By aJl means :' and, putting on my glasses, 
1 vTiiiic- 'T, Campbell' and returned it with the air of a 
m&ii vito Las done E4>mething handsome.

''Dec. 26;A, 1840, — If by chance you should hear it 
remarked that I have not subscribed towards the monu- 
ment intended for my noble and excellent friend, Lord 
Holland — be so kind as to state the cause of my non- 
subscription. It is no diminution of regard for that good 
man's memory — but simply my finding, from the state of 
my finances, that, if I oSer five pounds (the smallest sub- 
scription, I believe, that can be offered) to the intended 
monument, I shall disable myself from having that sum 
this year to contribute to the Mendicity Society— an Insti- 
tution '^ of indescribable mercy and usefulness to the poor 
wretches who, to the miseries of 'looped and windowed 
raggedness' are exposed to suffer the edge of hunger, and 
have nothing to appease it — bating the aid of charity — 
but the ' bare imagination of a feast ! * T. C," 

In the month of Augi^t, 1837t — as the reader may 
recollect, Campbell went by sea to attend the great 
Anniversary Meeting of the Printing Art in Edinburgh, —

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"I became first acquainted with Mr, Campbell in conse- 
quence of hiA couaitL, Captain Robert Campbell, baring 
nuun'ied a Wly of Montgomorysliire. Shortly afterwards 
he asked aw to dine with him at the Club. An huur 
before dinner while we took a walk together, ho jLsked mc 
many questions about Wales, Welsh litemture, character 
of the people, &c^ — observing that Ue had long intended to 
it the Principality. * Yon have told me/ said he, ' about 
early bards, heroes, and examples of heroLsm in tlie old 
firitisli ; caa you give mc sonic auccdutc of a iriodem 
Wdshinan — of the peasantry, for instance?' After a 
httle consideration I told him the follo^^ing, — an incident 
that oi-curretl betweoii twenty and tliirty years ago : — 
In Tnwyn, Merionotlmliiro, dwelt ClrifBtli Owen, a very 
humble individual, but an excellent performer ou the 
triple-stringed, or old Wclah harp. He was respected by 
every one, and had seen more than eighty winieii* ; but 
sorrow was in store for him. The partner of his long life 
^jvas irtaized with mortal illness, and within a few daya 
^ferried to the grave. But this was oidy the beginning of 
^Bwen'fl grief: his son was taken middenly ill, and veiy 
^^lerlly after bocamo a raving jnaiuac. Now in Wales, from 
^^ime hnmcmorial, the ]jeoplo have been in the habit of 
^fiBcording their private feelings, matters of liistcry, or 
I events of any kind, by what they call h'ladx^ or u&iiig tlio

He was leaning upon his staff, his plaid 
hanging loose about him, and his white hair streaming in 
the wind. * Griffith I ' said the gentleman, ' what can have 
brought 3'ou, at such an hour, to this dreary place ? ' 
The old man instinctively replied, in a Welsh triad, 
* My wife is dead^ my so?i is mad, my harp is unstrung / ' 

*' In an instant the words shot through Campbell's heart. 
It came home to him like an electric shock. He could 
not, he said, disguise his weakness — but, what I venture to 
call his pure nature — he cried Uke a child ! I was at the 
moment totally ignorant of the circumstances which so 
deeply affected him. But, when he had regained his com- 
posure, he told me these words were the Uteral expression 
of his own sad fate. I need not add how greatly shocked 
and grieved I was to find, that, in trying to entertain him 
I had unconsciously infiicted acute pain. But fixim this 
hour he was my friend."

Ooing into a shop one morning to buy gloves, Campbdl 
made trial of several pairs — but none would fit him. 
'*No," he said — turning away from the counter — "tiiese 
won't shoot (suit) me," " They won't shoot you ? — no; but 
I think they might suit you " — observed the glover rather 
sharply. " Why, sir," said Campbell. " you should live at 
the sign of The Pronouneing Dictionary ! " '' And you," 
he replied, ^' should be my first purchaser ! " The Poet was 
delighted with the man's ready wit and told it with much 
glee to Miss F, W. llayow. 
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There is but ouc poiut ouuuecUsd wilU Uiusu Memoirs 
which J approach with reluctance. Every friend of ttie 
Poet will anticipate what I have to say — and none of hia 
peadcre will expect nic lo say more than is due to the 
vflPAcily of historv : ihoy will not pass over niai»y exccllt'nt 
qualitiea to {^nLir^o upon oiio iniling — a &iling common to 
bim with too nmiiy great men — a habit which he conileiuiicd 
In others, hut could not conquer in himself. But make 
allowance, kind reader, for the tempting circunisl.'uicca 
under which the social cup was often presented to his 
jpa — for the exhilaration which the weary, the sad, aad 
'the suffering are too ready to purdmsc at any price — 
id then the censure may be allowed to fall lightly,

At my own family table, where he dined oftener, perhaps^ 
uring the last twelve or fourteen ycara of hia life, than at 
any otJicr, be xras never *' merry even heyund tliu limits of 
becoming rnirth/' In saying tins, I am only apeakiiig the 
(sentimeats of many distinguished fi'iends who met him on 
those occafiioas. But here my testimony must he confined 
to wliat I &nw. In other .situations, perhaps, he was less on 
Ms gunivl — novor in greater danger than at liis own tablo. 
Witli II temperament extremely excitable — a hospitality 
that bordered on profusion, he was too apt to be carried 
away by his feelings. In bis endeavours to promote the 
hUarity of his friends by tlie " festive bowl" and brilliant 
conversation, he may have passed, at some "witching 
hours," the conventional limits ; but it i» well known to 
,030 with whom he lived in familiar intercour8e» that a few 
les were too much for his irriljihlu fnunv ; *md Iience, 
would have been only moderation in other men, was 
little better than exce-as in him. In such festivities the 
tliiiddnghead and the feeling heart were always the first to 
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uufTer* Wlvki I luivu dtLid umy be etiotigli fur his frieuds ; 
hut let him speak for himself: — 

One evening he inritecl a small |jdulj to 9up vtith him at 
bis diambers;* the lononred gaeet of t^e evening was 

the late Mr, , When the cloth was removed, the 

maAHive nilvor punch-bowl, presented Ut him by the HtndcmtA 
of Ola^w Univoreity, was placed on the table. The 
"browst" waa duly prcpared^ — the Lord Rector, it vas 
tfaidf Iiad liii tUu pnijx>rtioiu» to a tittle — the bowl wauied 
noUuug but driukicg; tJic glasses went cheerfully rouml 
the circle, looKeDiug the tongULvs of the more taciturn, and 
eUcitiiig from their host, as u^uol, much sprnkling wit and 
aiii^cdote. At length, ailvcting to be alarmed at the 
fiymptotm of over lularity^ Mr. ■ dropped some pointed 
ftllusioii to Campbo1I*8 being too much given to *' spiritual 
indulgcucee^* — and in a tone clearly showing thai the 
speaker was less in je8L thau earnest.

To habittial intemperance he was ijot addicted. They who 
said so were ungenei^us. uujust; hut he vrould not quarrel 
with tlieir injustice ; they had ground, no doubt, for the 
inaiuuation. Some minds remember nothing so distinctly 
BB tlio failin|i^ of their unhappy fi'iends : to take advaritage 
of an unguarded moment when tho doors of the heart and 
Uio lips wore thrown unsuspectingly open, waA rather 
ungeneroud. If there "wore moments of human life, wKcii, 
iu agony of mind, the maxima of priiduuce might be 
forgotten — the reins of self-control sufftrrcd to drop from 
tlte luind — 6uch moments he had known.

The following sketch of CAmpfeoll is from titc pen of one 
of the American Delegates^ vrho honoured me with a fiatter- 
Ltig visit ill July, 1840, >vhen tbo Anti-alftvery Congrevs 
heUl its sittings ; and having been present on the occnsions 
alhitled to, I extract what will interest the English reader 
as the observations of a Transatlantic admirerrt — 

" My firet intcniciv with Campbell wu in a literal^ circle, st tht bouse 
of Dr Rcattie, l'iirk-«qiuir«. . . Ther« i* R0thiii2 wry brilljint in hia 
ooaversatioD, ciccpt wlicu h^ isi excited: and thou every charm wLici 
wit, ftkac^, Icamin;:, nad cntbiuium can tbiow oxound cQavvrMtkiii, cou- 
tinuea to render hit society agneabb.

Mr. L — tlicn gavoiifi tliclicadsof a very interestmg tour 
in H\c vaic of Wyoming, — a poetit'al pilgrimage, — to which 
the Poet listened with mudi saliMfaction^ iuterruptiug liiax 
at short intervals by questions about the Oneida Chief, — 
the Lake, — the moral and physical scenery of his " GJer-

Here is a copy of the illiistrated edition of my 
Poems ; take it with you ; and if, with your ' Gertrude/ 
you ever go again to the valley of Wyoming, it may be a 
pleasure to her to hear you say, ' Campbell gave me

1 oiTE and bequeath tbe Siher B(ncl presented to me by the Students 
of Glasgow* when I was Rector of that UniTeraity, and the Copy 
of the Portrait of Her Majesty QuEcy ViCTonrA, which waa sent to 
me by tbe Queen herself (and wbieb two articles I reckon the 
Jewels of my property), and elIso all and every my manoacripts and 
(K^yrigbtfl of my compoBLtioos, whether in proae or verw, and the 
vignettes which have illuBtrated my poems ; and also all and 
every my books, prints, picinresf furniture, plate, money, personal 
estate and efiecta, whatsoever and wheresoever, whereof I may die 
posHeflsed, after and subject to the payment of my jnat debts, 
funeral and testamentary ejcpensea, which I direct to be paid as 
soon as conveniently may be after my decease, nnto my niece 
Mary Campbell, the Daughter of my deceased Brother Aleiakder 
Campbell, late of Glasgow, for her own sole and separate use and 
benefit : 

And I do hereby appoint my staunch and inestimable iriend Dr. 
WiLLiAU Beattie, of No. 6, Park Square, Regent's Park, in the 
said county of Middlesex ; and Williau Moxok, of tbe Middle 
TemptCf Esquire, to be Executors of this my Will, and also to ad 
as Guardians to my siud son. And 1 revoke alt former and other 
Wills and testamentary dispositions by mo at any time heretofore 
made, and declare this only to be my lost Will and Testameitt. 
In witness whereof I have hereunto set my hand tbe seventh day of 
November.
